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PREFATORT  NOTE 


This  volume  is  devoted  to  the  reports  filed  by  street  surface, 
elevated  and  underground  railways,  steam  railroads  and  other 
common  carriers  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1914,  and  is  pre- 
pared according  to  the  plan  adopted  in  previous  years.  An  ab- 
stract of  each  report  appears  in  Part  III  in  its  alphabetical  order 
and  contains  the  more  essential  items  relating  to  the  operations 
of  the  year  and  the  condition  of  the  property  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  Financial  data  are  presented  in  the  abstracts  in  compara- 
tive fullness,  while  operating  statistics  of  street  railways  are  pre- 
sented more  fully  in  the  tabular  summaries  of  Part  II.  An 
interpretation  of  the  results  of  tabulation  and  compilation  is 
presented  in  the  analysis  of  Part  I,  where  their  significance  is 
brought  out  by  means  of  comparisons  with  previous  years. 

While  the  preparation  and  printing  of  this  large  mass  of  in- 
formation necessarily  consumes  much  time,  the  public  is  not 
kept  waiting  for  the  more  important  data  concerning  the  year's 
operations,  as  there  was  issued  in  November  a  pamphlet  giving 
in  condensed  form  the  provisional  results  of  operation  for  the 
year  as  revealed  by  the  combination  of  quarterly  summaries  pub- 
lished by  the  Commission  and  distributed  without  charge  to  all 
applicants. 

It  is  proper  that  acknowledgment  be  made  of  the  services  of 
George  P.  Watkins,  Assistant  Chief  Statistician,  who  has  been 
in  immediate  charge  of  the  compilation  and  analysis  of  the  ma- 
terial contained  in  Parts  I  and  II  of  this  volume.

The  number  of  operating  street-rail^wiiy  companies  remains  un- 
changed, as  indeed  does  the  numbers  of  operating  steam  road  and 
stage-coach  companies.  But  there  has  been  a  replacement  of  the 
City  Island  and  Pelham  Park  roads  by  a  single  corporation, 
through  the  consolidation  of  the  former  with  the  latter,  which  re- 
duced the  number  by  one.  But  the  addition  of  the  Brooklyn  & 
North  River  counterbalances  this  decrease.  It  should  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  street-railway  tables  and  also  the  data  of  the 
General  Summaiy,  except  as  to  number  of  corporations,  do  not 
include  the  company  last  named  because  of  the  impossibility  of 
oanforming  the  data  as  yet  available  for  it  to  the  requirements 
of  tabulation.  For  convenience  of  reference,  however,  Brooklyn 
&  North  River  data  are  shown  in  connection  with  Tables  V,  VI 
and  XVII,  but  they  are  enclosed  in  brackets  and  not  included 
in  the  totals.  For  the  two  traffic  tables  (V  and  VI),  however,  al- 
ternative  grand  totals  inclusive  of  the  Brooklyn  &  North  River 
are  shown. 

The  number  of  lessor  street  railways  was  increased  by  one 
through  the  transfer  of  the  New  York  Mimicipal  from  the  in- 
choate to  the  lessor  class  on  account  of  the  commencement  of 
operation  on  the  Centre  Street  Loop,  which  is  included  under 
the  subway  operating  contracts  of  the  city  with  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  interests. 

The  number  of  inchoate  street  railways  is  decreased  by  the 
transfer  of  the  Brooklyn  &  North  River  and  the  New  York  Mu- 
nicipal to  other  classes  and  by  the  dropping  of  the  New  York  & 
Long  Island  Railroad,  whose  property,  known  as  the  Steinway 
tunnel,  was  turned  over  to  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany preparatory  to  its  incorporation  with  the  new  subway  sys- 
tem. Transfer  of  the  tunnel  to  the  city  was  effected  April  3, 
1914. 

The  list  of  steam  railroads  and  that  of  stage-eoach  companieB 
are  both  increased  by  the  addition  of  an  inchoate  company  each, 
the  Degnon  Contracting  Company  being  the  steam  railroad  in  ques- 
tion, and  the  Hillside  Transportation  Company  the  stage-coach 
corporation.  No  other  changes  occurred  in  these  two  classes  of 
transportation  companies.

The  lack  of  data 
for  omnibus  traffic  for  the  earlier  years  of  course  impairs  the 
usefulness  of  any  such  grand  total.  The  more  inclusive  such  an 
aggregate  becomes,  moreover,  the  less  determinable  significance 
it  has.  The  number  of  passengers  served  by  cabs,  for  example, 
would  evidently  b^  a  very  desirable  addition  to  the  data,  though 
disparate  as  to  economic  character.  Such  data  are  not  obtain- 
able. It  would  also  be  interesting  to  know  the  amount  of  elevator 
passenger  traffic.  But  none  of  these  compare  in  importance  with 
the  special  use  of  the  public  streets  in  performing  a  necessary 
daily  service  for  the  majority  of  the  people.  It  is  significant  that 
none  of  these  services,  except  those  performed  by  street  or  steam 
railroads,  have  a  eertain  important  characteristic  of  natural  mo- 
nopoly, namely,  that  consumers  can  avail  themselves  of  the  serv- 
ice (Mily  in  connection  with  a  considerable  investment  of  fixed 
capital  on  the  part  of  the  corporation,  and  at  places  where  such 
investment  has  been  made.  It  may  seem  that  the  same  applies 
for  elevators,  but  these  are  in  fact  merely  an  adjunct  of  the  serv- 
ice rendered  to  tenants,  not  a  separable  service  rendered  to  the 
elevator  passenger  as  such,  and  the  tenant  has  a  choice  of  land- 
lords.

The  vastly  greater  part  of  the  work  of  this  Commission  in  the 
field  of  transportation  relates  to  street  railways.  The  spaoe  oe- 
capied  by  other  sorts  of  transportation  in  this  statistical  volmne 
is  an  indication  of  their  relative  unimportance.  The  principal 
reason  for  this  is  the  fact  that  only  sudi  steam  railroads  as  lie 
entirely  within  New  York  City  (the  First  District)  are  assigned 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission.  The  extent  of  these  roads 
is  indicated  in  Tables  A  and  B  following.  There  are  also  a  few 
transportation  companies  other  than  railways  included  within 
the  scope  of  this  report.  For  purposes  of  reference  and  com- 
parison and  for  the  sake  of  a  comprehensive  general  view  of  the 
transit  situation  in  New  York  City,  certain  data  for  ferries,  over 
which  the  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction,  are  also  given. 

The  general  tables  for  the  transportation  companies  other  than 
street  railways  pertaining  to  the  First  District  or  of  special  inter- 
est to  New  York  City  are  to  be  found  on  pages  38-47,  and  con- 
stitute a  distinct  series,  A-D,  while  the  street-railway  general 
tables  are  distinguished  .by  the  roman  numerals  I-XXI.  More 
detailed  information  for  the  reporting  common  carriers  dealt  with 
in  this  chapter  is  to  be  found  in  the  abstracts  of  the  companies^ 
returns  contained  in  Part  III  of  this  volume. 

Steam  Bailroads 

Of  the  5  operating  steam  railroads  for  which  data  are  included 
in  Table  A,  3  are  switching  and  terminal  companies  or  adjuncts 
of  such,  and  their  operations  are  of  little  interest  to  the  general 
public.  They  not  only  have  no  pass^iger  revenue,  but  in  two 
cases,  even  no  freight  revenue.  Because  of  the  entanglement  of 
iheir  operations  with  those  of  overshadowing  associated  com- 
panies, their  financial  statements  have  little  statistical  interest. 
They  are  reporting  public-service  corporations  mainly  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  they  use  the  public  streets  (though  they  use  them 
to  a  very  minor  extent,  as  is  evident  from  the  tabulated  data  for 
track  mileage)  and  must  have  franchises  therefor. 

The  two  Staten  Island  steam  roads,  though  associated  with 
each  other  and  with  an  outside  controlling  company,  are  complete 
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operating  entities  and,  in  particular,  their  passenger  traffic  is  of 
considerable  importance  as  well  as  distinctively  an  affair  of  the 
First  District  The  average  ride  is  so  short  (about  6%  miles 
in  1914)  that  the  rate  of  fare  is  comparable  to  that  of  rapid-tran- 
sit service,  which  in  fact  the  service  of  these  companies  closely 
resembles. 

The  following  table  gives  the  important  data  for  the  steam 
passenger  service  on  Staten  Island  for  a  series  of  years.

The  passenger  traffic  of  these  roads  appears  to  have  increased 
at  a  favorable  rate  in  1914,  but  the  resulting  revenue  increased 
less  rapidly  despite  a  markedly  greater  rate  of  increase  in  pas- 
senger mileage  than  in  number  of  passengers.  This  situation 
suggests  a  reduction  in  average  rates,  probably  due  to  the  carry- 
ing of  a  greater  proportion  of  the  total  traffic  at  low  or  commuta- 
tion rates,  rather  than  to  any  change  in  the  schedule  of  fares. 
A  comparison  of  the  1914  annual  increase  with  the  1910-1914 
four-year  increase  indicates  that  the  former  was  greater  than 
usual. 

The  traffic  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  is  of  special  interest  to 
New  York  City  because  most  of  it  is  commutation  or  suburban 
service,  and  much  of  it  a  substitute  for  rapid-transit  street-rail- 
way traffic  within  the  city  limits.  Although  this  railroad  is  not 
as  a  whole  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  First  District  Com- 
mission, the  data  of  Table  C  relate  to  the  entire  road,  but  with 
special  emphasis  on  New  York  City  matters.  Since  the  general 
table  goes  back  only  to  1912,  the  comparative  data  of  the  follow- 
ing text  table  begin  with  that  year.

The  high  rate  of  traffic  increase  for  this  road^  especially  the 
commuter  traffic,  is  noteworthy.  Although  the  rate  for  all  traffic 
combined  declined  considerably  in  1914  as  compared  with  1913 
—  doubtless  owing  to  general  business  conditions  —  it  is  still 
much  above  the  corresponding  street-railway  figure,  which  simi- 
larly declined  in  1914.  Increases  in  car  mileage  on  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  have  not  been  as  great  as  in  revenue  passengers, 
though  the  fact  that  there  was  a  continuous  and  marked  substi- 
tution of  electric  for  steam  cars  makes  it  impossible  to  allege,  on 
the  basis  of  such  data  as  these,  that  accommodations  have  not 
increased  at  as  rapid  a  rate  as  has  the  number  of  passengers  (or 
the  passenger  mileage). 

Data  for  commutation  traffic  into  New  York  City  from  the 
north  on  the  New  York  Central  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  railroads  are  not  regularly  reported  to  this  Commis- 
sion, though  they  have  sometimes  been  specially  obtained  and 
used  in  these  statistical  reports.^  Commuter  traffic  from  New 
Jersey  is  included  in  the  ferry  and  tunnel  data  given  in  the  sec- 
tion beginning  at  page  29  below.

At  present  only  one  stage-coach  oompany  is  in  operation  in 
New  York  City,  the  Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Company.  The  rate 
of  fare  is  higher  than  for  street  railways,  being  ten  cents,  and  the 
territory  served  rather  limited,  though  rapidly  eartending.  The 
more  important  statistical  data  for  a  series  of  years  are  shown  in 
the  following  tabla

Stage-coach  traffic  has  increased  at  a  markedly  greater  rate  in 
the  period  during  which  this  Commission  has  been  in  existence 
than  that  of  any  other  class  of  common  carriers  in  the  city.  An 
important  factor  in  this  increase,  however,  has  been  large  ex- 
tensions of  routes.  Data  of  traffic  by  routes  are  given  in  the  ab- 
stract of  the  company's  return  in  Part  III.  Extensions  of  opera- 
tion made  during  the  year  1913  also  affect  the  rate  of  increase 
for  1914. 

A  column  added  this  year  to  the  Growth  of  City  Transit  Sum- 
mary (page  18ff.)  carries  back  the  data  for  this  class  of  traffic  to 
the  year  1901.  Its  rapid  growth  for  the  period  covered  by  the 
above  text  table  does  not  apply  for  the  years  prior  to  1909.  The 
change  for  the  better  appears  to  be  closely  associated  with  the 
beginning  of  the  exclusive  use  of  motor  in  place  of  horse-drawn 
buses.  The  company  owned,  and  doubtless  used  more  or  less 
experimentally,  a  few  motor  buses  during  the  period  in  question, 
but  appears  to  have  entirely  substituted  the  latter  for  horse^irawn 
vehicles  in  1908.  Prior  to  that  date,  there  had  been  a  steady, 
though  small,  annual  decline  in  the  number  of  passengers  from 
1901  on.  Since  1907  there  has  been  a  steady  and  large  increase^ 
with  the  exception  of  a  small  temporary  setback  in  1911. 
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Anotheor  class  of  vdiicular  passenger  traffic  not  conducted  upon 
tracks  is  taxicab  service.  Companies  performing  this  service 
have  not  been  put  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission. 

Bagg^e-Thuosfer  Companiei 

Two  companies  engaged  in  transferring  baggage^  in  effect  a 
local  express  service^  report  to  the  Commission  for  the  first  time 
in  1914.  The  law^  as  amended  in  1913,  provides  that  such  com- 
panies are  common  carriers,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Commission  only  if  '^  operated  wholly  or  in  part  upon  or  in 
connection  with  a  railroad  or  street  railroad." 

Data  for  the  two  companies  from  which  reports  have  been  re- 
ceived, together  with  the  Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Company,  consti- 
tute Table  D.  It  will  be  noted  that  one  of  the  baggage-transfer 
companies  has  an  important  passenger  or  cab  service. 

Ferry  Trafllo 

The  ferries  plying  in  the  bay  and  rivers  adjacent  to  Manhattan 
Island  are  an  important  means  of  transit  to  and  within  the  city, 
hence  statistical  data  relating  to  them  have  been  included  in  this 
report  from  time  to  time.  The  ferries  are  not  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Commission.  The  data  here  given  were  ob- 
tained mainly  from  the  local  inspectors  of  steamboats  of  tlie  United 
States  Customs  Service.  The  rate  of  fare  differs  somewhat  on 
different  ferries,  and  the  average  is  less  than  5  cents.  Table 
4  puts  the  figures  on  a  fiscal-year  basis  and  carries  them  back  to 
1908.  It  also  classifies  the  lines  according  to  the  combination  of 
boroughs  served.  The  data  for  1908  are  subject  to  the  qualifica- 
tion mentioned  in  a  footnote,  that  is,  they  are  put  on  a  fiscal-year 
basis  by  estimation. 
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The  striking  fact  about  the  table  is  the  ahnost  universal  tend- 
ency to  a  decrease.  The  ferry  line  to  Staten  Island  shows  in- 
creases except  in  one  year.  The  other  and  more  important 
groups  show  decreases  in  every  single  year  e:j:cept  for  one  year  in 
one  group,  that  is,  in  Manhattan-New  Jersey  traffic  for  the  year 
1914.  The  principal  reason  for  this  state  of  affairs  is  of  course 
the  development  of  tunnel  traffic,  also,  to  some  extent,  the  open- 
ing of  new  bridges  within  the  period  in  question.  To  determine 
the  reasons  for  the  exception  to  the  general  tendency  is  of  con- 
siderable interest. 

On  examination  of  the  details  for  the  individual  ferries  it  ap- 
pears that,  among  the  Manhattan-New  Jersey  group,  there  are 
three  cases  of  increase  for  1914,  and  three  of  decrease,  the 
changes  being  as  follows:  Lackawanna,  deareatse,  360,000; 
Pennsylvania,  decrease,  920,044 ;  Erie,  increase,  4,495,783 ; 
Jersey  Central,  decrease,  349,224;  West  Shore,  increase,  719,- 
046;  Riverside  and  Ft.  Lee,  increase,  90,776;  group  total,  in- 
crease, 3,676,337.  The  increase  for  the  Erie,  therefore,  more 
than  accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  total.  Exclusive  of  the  Erie 
ferries  it  is  the  uptown  ferries  that  show  an  increase,  which  is 
more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  decrease  for  the  downtown 
ferries. 

It  looks  as  if  the  unusual  increase  from  1909  to  1914  shown 
for  the  Erie  among  downtown  ferries  might  be  in  part  due  to  a 
transfer  of  traffic  from  the  Pennsylvania  to  the  Erie.  In  fact 
prior  to  Dec.  1,  1911,  the  passenger  trains  of  the  New  York,  Sus- 
quehanna and  Western  Railroad,  a  subsidiary  of  the  Erie,  reached 
the  Jersey  shore  of  the  Hudson  at  the  Pennsylvania  station  in 
Jersey  City,  instead  of  at  the  Erie  station.  This  would  mean 
that  7/12  of  the  effect  of  the  transfer  of  traffic  should  be  looked 
for  in  the  1912  increases  or  decreases,  and  5/12  in  those  for 
1913.  In  fact  the  Erie  ferries  showed  a  decrease  in  1912,  though 
not  as  marked  as  that  for  the  Pennsylvania  ferries. 

But  the  decrease  in  Pennsylvania  ferry  traffic  is  only  less 
great  in  1913  than  in  1912  and  it  continues  into  1914,  although 
the  absolute  decreases  become  smaller.  This  continuation  of  the 
decrease  is  doubtless  chiefly  due  to  another  important  change  in 
terminal  arrangements,  that  is,  the  transfer  of  its  trains  by  the 
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Lehigh  Valley  Bailxoad  from  the  PennBylvania  terminal  in  Jer- 
sey City  to  that  of  the  Jersey  Central  Railroad,  which  occurred 
on  May  1,  1913.  Of  the  total  eifect  upon  the  Pennsylvania  fer- 
ries of  ^s  change,  one-sixth  should  appear  in  the  1913  increase, 
and  five-sixths  in  that  for  1914.  Evidently  this  factor  is  not  so 
important  as  soma  others.  But  to  it  may  be  attributed  most  of 
the  gain  in  traffic  of  the  Jersey'  Central  ferries  in  1914.  This 
transfer,  it  should  be  noted,  affects  the  total  for  the  ferries  caUed 
^^  competitive  "  in  Table  5,  and  also  the  total  that  combines  this 
with  the  tunnel  figures. 

These  changes  were  naturally  accompanied  by  curtailment  of 
accommodationa  afforded  by  the  Pennsylvania  ferries,  including 
the  abandonment  of  the  line  to  23d  street,  New  York,  which  con- 
ditions have  doutbtlesB  further  reacted  unfavorably  upon  traffic 

There  are  also  several  other  important  changes  affecting  Hud- 
son River  ferry  traffic  within  the  period  covered  by  Table  4, 
among  these  being  the  opening  of  the  Christopher  street  tunnels 
of  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan  Railroad  on  Feb.  26,  1908,  of  the 
downtown  tunnels  of  the  same  road  on  July  19,  1909,  and  of  the 
new  Pennsylvania  station  on  Seventh  avenue  in  New  York  City 
on  Nov.  27,  1910.  All  of  these  events  must  obviously  have 
greatly  affected  the  amoimt  of  ferry  traffic  between  New  Jersey 
and  Manhattan.  Another  element  in  the  situation,  to  which  at- 
tention has  been  directed  in  previous  reports,*  is  the  increase  in 
the  rate  of  fare  on  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan  Railroad  for  pas^ 
sengers  travelling  by  way  of  the  Christopher  street  tunnels.  The 
increase  took  effect  about  the  end  of  December,  1911.  The  effect 
of  the  increased  fare  upon  the  comparative  increase  of  Chris- 
topher street  tunnel  and  ferry  traffic  extends  into  the  fiscal  year 
1914,  since  it  affects  directly  the  absolute  numbers  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1912,  and  thus  affects  a  comparison  with  the  calendar 
year  or  portion  of  the  calendar  year  1913.  This  last  involves  an 
effect  on  the  twelvemonth  extending  from  July  1,  1913,  to  June 
30,  1914;  that  is,  the  fiscal  year.  But  the  calendar  year  1914 
is  entirely  free  from  any  sudi  effect. 

The  particular  interest  of  these  Hudson  river  ferry  figures 
with  refereDce  to  competitive  conditions  is  the  occasion  for  pre-

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senting  Table  5,  which  gives  a  comprehensive  view  of  all  pas- 
senger traffic  over  or  under  the  river.  Some  of  the  figures  involve 
assumptions  and  are  of  the  nature  of  estimates^  particularly  in 
the  case  of  the  distribution  of  Hudson  &  Manhattan  traffic,  the 
assumptions  there  being  that  all  the  passengers  of  this  road  go 
under  the  river  and  that  none  go  both  back  and  forth,  for  ex- 
ample from  the  Hudson  Terminal  to  33d  street,  on  the  same  trip, 
the  exceptions  being  evidently  unimportant.  The  footnotes  indi- 
cate just  how  each  figure  not  tabulated  as  returned  and  described 
by  an  operating  company  was  obtained. 

It  is  evident  that  the  course  of  the  total  trans-Hudson  traffic  is 
not  parallel  with  that  for  the  ferry  traffic.  The  divergence  of  tend- 
ency is  especially  marked  in  1910,  the  year  which  received  sub- 
stantially the  full  effect  of  the  opening  of  the  downtown  Hudson 
tunnels,  that  event  having  occurred  on  July  19,  1909.  The  year 
1910  showed  a  particularly  high  rate  of  increase  in  the  street- 
railway  traffic  of  the  city  generally,  which  fact  suggests  general 
business  and  traffic  conditions  as  in  large  part  accoimtable  for 
the  very  high  rate  of  increase  in  trans-Hudson  traffic.  But  it 
is  also  probable  that  the  improvement  in  facilities  afforded  by  the 
opening  of  the  downtown  tunnels  not  only  took  traffic  from  the 
ferries,  but  also  directly  stimulated  traffic  in  a  way  considerably 
to  increase  the  total  above  what  it  otherwise  would  have  been, 
though  the  extent  of  this  effect  cannot  be  disentangled  from  the 
effect  of  general  conditions.  The  opening  of  the  Penlisylvania 
tunnels,  on  the  other  hand,  which  are  in  fact  primarily  intended 
to  serve  through  traffic,  can  evidently  have  had  no  very  consider- 
able effect  on  the  total  traffic,  though,  along  with  the  operation  of 
the  Hudson  tunnels  among  other  causes,  it  has  been  a  factor  in 
the  decline  of  the  traffic  of  the  Pennsylvania  ferries. 

The  increase,  though  not  large,  in  the  total  trans-Hudson  traffic 
in  1914,  following  upon  the  decrease,  though  small,  in  1913, 
affords  a  situation  not  readily  explicable  by  the  data  at  hand. 
The  fact  that  the  change  for  1914  is  of  nearly  uniform  character 
for  all  lines  of  transit,  though  with  ^e  competitive  ferries  in  the 
lead,  suggests  some  general  cause.  The  street  railways  show  no 
such  relative  improvement,  but  on  the  contrary  a  drop  in  the  rate 
of  increase  from  5.29  per  cent  in  1913  to  2.45  per  cent  in  1914, 
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tlie  latter  figure  being  the  lowest  recorded  for  any  year  for  which 
figures  are  available,  and  probably  the  lowest  in  the  history  of 
the  city,  except  for  some  year  of  calamitous  events  or  conditions. 
It  is  also  true  that  the  1914  per  cent  increase  for  total  trans- 
Hudson  traffic  is  the  lowest  shown  in  Table  5  except  for  the  de- 
crease of  the  year  immediately  preceding.  It  is  a  fair  inference 
that  it  is  the  1913  rather  than  the  1914  figure  that  determines 
the  character  of  the  1914  increase.  Hence  an  explanation  of  the 
facts  is  to  be  sought  in  the  first  term  of  the  comparison. 

The  per  cent  increases  of  1913  show  that  the  peculiarity  is  in 
either  the  tunnel  or  the  competitive  ferry  traffic,  not  in  the  traffic 
of  other  ferries,  which  indeed  show  a  specially  high  and  com- 
pensating rate  of  increase  for  1913.  The  date  of  opening  of  the 
Pennsylvania  tunnels  is  such  that  it  would  have  no  appreciable 
effect  on  the  aggregate.  The  amount  of  traffic  by  way  of  these 
tunnels  is  not  great  enough  to  make  its  effect  —  which  should  be 
stimulative  on  the  total,  and  for  the  rest  merely  a  matter  of  shifts 
between  routes  —  of  much  significance  in  relation  to  the  combined 
figure,  even  for  the  year  1912.  The  principal  suggestion  of  an 
explanation  that  the  1913  figures  contain  is  that  the  large  drop  in 
Hudson  &  Manhattan  traffic  via  the  Christopher  street  tunnel 
may  not  have  been  the  result  merely  of  a  transference  of  traffic 
from  the  tunnel  to  the  ferries,  but  also  of  a  considerable  loss  of 
traffic  to  trans-Hudson  facilities  as  a  whole.  According  to  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  effect  of  the  increase  in  the  rate  of  fare  for  the 
Christopher  street  tunnel  from  five  to  seven  cents  contained  in  a 
previous  report,^  the  increase  meant  a  loss  of  about  10,200,000 
passengers  a  year  that  the  company  would  otherwise  have  ob- 
tained. To  make  up  for  the  incidence  of  this  loss,  one-half  the 
amount  should  be  added  to  the  1912  traffic  figure,  and  the  entire 
amount  to  the  figures  for  each  of  the  succeeding  years.  Most  of 
this  loss  should  result  in  a  corresponding  gain  to  the  competitive 
ferries.  But  if  the  trans-Hudson  traffic  as  a  whole  suffered  some- 
what by  this  change  in  the  rate  of  fare,  not  all  of  the  loss  of  the 
tunnel  would  be  gain  to  the  ferries.  This  repressive  effect, 
furthermore,  will  be  felt  to  the  full  extent  more  gradually  than 
the  transference  effect  The  same  is  true  of  the  reaction  of  the 
cutting  down  of  ferry  accommodations  upon  decreasing  traffic  tend- 
ing further  to  discourage  the  trans-Hudson  passengers  somewhat.

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As  to  the  nature  of  the  trajBSc  lost,  a  large  constituent  element 
would  doubtless  be  of  the  shopping  and  amusement  variety,  but  it 
is  also  not  impossible  that  this  traffic  is  particularly  sensitive  to 
conditions  affecting  foreign  trade,  immigration,  etc.  It  would 
seem  that  some  such  general  causes  as  those  last  mentioned  are 
more  important  in  determining  the  peculiarity  shown  for  1913 
than  the  more  specific  factors  discussed  above. 

Traffic  on  the  municipal  ferries  is  of  peculiar  interest  to  citizens 
of  New  York.  The  following  table  gives  data  by  months  for  the 
calendar  years  1913  and  1914,  the  figures  being  available  in  this 
form,  while  the  figures  for  the  ferries  generally,  presented  in  the 
preceding  text  table,  are,  as  regards  the  most  recent  data,  available 
only  for  the  fiscal  year.  Appended  to  the  table  are  data  derived 
from  the  City  Kecord  from  which  the  number  of  joint-rate  pas- 
sengers is  computed.

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Figures  from  Oct.  1,  1914,  are  of  special  interest  because  of 
the  adoption  of  a  transfer  or  joint-rate  arrangement  between  the 
•Staten  Island  ferries  and  the  New  York  Eailways,  which  went 
into  effect  on  the  date  named.  By  this  arrangement  the  city  gets 
two  cents  and  the  railway  three  cents  of  the  combined  five^ent 
fare.  This  means  a  further  loss  to  the  city  on  municipal-ferry 
operation,  but  it  is  felt  that  the  residents  of  the  borough  of  Rich- 
mond are  entitled  to  something  in  the  way  of  transit  advantages 
at  a  time  when  all  other  boroughs  are  about  to  receive  benefit  from 
city-built  rapid-transit  lines  now  under  construction. 

The  annual  rate  of  increase  for  the  calendar  year  1914  in  the 
Staten  Island  ferry  traffic,  2.42  per  cent,  is  not  large,  and  is  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  the  figure  (2.45  per  cent  for  the  fiscal  year 
1914)  for  the  street  railways  of  the  city.  The  effect  of  the  new 
joint-rate  arrangement  is  not  separately  discernible  among  the 
effects  of  other  causes  operating  upon  the  figures  of  the  last  three 
months  of  the  calendar  year.  In  the  long  run  the  new  transit 
privil^e  should  considerably  stimulate  ferry  traflSc  to  Staten 
Island.  But  only  two  out  of  the  three  months  affected  in  1914 
show  more  traffic  than  the  corresponding  months  of  1913.

The  general  aspect  of  the  oomparison  presented  in  the  above 
epitome  is  not  one  suggestive  of  rapid  advances  or  large  and  con- 
sistent increases  in  street-railway  equipment  in  New  York  City. 
But  there  appear  to  be  net  additions  of  about  21  miles  of  track 
and  about  221  passenger  cars,  which  represent  increases  in  road- 
way and  rolling  stock  at  not  much  less  than  the  average  rate. 
The  decreases  relate  mainly  to  power.  The  Third  Avenue 
generated  some  of  its  own  power  in  the  fiscal  year  1913  and  none 
in  1914.  The  comparison  of  power  equipment  is  exclusive  of 
the  Third  Avenue  power  station,  which  is  leased  to  the  New  York 
Edison.  There  is  an  increase  of  20,000  kilowatts  in  the  most  im- 
portant item,  A.  C.  turbo-generators. 

Track  Hileage 
Brief  summaries  relating  to  track  mileage  are  presented  in 
Tables  7,  8,  and  9  following.    Tables  7  and  9  are  derived  directly 
from  general  Table  I.     Table  8  is  a  condensation  of  data  not 
shown  in  the  general  tables.

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The  fact  that  the  amounts  in  the  columns  for  new  road  and  new 
track  in  Table  7  do  not  exactly  equal  the  differences  between  the 
mileage  figures  for  1914  and  the  corresponding  figures  for  the 
previous  year  serves  to  call  attention  to  an  important  qualification 
inherent  in  the  nature  of  track-mileage  figures,  namely,  that  two 
independent  measurements  of  any  considerable  network  of  tracks 
will  seldom  or  never  give  identical  results.  Hence  the  true  in- 
crease cannot  be  certainly  obtained  by  subtraction  of  the  figure 
for  one  year  from  the  figure  for  the  following  year.  Sometimes 
the  changes  due  to  "  remeasurement,"  which  may  be  taken  to  in- 
clude reclassification,  are  surprisingly  large.  ^'  N'ew  road  "  and 
"  new  track,"  as  they  appear  in  the  table,  are  net  construction 
data.

The  increases  in  track  mileage  for  the  year  are  not  large.  In 
fact;  there  has  been  an  almost  uninterrupted  decline  in  the  net  new 
construction  added  each  year  since  1908,  culminating  in  1014. 
But  1911  is  an  exception.  In  1914  only  4.5  miles  of  new  road 
and  14.5  miles  of  new  track  were  added.

Trackage  of  indioate  companies 
is  not  included.  Since  the  above  table  is  concerned,  even  in  the 
new-road  column,  only  with  track  in  place  and  used,  the  subways 
might  be  practically  completed  without  their  track  mileage  being 
tabulated,  even  though  the  terms  of  leases  to  operating  street 
railways  have  already  been  arranged.  In  the  new  trackage  this 
year  are  1.214  miles  of  road  and  2.833  miles  of  running  track  of 
the  New  York  Municipal,  constituting  the  Centre  Street  Loop, 
operated  by  the  Kew  York  Consolidated.  Next  year's  table  may 
show  a  greater  effect  from  new  subway  construction,  now  for  some 
vears  under  way. 

The  presentation  of  facts  divided  according  to  borough  lines,  as 
is  done  with  track  mileage  in  Table  8,  is  a  thing  standing  by 
itself  in  this  report.  Other  borough  data  except  for  Richmond 
are  only  roughly  such,  since  exact  separation  at  the  borough 
limits  is  impossible.  An  attempt  at  such  exact  separation,  es- 
pecially of  financial  data,  would  require  an  element  of  estimation, 
largely  on  the  basis  of  the  borough  subdivision  of  mileage,  in  con- 
junction with  the  figures  of  traffic  by  routes  presented  in  Table 
VIII.

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The  large  amount  of  track  outside  the  city  serves  to  remind  the 
reader  of  the  fact  that  this  report  relates  to  New  York  City  street 
railways  in  the  sense  of  companies  operating  in  whole  or  in  part 
in  the  cily,  and  therefore  in  some  cases  in  large  part  beyond  the 
city  limits.  The  First  Public  Service  Commission  District  is 
not  merely  a  territorial  entity  and  cannot,  in  the  nature  of  things, 
be  such  in  relation  to  the  exercise  of  its  functions  of  supervision 
and  control  over  corporations,  whose  interests  cannot  be  described 
in  terms  of  locality  and  area* 

The  figures  for  the  distribution  of  track  by  boroughs  are  not 
to  be  taken  as  exact  to  the  last  decimal  place.  They  are  sub- 
ject to  the  qualifications  already  mentioned  for  trackage  figures 
generally.  Furthermore,  it  would  seldom  be  possible  to  correct 
the  earlier  distributive  figures  even  if  the  total  were  known  to 
be  somewhat  in  error  and  could  be  corrected.  Hence  the  figures 
are  representative  rather  than  accurate,  and  the  decimal  fractions 
are  retained  only  for  convenience  in  checking. 

The  comparative  figures  for  a  series  of  years  show  trackage 
in  Manhattan  and  Bichmond  to  be  substantially  stationary,  while 
there  has  been  a  relatively  small  increase  in  Brooklyn,  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  The  Bronx  and  Queens,  and  the  highest  rate 
r.f  increase  outside  the  city,  due  in  part  to  roads  already  operating 
outside  the  city  building  a  line  into  it  and  thus  being  added  as  a 
whole  to  the  New  York  City  or  First  District  group  of  roads. 
Line  operated  over  merely  under  trackage  rights  is  not  included 
in  the  length  of  a  company^s  track.  Certain  of  the  changes  and 
fluctuations  in  the  amount  of  track  tabulated  in  the  different 
boroughs,  including  a  considerable  correction  made  in  1914  in 
the  Union  Railway  figures  for  track  outside  the  city,  are  due  to  a 
change  in  the  use  and  consequent  classification  of  track  as  between 
leased  and  trackage  rights  where  the  owner  is  an  outside  company. 

Table  9,  classifying  track  by  motive  power,  presents  some  difii- 
culties  of  classification.  Although  the  difference  between  electric 
and  other  modes  of  traction  seems  obvious,  it  is  in  fact,  since  the 
introduction  of  storage-battery  operation,  neither  so  obvious  nor 
so  important,  with  reference  especially  to  financial  aspects  of 
construction  and  operation,  as  is  the  difference  between  the 
presence  or  absence  of  electric-line  construction.     In  some  cases. 
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however,  there  may  be  track,  perhaps  used  only  for  the  storage 
of  cars,  that  is  without  electric-line  construction,  yet  used  for  cars 
ordinarily  propelled  by  electric  power.  Upon  some  such  track,  in 
car  bams  for  example,  such  cars  may  be  regularly  moved  from 
place  to  place  by  the  use  of  power  from  an  adjacent  track.  There 
is  also  much  unused  track  that  might  be  classed  as  horse  track 
were  it  not  that  the  sub-classification  of  track  without  electric 
line  is  an  operative  rather  than  structural  matter.  Most  of  this 
track  was  formerly  operated  by  horses,  but  there  may  be  some 
constructed  but  not  yet  equipped  with  electric  line.  As  to  the 
distinction  between  storage-battery  and  horse  track,  it  sometimes 
happens  that  a  particular  stretch  of  track  is  operated  by  bath 
methods.  In  fact  on  the  Madison  street  line  of  the  New  York 
Railways  both  sorts  of  operation  were  used  during  the  year  1914. 
In  such  a  case  the  track  is  classed  as  storage-battery  on  the 
ground  that  this  is  the  mode  of  operation  to  which  the  mixture 
of  the  two  is  presumably  only  a  transition  stage,  and  because  of 
the  analogy  of  this  case  with  one  where  a  horse-car  line  operates 
in  part  (to  make  connections)  over  track  with  conduit  construc- 
tion for  the  use  of  cars  of  that  type.  There  is  the  further  case  of 
an  experimental  type  of  operation  that  proved  unsuccessful  and 
has  led  to  a  reversion  to  the  use  of  animal  power  during  recon- 
struction, namely,  that  of  the  so-called  monorail  of  the  Pelham 
Park  road.  In  the  following  table,  as  is  explained  in  a  footnote, 
this  stretch  of  track  is  classed  as  horse  track  throughout  The 
classification  of  track  without  electricrline  construction  is  this 
year  developed  to  an  extent  not  hitherto  attempted  in  the  table 
corresponding  to  the  one  presented  below.

The  notably  rapid  decrease  in  the  operation  of  track  by  horse 
cars  is  the  striking  fact  to  be  noted  in  Table  9.  This  stands  out 
to  better  advantage  by  reason  of  the  provision  of  a  miscellaneous 
"other"  class  under  the  heading  of  track  without  electri(^line 
construction,  which  takes  care  of  items  formerly  classed  as  horse, 
chiefly  because  they  did  not  properly  come  under  any  of  the  other 
captions.  Thus  segregated,  the  track  without  electric-line  con- 
struction in  1914  is  described  as :  Storage-battery,  50  miles ;  horse 
(exclusively),  11;  other,  5.  The  30  miles  of  "horse"  track  for 
1913,  as  well  as  the  figures  for  earlier  years,  include  some  of  the 
"  other  "  class.

As  to  track  with  electric-line  construction,  the  stationary  state 
of  underground-contact,  the  slow  increase  of  third-rail,  and  the 
more  rapid  increase  of  trolley-electric  track  arc  explicable  by  the 
facts  that  the  first  is  Manhattan  surface  track,  the  second  is  sub- 
way and  elevated  track,  and  the  third,  surface  track  of  the  out- 
lying boroughs. 

Power 

Data  for  power  plants  are  presented  in  Table  III,  and  electric- 
power  operating  statistics  in  Table  X.  Changes  in  the  annual- 
report  form,  by  which  the  requirements  as  regards  returns  relating 
to  electric  power  are  made  more  specific,  affect  somewhat  the 
character  of  the  returns,  presumably  for  the  better,  but  the  form 
of  Table  X  remains  substantially  the  same. 

Reference  to  the  final  column  of  the  last  division  of  Table  X 
brings  one  immediately  to  the  most  significant  matter  in  the  table, 
that  is,  the  relation  of  kilowatt  hours  to  car  miles.  One  detail  in 
this  column  is  new  and  of  particular  interest  The  figures  make 
possible  a  separation  of  kilowatt  hours  per  car  mile  for  the  elec- 
tric-contact and  storage-batterj^  service  of  the  Xew  York  Rail- 
ways. For  the  latter,  the  average  kilowatt-hour  consumption  per 
car  mile  on  the  basis  of  over  600,000  car  miles  is  1.29,  as  com- 
pared with  2.94  kilowatt  hours  per  car  mile  for  electric-contact 
cars.  The  Mid-Crosstown,  which  is  entirely  operated  by 
storage  battery,  has  an  even  lower  ratio.  These  low  storage- 
battery  ratios  are  of  course  largely,  if  not  entirely,  due  to  differ- 
ence in  the  size  of  cars.  If  storage-battery  maintenance  expenses 
were  included  in  the  comparison,  it  would  probably  not  be  so 
favorable  to  this  type  of  car.  On  the  other  hand,  the  expense 
maintenance  of  electric  line  is  saved  in  the  case  of  storage-battery 
operation. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  certain  interurban  companies, 
rather  than  the  rapid-transit  lines,  have  the  highest  average  con- 
sumption per  car  mila  The  marked  variation  among  the  pur- 
chasing companies  is  doubtless  largely  due  to  differences  in  the 
character  of  the  basic  figures,  which  are  not  all  above  suspicion. 
There  is  a  surprising  difference  between  the  ratios  for  the  Staten 
Island  Midland,  with  1.52  kilowatt  hours  per  car  mile,  and  the 
Richmond  Light  and  Railroad,  with  3.00,  which  is  twice  as  large. 
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The  latter  does  not  purchase  its  current  from  an  outside  company, 
but  its  railroad  department  is  supplied  by  the  lighting  department. 
Both  companies  have  the  same  type  of  cars  and  similar  operating 
conditions,  and  they  are  also  associated  companies,  so  that  there  is 
not  likely  to  be  any  great  difference  in  the  character  of  their 
management. 

Boiling  Stock 

General  Table  IV  gives  the  basic  rolling-stock  data  from  which 
are  obtained  the  1914  figures  for  various  text  tables  following, 
which  figures  are  supplemented  by  comparative  data  for  previous 
years.

Open  cars  are  of  declining  importance,  and  convertible  cars 
are  not  increasing  at  a  sufficient  rate  to  make  up  for  this  loss, 
hence  the  tendency  is  in  the  direction  of  a  larger  proportion  of 
closed  cars.  This  may,  however,  be  due  to  the  increasing  import- 
ance of  operation  in  subways,  where  there  is  not  the  same  occasion 
for  a  change  in  the  character  of  the  car  during  the  summer  season. 
The  comparison  of  all-year  cars  owned  or  leased  with  the  average 
number  used  per  day,  is  of  interest  as  indicating  the  number  of 
cars  held  in  reserve.  The  significance  of  the  relation  between 
these  two  numbers,  however,  is  subject  to  qualification  on  account 
of  the  statistically  imperfect  or  inconstant  character  of  the  data 
for  the  second  term  as  now  returned  by  some  of  the  companies. 

In  1914,  for  the  first  time,  the  report  form  contains  a  schedule 
calling  for  the  distribution  of  cars  according  to  the  year  in  which 
they  were  built.  The  data  returned  are  tabulated  as  Division  E 
of  Table  IV,  from  which  the  grand  totals  are  drawn  off  to  con- 
stitute the  basic  absolute  numbers  of  the  accompanying  Table  11. 
The  classification  by  type  of  construction  is  preserved  and  certain 
distributive  and  cumulative  per  cents  are  presented.

Data  for  the  age  of  cars  display  an  interesting  fact  that  has 
been  in  evidence  in  the  character  of  increases  in  cars  as  discussed 
from  year  to  year.  The  open  car,  involving  an  investment  in 
a  double  number  of  car  bodies  with  reference  to  adaptation  to 
the  season  of  the  year,  no  longer  finds  favor  under  New  York 
City  conditions.  No  open  cars  now  in  use  have  been  built  since 
1910.  It  appears,  on  the  other  hand,  that,  according  to  the  age 
classification  of  the  number  of  cars  now  held,  a  larger  number  of 
open  than  of  closed  car  bodies  were  built  in  the  quinquennium

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1896-1900.  Convertible  cars  appear  to  have  come  into  use  dur- 
ing this  same  period,  but  the  majority  of  those  now  held  were 
purchased  in  the  period  1901-1906,  and  few  have  been  purchased 
since. 

The  median  duration  of  life  of  the  11,548  cars  included  in  the 
table  has  been  about  12  years.  However,  even  if  it  be  supposed 
that  this  is  a  fair  average  for  cars  in  service,  and  that  there  have 
been  no  unbalanced  irregularities  in  the  rate  at  which  car  equip- 
ment has  been  increased,  it  can  only  be  inferred  that  the  average 
expectation  of  life  in  service  for  street-railway  cars  appears  to 
be  somewhat  in  excess  of  24  years,  since  the  rapidly  increasing 
volume  of  traffic  requires  a  larger  number  of  additions  in  recent 
than  in  earlier  years  with  an  effect  like  that  of  a  large  contribu- 
tion to  population  by  birth  upon  the  average  age  of  the  living.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  some  of  the  older  cars  reported  by  the  companies 
have  actually  or  practically  been  retired  from  service,  but  for  ac- 
counting reasons  have  not  been  "  withdrawn,"  then  the  effect  of 
the  inclusion  of  such  cars  would  be  to  exaggerate  the  indicated  ex- 
pectation of  life  in  service  for  cars. 

That  267  car  bodies  built  before  1880  should  be  returned,  and 
presumably  be  still  serviceable,  is  rather  astonishing.  This  entire 
number  is  returned  by  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  and  con- 
sists of  cars  of  the  elevated  division.  The  New  York  Consol- 
idated also  has  a  large  number  of  cars  dating  from  the  earliest 
operation  of  elevated  lines  in  Brooklyn,  that  is,  338  of  its  cars 
date  from  the  decade  ending  with  1890.  Of  surface  cars,  the  New 
York  Railways  has  173  of  the  same  degree  of  antiquity,  while 
the  Brooklyn  Heights  has  1 4,  and  the  Coney  Island  &  Brooklyn,  3. 

Inferences  from  the  data  of  Table  11  are  subject  to  such  quali- 
fication as  may  be  necessary  owing  to  its  failure  to  include  all  the 
cars  reported  by  the  street-railway  companies  of  the  city.  The 
year  of  construction  of  347,  or  3  per  cent  of  the  total  number,  is 
not  known  or  not  reported.  This  number  is  too  small  to  affect 
seriouslv  the  statistical  character  of  the  data. 

The  relative  numbers  of  the  table  serve  only  to  make  more  easily 
perceptible  facts  that  might  be  inferred  from  the  absolute  num- 
bers. Purchases  of  new  cars  on  the  part  of  New  York  City  street 
railways  were  greater  in  the  quinquennium  1901-1905  than  at  any 
time  since.    Only  2.3  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  cars,  now  in 
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use  are  35  years  old.  Eleven  per  cent  are  at  least  24  years  old, 
17  per  cent  19  years  old  at  least,  and  42  per  cent,  14  or  more  years 
old.  Only  11  per  cent  of  the  total  were  purchased  within  the  4- 
year  period  ending  in  1914. 

To  compare  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cars  with  the  in- 
crease in  traffic  — 1,813  million  passengers  were  carried  in 
1914  as  compared  with  1,531  million  in  1910,  the  increase 
being  18  per  cent.  But,  assuming  that  cars  purchased  have  been 
new,  the  number  of  additional  cars  made  available  in  the  same 
period  would  be  about  12  per  cent  of  the  number  available  or  so 
reported  for  1910.  By  whatever  number  of  retirements  of  car 
bodies  there  mav  have  been  since  1910,  the  net  increase  of  the 
number  available  in  1914  must  be  reduced  below  the  12  per  cent. 
In  fact  the  net  increase  in  cars  since  1910^  according  to  Table  12, 
was  less  than  5  per  cent.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  cars  hold 
has  nowhere  nearly  kept  pace  with  the  increase  in  passengers. 
It  ifl  true,  however,  that  the  new  cars  are  of  greater  average 
capacity.  But  it  is  more  probable  that  the  principal  change  has 
been  the  more  intensive  use  of  the  existing  stock  of  cars  now  than 
in  1910. 

Some  of  the  inferences  above  drawn  are  subject  to  qualification 
with  reference  to  the  fact  that  the  data  for  the  age  of  cars  are 
based  upon  returns  of  the  years  in  which  the  cars  were  built. 
The  dates  of  the  entering  of  these  cars  into  the  possession  of 
the  companies  are  naturally  somewhat  later  than  the  dates  of 
their  construction.  But  the  time  lag  as  between  construction  and 
acquisition  should  not  appreciably  affect  the  indications  of  the 
table,  and  any  inferences  drawn  above  provide  a  liberal  margin 
for  the  possibility  of  errors  due  to  this  and  other  causes. 

Table  12,  showing  the  number  of  passenger  cars  installed  and 
withdrawn  by  kind,  etc.,  consists  of  the  grand  totals  of  the  first 
section  of  the  last  division  (F)  of  general  Table  IV.  Installa- 
•  tion  and  withdrawal,  it  should  be  noted,  are  defined  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  individual  company,  as  is  necessary  with 
reference  to  the  company's  capital  account  and  operations,  hence 
some  of  the  entries  of  this  table  merely  cancel  each  other,  owing 
to  transference  of  cars  between  companies.  Only  the  net  addi- 
tions are  ordinarily  of  particular  significance.

During  the  year  net  additions  of  cars  were  226  in  number. 
The  increase  is  chiefly  in  closed  cars,  a  net  of  192  of  these  being 
added^  while  the  number  of  open  cars  decreased  by  57.  There 
were  also  91  convertible  or  semi-convertible  cars  added.  Cars 
withdrawn  numbered  660,  or  more  than  one-twentieth  of  the 
number  in  the  possession  of  the  companies  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  But  doubtless  these  include  some  transfers  between 
companies,  hence  the  number  actually  withdrawn  was  smaller. 
The  number  tabulated  as  installed,  which  is  886,  is  similarly 
affected. 

The  fact  that  during  the  year  1914  there  were  net  additions 
of  226  cars,  and  gross  installations  of  886  may  seem  inconsistent

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with  the  data  of  Table  11  above,  where  it  appears  that  of  the 
cars  in  the  possession  of  the  companies  at  the  close  of  1914,  there 
were  built  in  the  four  years  ending  with  1914  the  following 
numbers:  in  1911,  873;  in  1912,  44;  in  1913,  185;  and  in 
1914,  179.  The  few  unaccounted  for  do  not  appreciably  affect 
the  situation.  The  explanation  of  the  state  of  the  comparison  is 
the  difference  in  time  between  the  building  and  the  installation 
of  cars.  On  account  of  the  great  extent  to  which  cars  are  trans- 
ferred between  companies,  moreover,  the  gross  installations  of  a 
given  year  are  to  a  considerable  extent  not  new  cars. 

The  position  of  the  entrances  to  cars  is  not  a  structural  char- 
acteristic that  is  provided  for  in  the  classification  of  the  schedule 
of  the  annual-report  form.  But  the  information  given  is  pre- 
served in  footnotes,  from  which  it  appears  that  276  of  the  cars 
installed  during  the  year  1914  were  of  the  center-entrance  type. 

On  comparing  1914  with  previous  years,  it  appears  that  there 
has  been  a  recrudescence  of  additions  to  equipment  in  1914.  Not 
since  1911  have  there  been  so  many  net  additions  in  a  single 
year.  Whatever  new  cars  there  were  in  1913  served  merely  to 
replace  cars  withdrawn. 

The  average  seating  capacity  of  cars,  by  type  of  construction, 
is  shown  for  each  company  in  Table  13.

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An  important  change  in  the  Traffic  Summary  for  1914  is 
occasioned  by  the  transfer  of  the  Coney  Island  ^  Brooklyn  to 
the  Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit  system.  The  change  in  classifica- 
tion in  the  general  tables  is  made  this  year.  The  date  of  the 
transfer  of  control  was  of  course  not  July  1,  1913,  but  the  exact 
date  is  not  statistically  significant.  In  fact  there  are  three  dates 
to  choose  from,  (1)  the  time  when  stock  control  of  the  Coney 
Island  &  Brooklyn  was  acquired  by  certain  individuals  acting  in 
the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  interest,  (2)  the  date  when  the  legal 
transfer  of  the  stock  to  a  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  corporation 
was  made,  (3)  the  date  when  the  management  of  the  Coney  Is- 
land &  Brooklyn  operations  was  taken  over  by  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  staff.  The  last  occurred  within  the  fiscal  year 
1914,  the  other  events  some  time  prior  thereto.  But  the  Traffic 
Summary  naturally  makes  its  comparisons  on  the  same  basis  for 
the  two  years,  hence  the  1913  figures  have  been  revised  and 
differ  in  this  particular  from  those  used  in  the  Traffic  Summary 
of  1913. 

In  another  particular  there  is  a  difference  between  this  year's 
and  last  year's  1913  classification,  that  is,  the  Pelham  Park  traf- 
fic is  classed  as  horse-drawn,  for  the  reason  that  no  stable  com- 
parison is  possible  on  any  other  basis.  In  fact  bus  service  took 
the  place  of  Pelham  Park  operation  from  March  16,  1914.  Both 
the  former  Pelham  Park  (monorail)  and  the  former  City  Island 
(horse)  roads  are  now  being  reconstructed  as  one  trolley  road. 
Meanwhile,  storage-battery  cars  were  put  in  operation  on  August 
18,  1914,  pending  the  installation  of  overhead  construction. 

Another  case  where  bus  operation  was  substituted  for  street- 
car service  during  reconstruction  was  that  of  the  65th  Street  Sea 
Beach  lina  The  facts  as  to  character  and  time  of  operation  are 
shown  for  this  line  in  connection  witib  Table  VIII.  It  is  hardh 
necessary  to  say  that  the  Traffic  Summary  takes  no  account  of  the 
character  of  this  temporary  condition. 

Orowth  of  Traffic  —  Bevenue  Passengers 

The  number  of  revenue  passengers  carried  by  the  street  railways 
of  New  Yoric  City  during  the  fiscal  year  1914  exceeded  1,813,000,- 
000.     In    1908    the   corresponding   number    was   slightly    over 
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lySSSjOOOyOOO.  The  increase  for  the  six  years  ending  June  30, 
1914,  was  over  one-third  the  amount  of  trafSc  in  1908.  The  geo- 
metric average  annual  rate  of  growth  for  this  period  is  5  per  cent. 
At  this  rate  the  traffic  in  1923  will  he  double  that  in  1908. 
Whether  the  average  rate  will  continue  the  same  is,  however,  ex- 
tremely doubtful.  The  increase  in  1914  over  1913  was  slightly 
over  48,000,000  passengers,  or  2.45  per  cent ;  that  of  1913  over  the 
preceding  year,  89,000,000  or  5.29  per  cent;  that  of  1912,  77,- 
000,000  or  4.80  per  cent;  that  of  1911,  72,000,000  or  4.70  per 
cent;  that  of  1910,  130,000,000  or  9.23  per  cent;  and  that  of 
1909,  44,000,000  or  3.27  per  cent.  Only  by  reason  of  the  ab- 
normal increase  in  1910  is  the  average  rate  pulled  up  to  5  per 
cent  for  the  six-year  period. 

The  absolute  increase  of  43,000,000  passengers  for  the  year 
1914  is  less  than  one-half  the  increase  for  the  year  1913.  In 
fact  it  is  the  smallest  increase  during  the  existence  of  this  Com- 
mission. In  comparing  the  increase  in  the  number  of  revenue 
passengers  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years  as  shown  in  the  Traffic 
Summary  for  the  principal  roads  or  groups  of  roads,  it  will  be 
noticed  that  the  absolute  increase  fell  off  in  1914  about  10,000,000 
for  the  Interborough  Bapid  Transit,  about  11,000,000  for  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  as  at  present  constituted  (includ- 
ing the  Coney  Island  &  Brooklyn's  increase  for  1912-13),  about 
23,000,000  for  the  Manhattan  surface  lines,  and  about  2,000,000 
for  the  Bronx  surface  lines.  The  only  road  that  shows  a  greater 
increase  in  1914  than  in  1913  is  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan,  with 
an  excess  in  the  increment  for  1914  of  less  than  250,000  pas- 
sengers. The  decrease  has  thus  been  general  throughout  the  city* 
"No  important  extensions  or  new  roads  were  put  into  operation 
during  the  year  to  stimulate  traffic,  as  happens  in  some  years. 
The  most  plausible  explanation  of  the  marked  decline  in  the  rate 
of  growth  is  unsatisfactory  general  business  conditions.  Since 
the  net  access  of  population  to  New  York  City  is  notably  affected 
by  business  conditions,  the  effect  upon  traffic  is  doubtless  involved 
with  some  effect  on  population.  But  the  unemployed,  also,  have 
no  occasion  to  take  two  or  more  car  trips  a  day.  The  especially 
large  falling  off  in  the  rate  of  increase  for  Manhattan  surface 
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lines  su^ests  that  people  who  have  to  travel  short  distances  often 
walk  during  the  hard  times.  The  less  favorable  year  financially 
has  doubtless  also  reduced  the  number  of  shopping  trips. 

A  factor  which  may  have  stimulated  traffic  somewhat  was  the 
beginning  on  August  4,  1913,  of  the  operation  of  trains  of  the 
Xew  York  Consolidated  Railroad  from  the  Delancey  street  ter- 
minal of  the  Williamsburg  bridge  to  Chambers  street  via  the 
Centre  Street  Loop.  This  Loop  traffic  serves  the  important  func- 
tion of  relieving  the  Brooklyn  bridge  during  rush  hours.  From 
the  standpoint  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  however,  its  immediate 
effect  is  rather  to  supply  better  facilities  for  passengers  formerly 
using  less  direct  lines  or  two  lines  than  to  create  much  new  traffic. 

The  rate  of  increase  in  the  traffic  of  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan 
has  turned  a  comer  and  is  advancing  instead  of  slackening.  The 
increase  in  the  number  of  passengers  was  1,182,000  for  1914,  as 
compared  with  936,000  for  1913,  5,178,000  for  1912,  and  9,- 
916,000  for  1911.  At  about  the  middle  of  the  fiscal  year  1911, 
the  rate  of  fare  via  the  Christopher  street  tunnels  was  increased 
from  5  to  7  cents. 

The  Brooklyn  &  North  River  traffic,  amounting  to  3,143,206 
passengers,  is  not  included  in  the  Traffic  Summary  totals  or  taken 
into  account  in  these  comparisons.  As  shown  on  page  17  of  vol. 
II  of  the  Commission's  Annual  Report  for  1913,  the  road  carried 
1,257,774  passengers  in  the  portion  of  that  year  during  which  it 
was  operated,  the  1914  increase  accordingly  being  1,885,432. 
Passenger  and  car-movement  figures  for  this  road  are  shown  in 
Tables  V  and  VI,  but  are  not  included  in  lie  regular  totals  for  the 
reason  that  corresponding  figures  for  the  general  tables  as  a  whole 
are  not  obtainable,  this  road  having  been  operated  regularly  as  a 
street-railway  having  a  franchise  only  from  December  11,  1913. 
Even  for  the  period  subsequent  to  that  date  its  report  is  not  in 
entirely  satisfactory  shape  for  tabulation. 

Of  the  different  kinds  of  traffic,  storage-battery  shows  the  high- 
est rate  of  increase  for  1914,  157  per  cent.  In  1912,  4,000,000 
passengers  were  carried  on  this  type  of  car,  and  in  1914,  over  15,- 
000,000,  or  nearly  fourfold  the  figure  for  two  years  before.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  horse  cars  are  being  replaced  by  storage- 
battery  cars.     The  1914  per  cent  decrease  in  horse-car  passengers 
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is  67.  Each  year,  at  least  as  far  back  as  1906,  the  number  of 
passengers  carried  on  these  cars  has  decreased,  but  the  greatest  de- 
cline is  shown  for  1914.  Revenue  passengers  in  millions  carried 
in  the  years  specified  have  been  as  follows:  1909,  18.3;  1910, 
18.1;  1911,  17.8;  1912,  16.5;  1913,  15.9  and  1914,  5.2. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  on  horse,  storage-battery  and 
monorail  lines  combined  was  less  than  21,000,000  in  1912,  and 
slightly  less  than  20,500,000  in  1914.  These  exceptional  classes 
of  traffic  combined  have  actually  decreased  in  importance  during 
the  last  two  years,  while  the  shifting  of  this  traffic  from  horse  to 
storage-battery  cars  has  been  going  on.  This  is  doubtless  due  to 
general  changes  in  population  and  traffic  conditions  in  the  terri- 
tory served  mostly  by  these  lines,  namely,  down-town  Manhattan. 

As  shown  in  Table  14,  practically  5,000,000  passengers  ride  on 
the  various  transportation  lines  of  the  city  every  day.  The  num- 
ber of  persons  riding  on  an  average  day  is  of  course  not  one-half 
of  this,  since  nearly  all  persons  riding  make  a  round  trip  within 
the  day,  and  large  numbers  make  various  short  trips  about  town  in 
addition  to  the  workward  and  homeward  trips. 

For  all  roads  combined,  the  daily  average  increment  per  year  in 
1914  was  118,706,  as  compared  with  256,316  in  1913,  198,411  in 
1912,  197,088  in  1911,  854,922  in  1910,  121,691  in  1909,  and 
96,393  in  1908.

Growth  of  traffic  graphically  represented. —  The  accompanying 
Diagram  I  is  similar  to  Diagram  I  of  the  corresponding  volume  of 
the  1912  report,  but  the  facts  are  brought  down  to  date  and  their 
presentation  slightly  improved.  The  scale  of  the  hypothetical 
curve  denoting  the  square  of  population  is  shown,  thus  enabling 
the  reader  easily  to  determine  the  magnitude  of  the  ordinate  of 
any  point  on  that  curve.  Moreover,  the  points  differentiating  the 
curves  are  marked  between  the  co-ordinate  lines  instead  of  on 
them,  the  numerical  value  of  the  ordinate  being  thus  made  more 
definitely  determinable.  Since  the  diagram  consists  merely  of 
ordinary  arithmetical  curves,  its  construction  does  not  require 
particular  explanation.  One  point  only  calls  for  mention.  The 
estimated  population  figures  depetnding  on  census  dates  are  as  of 
the  middle  of  the  year.  The  traffic  figures  are  not  for  points  of 
time,  but  for  periods  of  12  months  ending  June  30.  If  each  ordi- 
nate represents  June  30  of  the  particular  year,  then  the  popula- 
tion should  be  plotted  on  the  ordinates  drawn  in  and  the  traffic 
figures  on  ordinates  midway  between  these,  thus  indicating  that 
the  traffic  is  spread  over  the  period  of  a  year  which,  on  the  average, 
antedates  June  30  by  six  months.  This,  however,  is  not  done  on 
the  diagram,  so  that  there  is  in  effect  a  time-lag  between  the  two

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curves.  But  the  populatioa  curves  would  be  practically  the  same 
for  comparative  purposes  if  plotted  on  different  ordinates  as  pro- 
posed or,  in  effect,  moved  one-half  a  division  of  the  horizontal  scale 
to  the  right. 

The  curve  representing  the  total  traffic  converges  more  towards 
the  curve  of  the  square  of  population  for  the  last  few  years  than 
for  earlier  years,  thus  indicating  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  traffic 
of  late  is  less  than  that  of  the  square  of  population.  If  the  square- 
of-population  curve  were  based  on  actual  population  figures  instead 
of  estimated  figures,  the  slope  of  the  curve  would  probably  be  less 
during  the  later  years,  and  thus  lie  total  traffic  curve  would  run 
more  nearly  parallel  to  the  square-of -population  curve.  All  the 
traffic  curves,  except  that  for  total  traffic,  are  approximately  par- 
allel to  the  population  curve,  the  subway  accounting  for  the  dif- 
ference in  direction  between  the  total-traffic  and  the  population 
curve.  In  other  words,  the  latest  comer  in  the  field  of  transit  en- 
terprise reaps  nearly  the  whole  benefit  of  the  growth  of  city  transit. 

The  curve  next  in  interest  to  the  total-traffic  curve  is  lie  one  that 
excludes  the  traffic  of  the  subway  and  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan 
and  thus  includes  all  the  surface  and  elevated  traffic.  Immediately 
after  the  opening  of  the  subway,  a  good  deal  of  traffic  was  diverted 
from  other  lines,  which  condition  is  refiected  in  the  fact  that  the 
low  point  of  this  curve  is  for  the  year  1905.  From  1909  the  trend 
is  decidedly  upward,  but  the  slope  of  the  curve  is  only  slightly 
greater  than  that  of  the  population  curve.  The  remaining  two 
curves,  both  in  slope  and  conformation,  are  remarkably  like  the 
one  just  mentioned,  indicating  that  the  traffic  of  the  elevated  lines 
has  remained  nearly  stationary,  taking  the  period  as  a  whole,  since 
the  opening  of  the  subway  —  a  fact  implied  in  the  statement  above 
made  regarding  the  parallelism  between  these  three  curves  and 
the  curve  of  population. 

Trai&c  from  1808  on,  Inoluding  Data  by  Boroughs 

Table  15  shows  revenue  passengers  and  transfers  and  the  two 
combined  for  the  city  as  a  whole  from  1907  to  date.  It  is  in 
effect  a  carrying  back  of  the  totals  of  the  first  three  divisions  of 
the  Traffic  Summary  to  cover  the  entire  period  of  the  Commis- 
sion's existence  and  also  (for  comparison  with  1908)  the  year  im- 
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mediately  preceding.  Both  this  table  and  the  one  next  succeed- 
ing are  presented  for  convenience  of  reference  and  call  for  no  com- 
ment in  their  immediate  connection.

The  Traffic  Summary,  upon  which  most  of  the  previous  dis- 
cussion is  based,  gives  street-railway  traffic  by  groups  of  roads 
and  kinds  of  transit  for  the  last  two  years  only.  Table  16  gives 
similar  data  by  groups  of  roads  for  the  period  from  1908  to  1914. 
The  figures  in  this  table  correspond  with  those  of  the  Traffic 
Summaries  of  the  various  years,  except  that,  in  some  cases,  the 
classification  of  certain  items  may  be  slightly  different  in  the 
earlier  annual  reports  from  what  it  is  here,  for  which  differences 
explanations  should  be  found  in  the  footnotes.    In  one  important

The  general  tables  attempt  to  give  somewhat  more  information 
about  transfer  points  this  year  than  has  been  done  hitherto. 
Table  V  distinguishes  between  two  possible  interpretations  of  the 
term  "  point  '^  as  used  in  this  connection,  the  one  being  what  we 
may  call  the  geographical  and  the  other  the  operative  sense.  But 
the  two  senses  are  not  absolutely  distinct,  certainly  not  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  grand  total  for  the  city  as  a  whole,  since  two 
companies  exchanging  transfers  will  naturally  each  report  the 
joint  transfer  point  In  fact,  if  each  operating  street-railway 
route  or  line  were  a  separate  reporting  company,  the  number  of 
transfer  points  in  the  first  sense  would  be  no  different  from  the 
number  in  the  second  sense,  since  wherever  a  car  stopped  to  allow 
passengers  to  change  cars  on  transfer  there  would  be  a  transfer 
point  for  the  company  as  well  as  for  the  line. 

Of  course  there  is  a  certain  analogy  between  the  counting  of 
transfer  points  and  the  counting  of  transfer  "  passengers."  From 
the  point  of  view  of  a  single  operating  car-line,  a  person  riding 
on  a  car  counts  as  one  passenger,  whether  he  pays  a  cash  fare  or 
presents  a  transfer  slip.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  company, 
on  the  other  hand,  whether  a  particular  trip  has  to  be  made  by 
transfer  or  can  be  completed  on  a  through  car  depends  upon  the 
volume  of  traffic  flowing  in  the  various  directions  and  upon  other 
operating  conditions  which  determine  the  routing  of  its  cars,  not 
upon  any  intrinsic  or  significant  trait  of  the  passenger  trip  as 
such.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  passenger,  also,  and  there- 
fore, for  most  purposes,  from  the  general  statistical  point  of  view, 
the  use  of  a  transfer  is  merely  an  incident  of  the  particular  pas- 
senger trip  taken.  But  the  same  thing  applies  for  the  passenger 
in  the  case  of  a  joint-rate  at  5  cents  between  companies,  yet  in 
such  a  case  the  passenger  is  naturally  counted  twice,  just  as  the 
transfer  point  is  counted*  twica  Such  cases  are  rare.  But 
where  the  arrangement  between  companies  is  merely  for  an  ex- 
change of  transfers,  the  passenger  is  counted  but  once.  The  dis- 
tinction between  this  and  the  joint-rate  situation,  however,  is  not 
usually  a  mere  matter  of  form,  since  the  combined  rate  will  be 
like  that  for  two  passengers  more  often  than  just  5  cents.  Such 
qualifications  as  to  the  significance  of  a  statistical  unit  are  unim- 
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portant  The  varying  length  of  ride  of  the  passenger,  in  most 
cases  presumably  increasing  slightly  from  year  to  year  and  dif- 
fering widely  from  company  to  company,  is  more  significant. 
The  treatment  of  transfers  as  passengers  would  obviously  further 
impair  the  significance  of  the  unit  in  this  respect. 

Data  for  transfer  points  are  given  in  Table  VIII,  which  deals 
with  route  statistics,  where  a  place  has  been  made  for  the  trans- 
fer points  of  each  line  in  three  columns,  classifying  them  with 
reference  to  whether  transfer  is  made  to  other  lines  of  the  same 
company,  to  lines  of  associated  companies,  or  to  those  of  com- 
panies not  associated.  In  order  to  make  room  for  these  columns, 
certain  ratio  columns  presented  in  former  reports  have  been 
sacrificed. 

The  total  number  of  transfers  collected  during  the  year  1914, 
as  appears  in  the  Traffic  Summary,  was  slightly  over  345,000,000, 
an  increase  for  the  year  of  over  7,000,000  or  2.09  per  cent.  The 
per  cent  increase  for  the  number  of  revenue  passengers  was  2.45. 
Hence  for  the  city  as  a  whole  the  increase  in  transfers  was  nearly 
parallel  to  the  increase  in  passengers,  the  difference  being  0.36 
points  in  favor  of  the  passenger  increase. 

A  significant  figure  in  Division  B  of  the  Traffic  Summary  is 
the  large  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  transfers  for  the 
elevated  division  of  the  Brooklyn  Bapid  Transit  system.  The 
traffic  increased  5.60  per  cent,  the  number  of  transfers  15.98  per 
cent,  the  difference  being  10.33  points  per  cent.  In  1913,  the 
traffic  increased  1.77  per  cent,  the  number  of  transfers  9.84  per 
cent,  the  difference  being  7.57  points  per  cent. 

There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  important  change  in 
the  number  or  location  of  the  transfer  points  within  the  fiscal 
year  1914  such  as  might  greatly  stimulate  the  use  of  transfers, 
except  in  Brooklyn.  There  was  a  complete  overhauling  of  the 
transfer  arrangements  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  by 
an  order  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  effective  on  June  1, 
which  provided  for  an  increase  of  287  transfer  points  (Case  1801, 
summarized  in  Vol.  I,  page  266).  The  effect  of  this  change  will 
naturally  appear  in  the  fiscal  year  1915,  as  only  one  month  of  the 
new  arrangement  falls  in  the  fiscal  year  1914. 

The  large  increase  of  176  per  cent  in  transfers  collected  by 
the  storage-battery  cars  of  the  Manhattan  surface  lines  is  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  157  per  cent  increase  in  their  revenue-pas- 
senger traffic.  There  is  an  excess  of  about  20  points  per  cent  in 
favor  of  transfers.     The  absolute  figures  are  comparatively  small. 

The  Brooklyn  surface  lines  show  an  increase  of  0.62  per  cent 
in  revenue  passengers  in  1914  and  1.86  per  cent  in  transfers. 
The  Manhattan  surface  lines  show  an  increase  of  0.22  per  cent  in 
revenue  passengers  and  a  decrease  of  0.33  per  cent  in  transfers. 
The  normal  tendency  is  for  the  per  cent  increase  in  transfers 
slightly  to  exceed  the  per  cent  increase  in  traffic.  Although  the 
number  of  transfers  is  a  function  of  revenue-passenger  traffic,  it 
does  not  vary  according  to  such  traffic  with  mathematical  pre- 
cision, the  fluctuations  in  transfers  being  quite  erratic  when  com- 
pared  with  the  almost  uniformly  upward  movement  in  traffic. 

The  contrary  movement  of  revenue-passenger  traffic  and  trans- 
fers in  Queens  and  Eichmond  is  significant.  In  Queens  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  2,325,000  passengers  for  the  year  and  a 
decrease  of  428,000  transfers ;  in  Eichmond,  an  increase  of  443,- 
000  passengers  and  a  decrease  of  58,000  transfers.  In  these 
boroughs  there  are  only  surface  street-railway  lines,  but  the  serv- 
ice of  the  two  Richmond  steam  roads,  which  to  a  considerable 
extent  compete  with  the  street  railways,  affects  the  situation  in 
that  borough.  The  competition  of  the  electrified  portions  of  the 
Long  Island  Railroad  with  street-railway  lines  in  Queens  is  not 
so  direct.  In  neither  case  do  there  appear  to  have  been  any 
changes  during  the  two  years  compared  that  would  affect  the  rate 
of  increase  of  street  railway  revenue  passengers  or  transfers. 

According  to  Table  15  above,  on  page  74,  the  number  of  revenue 
passengers  for  all  street  railways  combined  has  increased  since 
1908  from  1,358,000,000  to  1,813,000,000,  or  33  per  cent, 
while  the  number  of  transfers  decreased  from  360,000,000  to 
346,000,000,  or  4  per  cent  The  general  policy  of  the  transporta- 
tion companies  has  been  to  reduce  the  number  (or  the  abuse)  of 
transfers.  One  phase  of  this  policy  is  the  refusal  to  give  trans- 
fers except  at  the  time  when  the  passenger  pays  his  fare.  The 
adoption  of  coupon  transfers  and  the  restriction  of  the  privil^e 
of  re-transfer  is  another  example  of  the  same  sort  of  thing.  The 
data  illustrate  the  erratic  character  of  the  movement  of  transfers 
as  compared  with  that  of  revenue  passengers.  Revenue  passen- 
gers increase  uninterruptedly  while  transfers  increase   and    de- 
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crease  irregolarly.  The  combined  iigares  for  passengers  and 
transfers  are  naturally  less  erratic  than  those  for  transfers  be- 
cause they  are  a  sort  of  a  weighted  average  between  the  revenue- 
passenger  and  transfer  figures. 

The  numbers  and  rates  of  change  in  the  number  of  transfers  by 
boroughs  for  a  series  of  years  are  shown  in  Table  16  above. 

Car  Hovement 
Table  17  shows  car-movement  data  for  all  street  railways  of 
New  York  City  since  1907.  More  extensive  data  for  the  current 
year,  classified  according  to  location  and  kind  of  transit,  are  given 
in  Divisions  D,  E  and  F  of  the  Traffic  Summary,  by  companies  in 
general  Table  V,  and  also  by  months  and  routes  in  Tables  VII 
and  VIII.  For  previous  years,  corresponding  data  are  found  in 
the  volumes  dealing  with  transportation  statistics  in  the  Annual 
Reports  of  this  Commission.

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Passenger-car  miles. —  Excepting  1909,  the  per  cent  increase  in 
active  car  miles  is  less  for  1914  than  for  any  other  year  since  1907. 
It  is  less  than  one-half  of  1  per  cent,  which  is  about  one-half  that 
for  1913  and  about  one-tenth  that  for  each  of  the  years  1912, 1911 
and  1910.  The  variations  in  passenger  car  miles  are  more  or  less 
parallel  to  those  in  revenue  passengers  except  that  of  course  in 
order  to  bring  about  the  result  just  mentioned  the  per  cent  in- 
crease in  car  miles  tends  to  be  numerically  less  than  that  in 
revenue  passengers.  A  comparison  between  the  per  cent  increases 
in  revenue  passengers  and  in  car  miles  since  1909  will  show 
slight  and  compensating  changes  for  the  years  1911  and  1912  (0.82 
in  favor  of  car  miles,  lien  0.33  in  favor  of  passengers),  but  in 
1909,  1910  and  1913,  the  per  cent  increase  in  revenue  passengers 
exceeded  that  in  car  miles  by  about  4  or  5  points  per  cent,  and  in 
1914,  by  2  points  per  cent 

The  Interborough  subway,  as  appears  in  the  TraflSc  Summary, 
shows  an  increase  of  about  4  per  cent  in  revenue  passengers  in 
1914  and  practically  no  increase  in  car  miles.  The  elevated  divi- 
sion of  the  same  company  actually  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  car 
miles,  while  revenue  passengers  increased  1.5  per  cent.  In  1913 
an  increase  of  over  8  per  cent  in  subway  passengers  was  accom- 
panied by  an  increase  of  less  than  2  per  cent  in  car  miles,  and  an 
increase  of  a  trifle  less  than  1  per  cent  in  elevated  passengers,  by 
a  decrease  of  about  one-third  of  1  per  cent  in  car  miles. 

The  Brooklyn  Bapid  Transit  system  as  a  whole  shows  about 
equal  increments  for  1914  in  revenue  passengers  and  in  car  miles, 
2.36  per  cent  and  2.64  per  cent,  respectively.  The  car  mileage 
for  the  elevated  division  increased  over  8  per  cent.  This  is  due 
to  the  putting  into  operation  of  the  Centre  Street  Loop  on  August 
4,  1913, 

Great  economy  of  car-mileage  is  shown  by  the  Manhattan  sur- 
face lines.  There  is  a  decrease  for  the  year  of  nearly  5  per  cent 
although  these  lines  carried  more  passengers  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  Bronx  surface  lines  show  an  increase  of  2.5  per 
cent  in  car  mileage  as  against  an  increase  of  about  7  per  cent  in 
revenue  passengers. 

The  phenomenal  increase  of  over  22  per  cent  in  the  car  miles  of 
the  Brooklyn   surface  lines  exclusive  of  the  Brooklyn  Bapid 
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Transit  is  of  no  moment  in  view  of  the  smallness  of  these  figures. 
Some  significance  is  to  be  attached  to  the  increase  of  nearly  8  per 
cent  in  car  miles  for  the  Bichmond  lines,  which  show  an  increment 
in  revenue  passengers  of  only  3  per  cent. 

Car-seat  miles. —  In  1914  the  number  of  active  car-seat  miles 
for  the  city  as  a  whole  increased  1.30  per  cent,  which  is  greater 
than  the  per  cent  increase  in  car  miles,  but  only  about  one-half  that 
in  revenue  passengers.  The  1914  increment  is  practically  the 
same  as  that  of  1913. 

If  a  company  installs  and  operates  new  cars- whose  seating 
capacity  is  the  same  as  that  of  its  old  cars,  then  the  per  cent  in- 
crease in  car-seat  miles  must  be  the  same  as  that  in  car  miles. 
If  the  per  cent  increase  in  car^seat  miles  exceeds  the  per  cent 
increase  in  car  miles,  it  indicates  either  that  tne  cars  newly 
operated  have  on  the  average  a  larger  seating  capacity  than  the 
old  cars  in  use,  or  else  that,  among  the  old  cars,  the  larger  ones 
are  operated  to  a  greater  extent  On  the  Brooklyn  Bapid  Transit 
system  the  increase  in  car-seat  miles  is  3.91  per  cent,  and  in  car 
miles,  2.64  per  cent.  The  elevated  division  of  the  Brooklyn  Bapid 
Transit  system  shows  a  greater  per  cent  increase  in  car-seat  miles 
than  in  car  miles;  the  surface  lines,  a  decrease  in  car  mileage  and 
an  increase  in  car-seat  miles.  These  companies  have  to  some 
extent  replaced  old  cars  by  new  ones  having  a  larger  seating 
capacity.  For  this  reason  also  the  Manhattan  surface  lines  show 
a  decrease  of  4.84  per  cent  in  car  miles  along  with  a  decrease  of 
only  2.00  per  cent  in  car-seat  miles. 

The  average  seating  capacity  of  cars  operated  —  when  each  car 
is  given  a  weight,  not  of  1,  but  according  to  the  number  of  active 
car  miles  run  by  it  —  is  the  same  as  the  ratio  of  car-seat  miles  to 
car  miles.  Such  ratios  for  certain  of  the  more  important  groups 
of  companies  are  as  follows:

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Car  hours  and  average  speed, —  The  passenger-car  hours  show  a 
slight  increase  for  the  year,  which  a  little  more  than  balances  the 
decrease  for  1913,  thus  making  the  1914  figure  equal  to  that  for 
1912,  approximately  30,000,000.  The  per  cent  increase  for  the 
year  is  less  than  the  per  cent  increase  in  either  car  miles  or  car-seat 
miles. 

The  average  speed  or  number  of  miles  per  hour  can  be  deter- 
mined by  dividing  the  passengeivcar  miles  by  the  corresponding 
passenger-car  hours.  In  Table  V  there  are  given  the  passenger-car 
miles  (active  and  idle)  from  which  average-speed  ratios  (of  course 
including  stops)  are  obtainable,  which  are  shown  in  the  table. 
The  figure  for  all  street  railways  operating  in  the  city  was  10.68 
miles  per  hour  in  1914;  10.66  in  1913;  10.55  in  1912;  and  10.50 
in  1911.  The  general  tendency  has  beoi  for  the  speed,  as  thus 
measured,  to  increase.  The  increment  in  speed  is  made  apparent 
if  this  year's  absolute  figures  are  compared  with  those  for  1912. 
In  1912  the  total  passenger-car  hours  were  practically  identical 
with  those  for  1914,  but  the  passenger-car  miles  increased  from 
315,000,000  in  1912  to  319,000,000  in  1914.  From  this  it  fol- 
lows that  the  speed  must  have  increased  as  the  divisor  is  constant^ 
and  the  dividend  larger.  But  such  an  increase  in  average  speed 
is  likely  to  be  due  to  a  change  in  the  composition  of  the  total  by 
which  rapid-transit  car  miles  acquire  greater  weight. 

The  highest  average  speed  is  made  by  the  Subway  division  of  the 
Interborough,  with  18%  miles  per  hour,  including  stops.  The 
Hudson  &  Manhattan  ranks  second  with  a  speed  of  18.2  miles 
per  hour,  and  the  Manhattan  elevated  ranks  third  with  a  speed  of 
16  miles  per  hour.  For  the  Brooklyn  Bapid  Transit  system,  the 
elevated  makes  about  12  or  13  miles  per  hour.  The  surface  com- 
panies of  the  system  show  an  average  speed  of  about  8  miles  per 
hour.  The  Manhattan  surface  lines  make  about  7  miles  per 
hour.  The  New  York  Railways  shows  an  average  of  less  than  6-'}4 
miles  an  hour,  and  the  Third  Avenue  about  8  miles.  The  cars 
of  the  New  York  Railways  traverse  the  busiest  part  of  Manhattan. 
The  speed  of  surface  cars  operating  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
city  is  about  10  miles  per  hour. 

Average  number  of  passenger  cars  used  per  day. —  The  average 
number  of  passenger  cars  used  per  day  for  groups  of  roads  and 
kinds  of  transit  is  shown  in  Division  G  of  the  TraiRc  Summary, 
and  for  individual  companies  in  general  Tables  IV(A),  V  and 
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(by  routes)  VIII.  These  figures  are  of  little  value  for  com- 
parisons from  company  to  company  as  the  methods  of  derivation 
are  not  uniform  for  all.  Assuming,  however,  that  the  same  com- 
pany will  use  the  same  method  of  computation  from  year  to  year, 
comparisons  in  time  for  the  same  companies  are  significant. 

The  percentages  of  increase  for  1914  for  the  more  important 
groups  of  companies  are  less  than  those  for  1913.  The  Manhat- 
tan surface  group  conforms  to  the  rule  by  showing  a  decrease  of 
4.23  per  cent  for  1913,  and  a  somewhat  smaller  per  cent  decrease, 
3.79,  for  1914.  The  Queens  group  exclusive  of  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  shows  an  increase  of  about  12  points  per  cent,  but 
the  absolute  figures  upon  which  this  last  increase  is  based  are 
small.  The  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  shows  an  increase  of  12 
cars  per  day  for  its  subway  division  in  1914  as  against  61  in 
1913,  and  an  increase  of  26  cars  per  day  for  its  elevated  division, 
as  against  79  in  1913.  The  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system 
showed  an  increase  of  only  18  cars  in  1914,  as  compared  with  63 
in  1913,  and  of  the  18,  7  are  due  to  the  Coney  Island  and  Brook- 
l;vTi,  the  change  for  which  is  included  in  the  1914,  but  not  in  the 
1913  increase.  The  rapid  retirement  of  the  horse  cars,  which  are 
smaller  than  the  storage-battery  cars  that  replace  them,  tends 
slightly  to  reduce  the  increase  in  the  necessary  number  of  cars 
used  per  day  for  the  Manhattan  surface  lines. 

Traffic  Batios 

The  most  significant  index  of  the  relation  between  traffic  ob- 
tained and  facilities  offered  is  the  number  of  passengers  per  car 
mile.  If  all  the  seats  were  in  use  for  the  entire  length  of  car 
trips,  and  if  there  were  never  any  standing  passengers,  the  ratio 
of  seat  miles  to  passengers  would  be  the  average  length  of  ride. 
Of  course  even  the  average  ratio  of  passenger  miles  to  car-seat 
miles  is  far  from  unity,  though  the  Interborough  subway  is  the 
only  Une  for  which  the  comparison  can  be  made.  In  this  case  it 
appears  that  the  average  length  of  ride  is  not  quite  6  miles,  while 
the  average  supply  of  seat  miles  per  passenger  is  over  10.  One 
would  expect  the  proportion  of  seat  miles  run  empty  would  be 
larger  in  the  case  of  the  surface  cars. 

Table  18  shows  two  fundamental  traffic  ratios.  In  the  first, 
the  unity  term  is  the  car  mile,  and  in  the  second,  the  seat  mile. 
This  makes  the  ratio  larger  than  1  in  both  cases.

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As  in  1913,  the  largest  number  of  passengers  per  car  mile  is 
shown  for  the  Williamsburg  bridge  locals.  All  the  bridge  locals 
—  by  reason  of  frequency  of  trips  run  upon  an  elastic  schedule, 
and  the  fact  that  the  passengers  ride  from  end  to  end  of  a  short 
line  —  show  the  largest  ratios.  The  Manhattan  bridge  locals  are 
still  in  their  developmental  stage. 

The  points  difference  between  the  ratios  for  1913  and  1914  are 
insignificant  with  the  exception  of  the  5.73  points  decline  for  the 
Bronx  horse  cars.  Similarly,  there  is  no  significant  change  in  the 
ratios  of  seat  miles  to  passengers.  The  3.24  points  rise  in  the 
ratio  for  Bronx  horse  cars  is  practically  the  inverse  of  the  5.73 
points  decline  in  the  passengers  per  car  mile  ratio. 

Distribution  of  Traffic  by  Kind  of  Transit 

Table  19  shows  the  relative  importance  of  the  traffic  of  the 
various  groups  of  roads  and  kinds  of  transit  as  indicated  by  per 
cent  distribution  of  passengers  and  of  car  miles. 

In  1914  the  Interborough  Bapid  Transit  carried  more  than  one- 
third  of  all  the  passengers  carried,  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
system  ranked  second,  with  over  28  per  cent,  and  the  Manhattan 
surface  lines,  third,  with  about  23  per  cent.  These  three  groups 
of  roads  accoimt  for  approximately  87  per  cent  of  the  total  traffic. 
The  per  cent  distribution  for  each  group  of  roads  was  about  the 
same  for  the  fiscal  year  1914  as  for  1913. 

The  proportionate  distribution  of  car  miles  does  not  follow 
closely  the  distribution  of  passengers.  The  Interborough  Rapid 
Transit  carried  only  36  per  cent  of  all  the  passengers  but  con- 
tributed 42  per  cent  of  all  the  car  miles.  The  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  system  shows  practically  the  same  percentage  for  pas- 
sengers as  for  car  miles.  The  Manhattan  surface  lines  show  a 
percentage  of  23  for  passengers,  and  less  than  17  for  car  miles. 
The  surface  lines  generally  carry  passengers  for  comparatively 
short  distances,  while  the  subway'  or  elevated  roads  naturally  ob- 
tain the  bulk  of  the  long-haul  traffic,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Hudson  &  Manhattan,  which  is  a  comparatively  short  road  special- 
izing in  trans^Hudson  traffic.

In  1914  the  rapid-transit  roads  reported  slightly  less  than  one- 
half  the  passengers  and  more  than  one-half  the  car  miles.  The 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  passengers  for  1914,  49.47,  though 
greater  than  that  for  1913,  is  still  under  that  of  1910,  which  was 
50.14.  The  increase  in  the  distributive  per  cent  of  car  miles  for 
the  rapid-transit  lines,  0.77  points  per  cent,  is  nearly  twice  as 
large  as  the  change  in  passenger  distributive  per  cent.  The  per 
cent  share  of  passengers,  on  the  other  hand,  which  was  55.71  for 
1914,  shows  a  steady  upward  growth  when  compared  with  53.69 
for  1910,  54.31  for  1911,  54.99  for  1912,  and  54.94  for  1913. 
A  notable  exception  is  the  elevated    division    of   the   Brookl\Ti 
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Bapid  Transit  system,  for  which  the  per  cent  share  of  passengers 
increased  0.31  points,  and  that  of  car  miles,  0.84  points.  This 
considerable  difference  is  doubtless  due  to  the  opening  for  opera- 
tion of  the  Centre  Street  Loop  on  August  4,  1914,  already  men- 
tioned. 

The  Displacement  of  Horse  Cars. —  The  decline  in  horse-car 
traffic  from  1890  to  1914  and  the  rise  of  storage-battery  traffic 
from  1910-1914  for  the  borough  of  Manhattan  are  shown  in 
Table  20.

In  1890  practically  all  the  surface  cars  operating  in  the  borough 
of  Manhattan  were  horse  cars.  By  1900  the  amount  of  horse-car 
operation  had  been  reduced  to  such  an  extent  that  less  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  number  of  passengers  who  rode  on  surface  cars 
in  this  borough  were  so  transported.  In  1905  the  percentage  of 
the  total  Manhattan  surface  traffic  was  8,  in  1910,  less  than  5,  and 
it  has  since  declined  until  in  1914  it  is  slightly  more  than  1  per 
cent. 

In  1910,  18,283  passengers  rode  in  storage-battery  cars,  which 
was  less  than  one-twentieth  of  1  per  cent  of  the  total  Manhattan 
surface  traffic.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  on  these  cars 
has  increased  rapidly,  of  course  chiefly  at  the  expense  of  the  horse- 
cars,  but  the  relative  gain  has,  on  the  whole,  only  equaled  the  loss 
in  horse-car  passengers.    In  terms  of  absolute  numbers,  the  gain

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of  the  storage-battery  cars  since  1910  has  exceeded  the  loss  of  the 
horse  cars  for  the  whole  period  and  for  each  individual  year 
except  the  last.  But  the  storage-battery  traffic  is  slight  when  com- 
pared with  the  total  surface  traffic  of  the  city,  constituting  in 
1914  about  one-thirtieth  of  such  traffic. 

Bapid  Transit  Traffic 

Table  21  shows  the  per  cent  increase  in  passengers  by  kind  of 
transit  for  the  years  1908  to  1914.  It  is  in  effect  merely  a  portion 
of  the  Traffic  Summary  brought  forward  from  the  various  years 
and  presented  here  because  of  the  special  interest  of  rapid  transit 
development.

For  the  year  1914  the  per  cent  increase  in  the  total  rapid 
transit  traffic  exceeds  that  for  the  total  electric  surface  by  0.42 
points.  For  the  years  1911,  1912  and  1913,  the  surface  rate  was 
the  larger.  Whether  the  turn  in  favor  of  rapid  transit  is  more 
than  accidental  or  incidental  may  be  doubted.  By  reason  of  the 
comparatively  small  absolute  numbers  on  which  the  storage-bat- 
tery and  horse  percentages  have  been  computed,  the  large  per  cent 
increase  (157)  for  the  former,  and  the  homologous  per  cent  de- 
crease (67)  for  the  latter  should  not  be  given  much  weight.     The

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per  cent  increase  for  both  rapid-transit  and  electric-surface  traffic 
is^  as  has  already  been  noted,  the  smallest  since  1909. 

In  Table  24  of  the  1913  report  on  transportation  there  were 
shown  the  number  of  passengers  and  car  miles  of  the  Interborough 
subway  for  each  year  since  the  beginning  of  the  operation  of  the 
subway  on  October  27, 1904.  Substantially  the  same  data,  together 
with  similar  data  for  street-surface  lines,  for  the  Manhattan  and 
Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit  elevated,  and  for  other  roads  are  shown 
in  the  Growth  of  City  Transit  Summary,  page  18  of  this  voluma

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Every  month  except  September  shows  an  increase  in  passengers^ 
and  the  decrease  for  September  is  less  than  1  per  cent.  This 
month's  figure  for  1913  was  abnormally  high,  as  it  showed  the 
largest  per  cent  increase  in  the  year,  hence  the  decrease  for  1914 
is  of  no  significance,  being  merely  the  result  of  a  return  to  normal. 
The  per  cent  increases  per  month  when  compared  with  those  for 
1913  show  no  definite  tendency,  six  months  showing  increases  less 
than  those  for  1913,  and  six  months,  greater  increases.  For  the 
fiscal  year  1914  as  a  whole,  however,  the  per  cent  increase  is  less 
by  over  4  points  than  for  1913,  but  for  the  calendar  year,  practi- 
cally unchanged.  The  changes  in  active  car  miles  from  month 
to  month  do  not  run  parallel  with  the  changes  in  revenue  pas- 
sengers. Generally  speaking  a  per  cent  increase  in  passengers  is 
followed  by  a  smaller  per  cent  increase  in  car  miles.  Ten  out  of 
the  12  months  of  the  fiscal  year  1914  show  per  cent  increases  in 
car  miles  less  than  the  corresponding  ones  in  passengers.  The  two 
exceptions  are  the  months  of  October  and  May.  The  changes 
in  car  miles  are  in  a  way  an  eflFect  of  the  changes  in  passengers.  A 
large  increase  in  traffic  will  force  the  company  to  put  on  extra  cars 
or  run  more  cars.  Hence  in  making  comparisons  between  passen- 
ger and  car  mile  increases  the  element  of  lag  ought  to  be  consid- 
ered. For  the  fiscal  year  the  increase  in  car  miles  is  0.67  per  cent, 
while  that  in  passengers  is  3.95  per  cent,  the  car  mile  increase  being 
about  one-sixth  that  in  passengers.  For  the  calendar  year  the 
showing  is  not  quite  as  bad,  the  increase  in  car  miles  being  alxnit 
one-fourth  that  in  passengers. 

Comparisons  for  a  longer  period  give  the  subway  a  better  show- 
ing.    Data  for  a  four-year  period  are  shown  below.

Both  passengers  and  car  miles  have  increased  over  25  per  cent. 
The  car  miles  have  more  than  kept  pace  with  the  passengers  on 
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the  fiscal  year  basis.    The  average  rate  of  increase  is  about  5  per 
cent  per  annum  for  both  passengers  and  car  miles. 

The  Interborough  subway  length  of  ride. —  The  length  of  the 
subway  ride  —  the  method  of  computing  which  is  described  in 
previous  reports  —  and  the  change  therein  from  year  to  year, 
which  consists  of  an  uninterrupted  increase,  are  shown  in  Table 
23.  The  figures  cover  the  entire  period  for  which  this  calculation 
has  been  made.

It  appears  that  the  increase  for  the  fiscal  year  1914  over  1913 
is  the  minimum,  being  only  0.01  of  a  mile.  In  other  words,  the 
length  of  ride  was  practically  stationary  as  between  these  two 
years.  An  important  reason  for  this  is,  of  course,  the  very  small 
increase  in  traffic  for  1914.  In  1911  there  was  a  similarly  low 
rate  of  traffic  increase,  and  that  year  also  shows  a  small  increase 
in  the  length  of  ride,  that  is,  only  0.04  of  a  mile.  Similar  factors 
are  doubtless  important  in  the  comparison  of  the  successive  months. 
For  example,  the  length  of  ride  actually  decreased  m  July,  1914, 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  month  of  the  previous  year. 

The  greater  length  of  ride  in  summer  than  in  winter  is  doubt- 
less due  to  the  preference  for  other  means  of  transit  where  avail- 
able during  hot  weather.  But  such  a  choice  of  other  lines  is  least 
open  or  most  costly  in  time  in  the  case  of  those  who  ride  the  long- 
est distances,  hence  those  who  ride  the  shorter  distances  leave  the 
subway  in  summer  in  greater  proportion  than  others.  July,  1914, 
however,  showed  a  very  unusual  rate  of  increase  in  number  of 
passengers  carried,  that  is,  11.64  per  cent  over  July,  1913,  or 
greater  than  that  for  any  other  of  the  24  months  for  which  rates 
of  increase  are  shown  in  Table  22.  The  two  adjacent  months 
show  only  one-half  this  rate.     It  may  therefore  be  inferred  that 
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there  was  to  some  extent  a  suspension  of  the  selective  influence 
above  referred  to  during  this  month,  with  a  resulting  tendency  to 
pull  down  the  average  length  of  ride. 

Table  24  gives  for  1914  the  per  cent  distribution  of  ticket  sales 
north  and  southbound,  respectively,  the  difference  in  points  per 
cent  between  these  figures  and  the  corresponding  figures  for  1913, 
and  cumulative  distributive  per  cents.

The  first  two  (jolumns,  in  (conjunction  with  the  data  for  dis- 
tances between  stations,  provide  all  data  necessary  for  the  compu- 
tation of  the  length  of  ride.  The  second  pair  of  columns  shows  that 
most  of  the  traffic  gains  are  contributed  by  the  northerly  stations. 
The  fact  that  northbound  stations  are  also  gaining  in  this  r^on 
suggests  a  relatively  considerable  increase  of  traffic  local  to  this 
portion  of  the  line.  The  last  pair  of  columns  shows  that  the  traf- 
fic center  of  the  line,  that  is,  the  median  point  for  ticket  sales,  is 
close  to  the  Grand  Central  station. 

Interborough  svbway  traffic  by  months  from  the  beginning  of 
operation  graphically  represented. —  On  page  161  of  volume  II  of 
the  1911  Eeport  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  there  is  a  dia- 
gram showing  subway  traffic  by  months  from  1905  to  1911,  in- 
clusive. This  diagram  is  brought  down  to  date  and  improved  in 
the  accompanying  Diagram  II. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  subway  commenced  on  October  27, 
1904,  the  origin  of  the  curves  is  itfovember,  1904.  As  compared 
with  its  predecessor,  this  diagram  is  improved  by  eliminating  the 
effect  upon  the  curve  of  the  variable  number  of  days  in  the  months 
through  reducing  the  figures  to  a  daily  average  for  each  month 
and  plotting  this  average.    The  sharp  break  which  occurred  every 
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February  in  the  old  diagram  is  thus  entirely  removed.  The  effect 
of  reducing  the  30-day  and  31-day  month  to  a  comparable  basis, 
although  not  so  obvious  as  in  the  case  of  February,  is  to  eliminate 
changes  in  the  course  of  the  curve  that  have  no  statistical  signifi- 
cance. The  fluctuations  in  the  curve  are  thus  made  to  reflect  vari- 
ation's in  traffic  uninfluenced  by  variation  in  the  length  of  the 
months. 

The  ticket  sales  and  number  of  passengers  are  practically 
identical,  the  only  difference  worth  considering  being  a  difference 
in  time,  the  passenger  trip  not  always  following  immediately  upon 
the  purchase  of  a  ticket  A  person  may  buy  a  ticket  in  one  month 
and  use  it  in  another.  But  the  overlap  at  one  end  of  the  month  is 
practically  cancelled  by  a  contrary  overlap  at  the  other  end.  The 
subway  is  not  essentially  different  from  other  street  railways  in 
this  respect,  except  that  here  all  passengers,  instead  of  only  some, 
are  represented  by  ticket  sales,  and  therefore  the  point  in  question 
may  be  more  important. 

As  already  noted  on  page  92,  the  increase  in  passengers  and  in 
car  miles,  respectively,  for  the  Interborough  subway  from  the 
earlier  years  of  its  operation  to  date  is  practically  the  same. 
Hence  the  curves  representing  the  ticket  sales  and  car  miles  have 
substantially  the  same  relative  slope  and  are  plotted  to  scales  such 
that  the  initial  and  final  points  for  both  curves  about  coincide. 
The  amplitudes  in  the  waves  of  the  two  curves  are  thus  made  more 
directly  comparable. 

The  curve  representing  ticket  sales  per  car  mile  shows  the  varia- 
tion of  this  important  traffic  ratio  from  month  to  month  and  year 
to  year.  The  12-month  moving  average  curve  is  obtained  by  com- 
puting the  average  number  of  tickets  sold  per  car  mile  for  every 
possible  combination  of  12  consecutive  months.  The  average  for 
the  first  12  months  beginning  with  October,  1904,  is  plotted  on 
the  ordinate  for  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  May,  1905,  which 
is  the  origin  for  this  average  curve.  This  curve  should  show  the 
general  trend  of  the  ratio  of  passengers  to  car  miles. 

As  to  the  statistical  significance  of  these  curves,  a  word  is 
sufficient  There  is  a  decided  seasonal  variation  both  in  ticket 
sales  and  car  miles,  the  .range  of  variation  in  ticket  sales  being 
much  greater  than  in  car  miles.  The  ticket  sales  are  influenced 
by  the  season,  chiefly  and  directly  by  the  temperature,  while  car 
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miles  do  not  fully  respond  to  changes  in  the  number  of  passengers 
served.  The  company  can  not  reduce  the  number  of  cars  in  use  on 
a  certain  day  as  readily  as  passengers  can  leave  the  subway  for 
the  elevated  or  surface  cars.  The  ticket  sales  per  car  mile  show 
the  fact  already  mentioned,  namely,  that  the  wave  motions  of  the 
ticket-sale  and  car-mile  curves  do  not  synchronize.  If  there  were 
perfect  correlation,  the  ticket-sale-peivcajvmile  curve  would  be  a 
straight  line.  The  latest  point  on  the  moving  average  curve  is 
nearly,  though  not  quite,  the  highest  point  in  a  practically  steady 
rise  for  the  three  years  ending  with  1914.  The  highest  point  is 
at  the  close  of  1909,  and  was  followed  by  a  falling  ofif  in  the  ratio 
attributable  to  the  installation  of  longer  platforms  and  the  opera- 
tion of  10-car  express  trains.  In  the  3-year  period,  1905-1907, 
the  moving  average  ratio  was  lower  than  it  has  been  at  any  time 
since.  On  the  whole,  if  by  some  degree  of  stretching  the  indica- 
tions, this  curve  can  be  said  to  have  one  definite  trend,  it  is  up- 
ward, meaning  a  higher  ratio  of  passengers  to  car  miles. 

Seasonal  variation  of  Interborottgh  subway  wnd  elevated  traffic 
graphically  represented. —  In  the  1912  report^  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  wheel-spoke  diagrams  showing  the  seascmal  variation  of 
traffic  from  1909  to  1912  for  the  more  important  companies.  The 
most  important  of  these  diagrams,  both  as  regards  the  magnitude 
of  the  traffic  and  the  character  of  the  seasonal  variation,  is  that  for 
the  two  divisions  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit.  This  dia- 
gram is  brought  down  to  date  and  reproduced  opposite  page  98. 
The  mathematical  construction  and  statistical  significance  of  the 
diagram  is  fully  discussed  in  the  1912  report  and  need  only  be 
briefly  indicated  here. 

The  diagram  is  essentially  a  bar  diagram,  the  traffic  for  each 
month  of  each  of  the  years  1909  to  1914  being  represented  by  a 
rectangle,  all  the  rectangles  for  the  various  months  having  equal 
bases.  These  rectangles,  instead  of  being  arranged  in  their 
chronological  sequence  on  a  horizontal  base  as  in  a  system  of 
rectangular  co-ordinates,  radiate  from  a  common  center,  as  in  a 
system  of  polar  co-ordinates.  In  this  way  all  the  rectangles  for  a 
particular  month  of  every  year  are  superimposed,  the  lower  bases 
coinciding.

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The  distance  between  the  Tipper  bases  of  the  rectangles  for  corre- 
sponding months  of  any  two  consecutive  years  denotes  the  increase 
for  the  particular  month  of  the  year.  The  increases  in  traffic  for 
the  months  of  November,  December  and  January,  for  the  last  two 
years  is  slight  when  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  years. 
The  same  is  true  for  most  of  the  other  months.  For  the  Man- 
hattan Elevated  the  traffic  from  month  to  month  and  year  to  year 
is  about  constant.  The  spring  and  fall  months,  however,  show 
heavier  traffic  than  the  winter  months.  The  marked  seasonal 
decline  of  subway  traffic  in  summer  is,  however,  the  most  sig^ 
nificant  point.  Conditions  in  this  respect  are  not  improving, 
though  the  increases  for  the  summer  months  show  large  fluctua- 
tions, doubtless  in  part  due  to  the  variation  of  weather  conditions. 

The  Hudson  &  Manhattan  tunnels, —  The  Hudson  &  Manhat- 
tan is  an  important  rapid-transit  facility,  though  it  serves  but  a 
comparatively  small  section  of  the  city.  Data  of  its  traffic  by  sta- 
tions are  shown  as  Division  D  of  Table  IX  for  the  current  fiscal 
and  calendar  years.  The  figures  of  the  Traffic  Summary  are,  of 
course,  only  for  the  fiscal  year.  In  the  following  text  table  data 
are  shown  for  the  two  halves  of  the  calendar  year  1914,  and  com- 
parisons are  made  by  way  of  per  cent  increases  with  correspond- 
ing figures  for  the  previous  year.  The  table  is  a  continuation  of 
Table  26  of  the  1913  volume  on  street-railway  statistics.^

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By  comparison  with  the  figures  in  the  corresponding  table  of 
the  1913  Report,  it  appears  that  it  is  unusual  for  the  total  fares 
for  the  six  months  ending  in  June  to  exceed  those  for  the  same 
number  of  months  ending  in  December,  as  is  decidedly  the  case 
this  year.  This  is  true  for  all  groups  of  stations.  Doubtless  the 
difference  is  seasonal.  The  last  half  of  the  year  contains  the 
greater  proportion  of  mild,  summer  weather,  when  the  ferry  is 
an  agreeable  and  preferable  means  of  crossing  the  river,  while  in 
the  colder  and  stormier  months  it  is  likely  to  be  unpleasant. 

The  comparison  of  the  two  half  years  with  corresponding 
periods  for  the  previous  year  shows  a  small  increase  in  traffic  for 
the  first  half  year,  and  a  decrease,  though  insignificant  in  amount, 
for  the  second  half-year.  As  r^ards  the  2-cent  tickets,  which  may 
be  taken  to  represent  traffic  via  the  Christopher  street  tunnels,  the 
situation  is  less  favorable,  there  being  an  insignificant  increase  for 
the  first  half-year  and  a  decrease  that  is  not  small,  as  decreases 
go,  for  the  second  half-year.  The  effect  of  war  conditions  upon 
shipping  and  related  activities  in  Hoboken  since  August  1,  1914, 
probably  accounts  for  the  unfavorable  showing  for  the  latter  half 
of  the  year.

It  will  be  noted  that, 
in  making  comparisons,  the  1913  figures  used  differ  in  several  in- 
stances from  those  tabulated  in  the  1913  report.  Explanations 
of  these  changes  will  be  found  in  the  footnotes.  For  more  de- 
tailed explanation  and  for  the  figures  of  individual  companies, 
the  reader  is  referred  to  the  general  tables  and  to  the  abstracts 
of  the  companies^  returns. 

Eevenues  and  Their  Disposition 

Transportation  revenue  for  the  year  increased  $1,733,178,  or 
1.96  per  cent.  Of  this  amount,  $1,642,903  represents  the  in- 
crease in  passenger  revenue.  The  per  cent  increase  of  the  latter 
is  1.87  as  compared  with  4.82  in  1913,  5.18  in  1912,  and  4.65  in 

1911.  Total  operating  revenue  increased  $2,013,916.  There  is 
a  notable  increase  in  revenue  from  rent  of  equipment  and  sale  of 
power,  items  that  involve  considerable  duplications  in  the  totals 
for  the  city  owing  to  intercompany  transactions.  Operating  ex- 
penses increased  $1,442,065,  or  2.96  per  cent.  Expenditures  for 
maintenance  of  way  and  structures  increased  $1,337,016.  In- 
creases and  decreases  practically  offset  each  other  in  the  case  of 
the  remainder  of  the  items  included  in  operating  expenses. 

Expenditures  for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  exceeded 
the  charge  to  operating  expenses  by  $525,155,  which  amount  was 
drawn  from  the  depreciation  reserve.  Charges  against  revenue 
for  maintenance  of  equipment  exceeded  actual  expenditures  by 
$1,605,053,  which  amount  was  added  to  the  depreciation  reserve. 
The  net  increase  during  the  year  in  the  depreciation  reserves  of 
all  companies  (before  deductions  for  replacements)  was  therefore 
$1,079,898,  which  is  $281,998  less  than  the  corresponding  net 
increase  in  1913. 

In  1914  street-railway  taxes  were  about  $200,000  less  than  in 
1913.  The  taxes  of  the  operating  companies  during  the  past  five 
years  have  been  as  follows:  1910,  $5,153,931;  1911,  $5,495,881; 

1912,  $5,803,790;  1913,  $6,095,520;  1914,  $5,895,936.  The  in- 
crease has  been  at  a  less  rate  than  that  in  traffic. 
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Income  deductions  increased  $835,184.  Interest  on  funded 
debt  and  debentures  increased  $1,211,525 — which  is  only  to  a 
small  extent  counterbalanced  by  a  decrease  of  $348,223  in  other 
interest  —  and  rent  for  lease  of  other  road  and  equipment,  $218,- 
599.  The  other  income  deductions  show  decreases  from  the 
1913  figures.  The  increase  in  interest  on  funded  debt  is  due 
largely  to  the  substitution  of  funded  for  unfunded  debt  by  the 
Interborough  Rapid  Transit  and  the  Third  Avenue.  Although 
the  net  income  shows  no  very  large  increase  over  1913,  it  was  pos- 
sible to  increase  the  aggr^ate  amount  in  dividends  17.89  per 
cent,  and  the  accumulated  surplus,  10.03  per  cent. 

Dividends,  which,  according  to  the  Uniform  System  of  Ac- 
counts are  appropriations  from  the  accumulated  surplus,  were  de- 
clared for  1914  by  operating  and  lessor  companies  (Table  XVI) 
to  the  amount  of  $14,943,523,  an  increase  over  1913  of  $1,313,- 
156.  The  average  rate  on  capital  stock  outstanding  was  5.42  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  4.94  per  cent  for  1913.  The  increase  in 
dividends  is  largely  accounted  for  by  an  increase  of  $1,050,000 
for  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit,  which  declared  its  r^ilar 
quarterly  dividends  of  2^  per  cent  and  an  extra  dividend  of  5 
per  cent. 

Table  26  gives  in  the  form  of  per  cent  indices  comparative 
figures  for  the  growth  of  passenger  revenue,  1910  being  the  basic 
year.

The  1914  ratios  for  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  roads  and  other 
Brooklyn  roads  are  considerably  affected  by  the  inclusion  of  the 
Coney  Island  &  Brooklyn  in  the  Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit  system 
for  the  first  time.  The  ratios  for  the  surface  groups  other  than 
those  of  Brooklyn  indicate,  with  a  slight  qualification  for  those 
for  the  Manhattan  surface,  actual  increases  in  passenger  revenue. 
The  Manhattan  surface  roads  show  a  slight  falling  off.  In  the 
case  of  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan  the  ratio  for  1914  is  but  little 
larger  than  that  for  1913 ;  previous  years  have  shown  much  larger 
increases  in  passenger  revenue.  The  ratios  for  the  Manhattan 
elevated  continue  to  show  small  increases  each  year.  For  the  sub- 
way division  of  the  Interborough  the  yearly  increases  are  much 
larger,  although  small  in  1914  as  compared  with  previous  years. 

Operating  Batios 

Important  ratios  for  street-railway  operations  are  given  in 
Table  27  below.  These  ratios  are  taken  from  Table  XV,  the 
figures  in  the  first  two  columns  being  the  sum  of  the  ratios  there 
given.  Similar  text  tables  are  included  in  previous  Annual  Re- 
ports of  this  Commission  from  1910  on.

For  1914  the  revenue  per  mile  of  track  for  all  companies  com- 
bined is  $59,960,  as  compared  with  $59,536  for  1913,  showing  an 
increase  of  $424.  There  was  an  increase  during  the  year  in 
operating  revenues  of  $2,013,916,  but  also  an  increase  of  22. G2 
miles  of  running  track.  The  mileage  figures  used  in  computing 
these  ratios  are  the  average  miles  of  rimning  track  in  use  during 
the  year,  as  given  in  Table  XV,  Division  C,  and  frequently  differs 
from  the  figures  for  miles  of  running  track  on  June  30  (Table 
I).  Changes  from  1913  in  these  average  mileage  figures  are  due 
in  part  to  changes  in  classification  or  to  remeasurement  of  track 
and  do  not,  in  every  case,  represent  any  actual  changes  in  mileage. 
For  data  as  to  the  number  of  miles  actually  added  or  removed 
during  the  year,  the  reader  is  referred  to  Table  I.  For  the  three 
rapid-transit  companies  the  revenue  per  mile  of  track  increased 
from  $141,449  to  $146,244.  This  increase  in  the  ratio  is  due  to  its 
receiving  the  full  effect  of  larger  revenues,  as  rapid-transit  track 
mileage  changed  but  slightly.  Of  all  the  companies  reporting,  the 
two  underground  roads  show  the  largest  revenue  per  mile  of  track. 
The  Interborough  subway  shows  a  greater  increase  over  1913  than 
the  Hudson  &  Manhattan.  Comparing  these  two  roads  as  to 
revenue  from  transportation  exclusively,  it  is  seen  that  the  revenue 
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per  mile  of  track  was  $223,260  for  the  Interborough  subway  and 
$208,660  for  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan.  For  the  latter,  the 
operating  revenue  per  mile  of  track  increased  from  $219,158  in 
1918  to  $224,101  in  1914,  or  2.26  per  cent.  The  percentages  of 
increase  for  1911,  1912  and  1913  were  6.36,  8.70  and  6.75, 
respectively.  It  may  also  be  pointed  out  in  this  connection  that 
the  operating  ratio  for  this  company  has  risen  from  36.86  in  1918 
to  39.17  in  1914. 

All  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  companies,  except  the 
Brooklyn  Heights,  show  increases  over  1913  in  revenue  per  mile 
of  track,  the  largest  being  that  for  the  South  Brooklyn,  which  fact 
is  accounted  for  by  a  decrease  of  2.3  miles  in  track  combined  with 
an  increase  of  $140,949  in  revenue.  Of  this  latter  amount, 
$126,660  represents  the  increase  in  freight  revenue.  The  freight 
revenue  of  this  company  exceeds  its  passenger  revenue,  and,  as  a 
consequence,  the  ratio  for  revenue  per  mile  of  track  is  not  strictly 
comparable  with  that  for  other  roads  having  no  freight  revenue, 
especially  as  its  freight  operations  are  carried  on  largely  under 
trackage  rights.  The  New  York  Railways  shows  a  decrease  in 
revenue  per  mile  of  track.  This  is  due  to  an  increase  in  the 
divisor,  average  miles  of  rimning  track,  of  4.33  miles,  and  to  a 
decrease  in  the  dividend,  operating  revenues,  of  $204,321.  The  in- 
crease in  the  mileage  figure  is  only  nominal  and  is  chiefly  the 
result  of  including  in  the  1914  figure  unused  track  excluded  in 
1913.  The  exceptionable  character  of  the  ratios  for  the  Third 
Avenue,  due  to  its  large  revenue  from  sale  of  power  and  rent  of 
equipment,  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports.  Excluding 
revenue  from  these  sources  and  deriving  a  ratio  for  the  remain- 
ing operating  revenues,  the  amount  per  mile  of  track  is  found  to 
be  $82,246.    The  1913  figure  similarly  derived  was  $82,965. 

Other  surface  roads  requiring  particular  comment  are  the  Dry 
Dock,  the  Manhattan  &  Queens,  and  the  Manhattan  Bridge  Three- 
Cent  Line.  For  the  Dry  Dock,  revenue  per  mile  of  track  de- 
creased from  $53,247  in  1913  to  $41,039  in  1914.  This  is  due 
partly  to  a  decrease  in  operating  revenues  of  $54,391,  but  also 
to  an  increase  in  the  average  track  mileage  for  the  company  from 
11.38  to  13.44.  This  increase  is  nominal,  not  actual,  as  it  is  the 
result  of  remeasurement  and  reclassification.     During  the  year 
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only  0.15  miles  of  track  were  actually  adde<L  The  large  decrease 
ilk  reyeova  per  mile  of  track  for  the  Manhattan  &  Queens  is 
ike  result  of  an  increase  in  average  nules  of  running  track  from 
S.74  to  13.48*  The  revenue  per  mile  of  track  of  the  Manhattan 
Bridge  Three-Cent  Line  increased  from  $15,991  to  $29^20  as 
a  eonsequence  of  the  increase  in  operating  revenues  from  $63,- 
005.76  to  $120,384.95^ 

Eevenuee  per  car  mile  range  from  18.37  cents  for  the  Staten 
Island  Midland  to  47.31  cents  for  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan. 
The  hi^  ratio  for  the  Bush  Terminal  and  the  Third  Avenue  as 
well  aft  the  low  ratio  for  the  Marine  are  due  to  exertional  cir- 
cnmstaneea  and  are  not  typical.  They  are  not,  therefore,  indnded 
in  thia  comparisan.  The  average  for  all  roads  is  29.39  cents,  as 
compared  with  2^.94  cents  in  1913.  All  of  the  rapid-transit 
roadS)  exeepi  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan,  have  averages  below  this» 
The  resrenuo  per  car  mile  for  the  New  York  Railways  is  40.1 
centsy  as  ecxnpared  with  39.37  cents  in  1913.  This  change  is 
largely  the  result  of  a  decrease  of  1,162,770  in  car  miles,  more 
than  offsetting  a  decrease  in  operating  revenues  of  $204,321. 

In  using  the  ratios  based  on  operating  expenses,  it  should  be 
remembered  that,  aa  r^ards  the  charge  for  depreciation,  operating 
expenses  do  not  have  the  same  significance  for  all  companies.  Al- 
thou^  the  same  classification  of  operating  expenses  is  prescribed 
for  all  companies,  yet  the  amount  of  the  depreciation  charge  and 
the  manner  of  determining  it  are  largely  a  matter  of  policy  and 
estimation  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  company.  Each  company 
is  called  upon  to  file  its  rule  of  depreciation  with  the  Commission 
and  the  reader  is  referred  to  Table  29  for  the  rates  of  deprecia- 
tion as  adopted  by  the  companies.  Attention  should  also  be  called 
to  the  fact  that  for  certain  companies  ratios  based  upon  operating 
eocpenses  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  corresponding  ratios 
for  1913.  These  companies,  notably  the  New  York  Railways  and 
the  companies  of  the  Third  Avenue  system,  did  not  generally  in- 
clude in  operating  expenses  in  1913  any  charge  for  depreciation, 
but  reported  it  as  an  income  deduction.  In  1914  charges  for 
depreciation  are  included  among  operating  expenses  for  these 
companies  The  operating  expenses  per  car  mile  and  the  operat- 
ing ratio  in  Table  27,  as  well  as  the  maintenance  ratios  in  Table 
XV,  are  subject  to  the  above  qualifications. 
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The  other  ratios  in  Table  XV,  except  those  in  Division  F,  re- 
quire no  comment.  Ratios  for  the  smallest  companies  are  not 
significant,  the  lai^  changes  from  year  to  year  being  dne 
frequently  to  arbitrary  changes  in  classification  or  to  exjceptional 
operating  conditions.  In  connection  with  Division  F  of  Table 
XV,  attention  should  be  called  to  the  importance  of  the  ratios  in 
the  last  column  to  the  correct  interpretation  of  the  preoeding 
figures.  The  income  available  for  meeting  the  requirements  of 
the  various  sorts  of  expenditure  and  appropriation,  for  which 
distributive  ratios  are  given,  is  derived  not  only  from  street-rail- 
way revenues  but  also  from  any  net  income  the  company  may 
obtain  from  outside  operations  and  from  non-operating  inoome. 
The  ratios  given,  however,  are  of  operating  expenses,  taxes,  in- 
terest, rent,  etc.,  to  operating  revenues.  Hence  the  ratios  total 
to  more  than  100  per  cent  of  operating  revenues.  It  is  the  ratio  of 
this  outside  income  to  street-railway  operating  revenues  that  is 
set  down  in  the  last  column  and  its  significance  should  not  be 
overlooked.  In  general  these  ratios  should  be  subtracted  from 
the  preceding  ratios  for  interest  or  rent  to  find  what  proportion 
of  operating  revenues  is  required  for  income  deductions.  Thus  it 
appears  that  of  the  railroad  operating  revenues  of  the  Hudson  & 
Manhattan,  46.01  per  cent  was  devoted  to  operating  expenses  and 
railroad  taxes,  leaving  53.99  per  cent  available  for  interest  and 
rent.  The  ratio  of  interest  and  other  deductions  to  operating 
revenues  is,  however,  80.79  per  cent,  the  excess  of  26.80  being 
accounted  for  bv  the  ratio  in  the  last  column.  Most  of  the  outside 
income  of  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan  is  from  the  Hudson  Terminal 
buildings.  The  amoimt  of  income  from  outside  operations  and 
non-operating  income  is  not  large  for  the  smaller  companies,  and 
affects  the  ratios  only  slightly.  It  should/  however,  be  taken  into 
account  in  using  the  ratios  for  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan,  the 
Third  Avenue,  the  Kichmond  Light  &  Railroad  and  most  of  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  companies. 

A  comparison  of  the  grand  totals  of  Table  XV  for  the  p««t 
five  years  throws  some  ligbt  upon  the  disposition  made  of  operat- 
ing revenues  from  year  to  year.  Such  a  comparison  of  the  raore 
important  items  is  made  in  the  following  table.

It  appears  that  the  operation  of  the  power  plants  (and  the  pur- 
chase of  power)  has  each  year  absorbed  a  smaller  proportion  of 
operating  revenues,  the  ratio  for  1914,  8.99  per  cent,  being  the 
lowest  for  the  five-year  period.  A  similar  tendency  is  noted  as 
to  charges  for  injuries  and  damages.  The  ratios  for  operation  of 
cars  and  for  taxes  are  fairly  constant,  although  in  1914  taxes 
required  a  smaller  proportion  of  operating  revenues  than  in  any 
preceding  year  of  the  five-year  period.  The  percentages  devoted 
to  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  and  maintenance  of  equip- 
ment show  no  regularity  of  movement  from  year  to  year.  The 
ratio  of  interest  accruals  to  operating  revenues  has  been  increas- 
ing each  year,  while  at  the  same  time  the  ratio  for  rent  has  de- 
creased. Many  of  these  changes,  especially  the  last-mentioned, 
may  be  due  to  the  greater  weight  of  rapid-transit  companies  in 
the  total  from  year  to  year. 

Depreciation 

The  accounting  order  issued  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
prescribes  that  some  basis  for  charging  depreciation  shall  be 
adopted  by  each  company.  The  method  is  optional  with  the  com- 
pany. The  following  from  the  accounting  order  states  the 
procedure: 

"Until  otherwise  ordered,  the  amount  estimated  to  be  necessary  to  cover 
such  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  during 
any  month  shall  be  based  on  a  rule  determined  by  the  accounting  corpora- 
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tion.  Such  rule  may  be  derived  from  a  consideration  of  the  said  corporation's 
history  and  experience  during  the  preceding  five  years,  and  the  accrual  may 
be  on  the  basis  of  revenue  car-miles.  Whatever  may  be  its  basis,  such  rule 
and  a  sworn  statement  of  the  facts  and  ezcpert  opinions  and  estimates  upon 
which  it  is  based  shall  be  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  on  or 
before  July  1,  1909;  each  amendment  of  such  rule  and  a  sworn  statement 
of  the  facts  and  expert  opinions  and  estimates  upon  which  such  amendment 
is  based  shall  be  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  before  it  is  used 
by  the  accounting  corporation,  and  shall  show  the  date  when  it  is  to  be 
effective." 

According  to  the  rule  generally  adopted,  expenditures  for  cur- 
rent repairs  and  charges  for  depreciation  are  combined.  If  the 
amount  estimated  to  be  necessary  to  cover  repairs  and  deprecia- 
tion exceeds  the  total  repairs,  the  excess  is  charged  against  operat- 
ing expenses,  and  added  to  the  reserve  "Accrued  amortization  of 
capital."  However,  the  expenditures  for  repairs  may  exceed  the 
amount  estimated  to  be  sufficient  to  cover  repairs  and  deprecia- 
tion, in  which  case  the  reserve  is  charged  with  an  amount  neces- 
sary to  make  up  the  difference  and  operating  expenses  are  credited. 
When  the  rule  is  properly  adjusted  the  total  charge  to  operating 
expenses  for  maintenance  should  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the 
property  in  good  repair  and  build  up  a  reserve  for  replacing  it 
when  its  economically  serviceable  life  is  exhausted.  Table  29 
shows  the  various  methods  adopted  by  the  accounting  corporations.

Table  29  contains  two  divisions:  Division  A,  for  companies 
estimating  total  maintenance  to  cover  the  expenditures  for  repairs 
and  allowances  for  depreciation,  and  Division  B,  for  companies 
estimating  a  certain  amount  for  depreciaticm  in  addition  to  ex- 
penses for  actual  repairs.  Division  B  includes  only  the  Hudson 
&  Manhattan  and  the  companies  of  the  Third  Avenue  systan. 

Five  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  companies  make  their 
charges  on  the  basis  of  car-miles  and  for  these,  except  the  Coney 
Island  &  Gravesend,  the  rate  is  2.96  cents  for  way  and  struc- 
tures and  2.7  cents  for  equipment.  "  Maintenance  is  done  under 
contract  by  the  Transit  Development  Company  (a  subsidiary  of 
the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company)  for  the  operating  com- 
panies of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system.  The  Transit  De- 
velopment Company  does  not  make  any  distinction  between  indi- 
vidual companies  when  performing  maintenance  work  under  this 
contract,  except  that  separation  is  made  of  work  done  on  surface 
and  elevated  lines.  Maintenance  work  is  charged  each  month  to 
each  company  in  proportion  to  its  car  mileage,  surface  or  elevated. 
The  Transit  Development  Company  receives  as  compensation  a

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profit  of  6  per  cent  on  maintenance  work  —  but  actual  coat  for 
other  disbursements."  * 

In  1914  the  New  York  Consolidated  changed  the  basis  of  its 
estimate  from  car-miles  to  operating  revenues.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the 
Municipal  Railway  Corporation,  which  is  a  lessor  to  the  Xew 
York  Consolidated,  the  latter  now  charges  for  total  maintenance 
16  per  cent  of  operating  revenues,  of  which  6  per  cent  is  for  way 
and  structures,  and  9  per  cent  for  equipment  In  1913  it  pro- 
vided for  way  and  structures  1.36  cents  per  car-mile,  and  for 
equipment,  2  cents  per  car-mila  In  1914  the  charges  made  to 
operating  expenses  on  account  of  maintenance  of  way  and  struc- 
tures were  equivalent  to  1.64  cents  per  car-mije,  and  for  main- 
tenance of  equipment,  2.3  cents.  The  Manhattan  Elevated,  with 
which  the  New  York  Consolidated  may  be  compared,  diarges  1.33 
cents  per  car  mile  for  way  and  structures,  and  1.6  cents  for  equip- 
ment. 

The  Coney  Island  &  Brooklyn,  which  was  absorbed  into  the 
Brooklyn  Kapid  Transit  system  during  the  year,  continues  its 
former  rate  of  15  per  cent  of  transportation  revMiue,  equally 
divided  between  way  and  structures  and  equipment  On  the 
basis  of  car  mileage  its  charges  during  the  year  were  1.94  cents 
per  car-mile  for  way  and  structures,  and  a  like  amount  for 
equipment.  These  rates  are  much  lower  than  those  of  the  other 
surface  roads  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system. 

It  may  be  noted  that  in  Table  XV  the  charges  on  account  of 
maintenance  and  depreciation  per  revenue  car-mile  do  not  agree 
very  closely  with  the  estimates  shown  in  Table  29  for  the  Brook- 
lyn Heights  and  the  South  BrookljTi.  For  both  these  companies 
the  rate  adopted  by  the  company  was  2.96  cents  per  car-mile  for 
way  and  structures,  and  2.7  cents  for  equipment.  Table  XV 
shows  charges  made  during  the  year  by  the  Brooklyn  Heights  of 
3  cents  per  car-mile  for  way  and  structures,  and  2.74  cents  for 
equipment,  and  by  the  South  Brooklyn  of  3.02  cents  per  car-mile 
for  way  and  structures,  and  2.76  cents  for  equipment.  This  di- 
vergence is  explained  in  both  cases  by  the  difference  in  the  basis 
of  car  mileage  used  in  arriving  at  the    ratio.     The   Brooklyn

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Heights  includes  with  its  own  car  mileage  one-half  the  car  mile- 
age of  the  Bridge  Operating  Company.  The  South  Brooklyn  in- 
cludes in  its  car  mileage  47,702  electric-locomotive  miles. 

For  most  of  the  Brooklyn  Kapid  Transit  companies,  expendi- 
tures for  repairs  of  way  and  structures  have  exceeded  the  esti- 
mate made  by  the  companies  of  the  amount  needed  to  cover  re- 
pairs and  depreciation.  As  a  consequence  Table  30  shows  under 
depreciation  large  credit  entries.  The  total  net  credit  for  the 
Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit  system  in  1914  is  $435,583,  as  com- 
pared with  a  similar  credit  figure  of  $140,683  in  1913.  The 
indications  are  that  these  companies  are  each  year  underestimat- 
ing the  amounts  necessary  to  maintain  way  and  structures,  charg- 
ing the  difference  to  the  reserves  and  replenishing  the  reserves 
from  surplus.  Credits  of  this  kind  made  to  the  reserves  of  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  companies  during  the  year  amounted  to 
$1,000,000.  The  effect  of  such  underestimates  is  to  understate 
operating  expenses  and  overstate  net  incoma  Operating  ratios 
and  other  ratios  based  on  operating  expenses  are  likewise  affected, 
the  ratios  shown  being  more  favorable  than  seems  justified  by 
actual  conditions. 

The  New  York  Railways  is  setting  aside  annually  for  mainte- 
nance, including  depreciation,  20  per  cent  of  operating  revenues. 
This  is  done,  under  protest,  in  accordance  with  the  Commission's 
order,  which  the  company  has  contested  and  which  is  still  in  liti- 
gation. As  already  stated,  the  Third  Avenue  companies  did  not 
in  1913  include  in  operating  expenses  any  charge  for  deprecia- 
tion, but  treated  it  as  an  income  deduction.  In  1914,  however, 
it  is  properly  treated  as  a  charge  to  operating  expenses  and,  for 
purposes  of  comparison,  in  Table  XIV,  C,  (but  not  Tables  30 
and  31)  the  1913  figures  have  been  put  on  the  same  basis. 

Tables  30  and  31  show  by  companies  expenditures  for  main- 
tenance, charges  (or  credits)  for  depreciation,  the  ratio  that  these 
two  items  combined  form  of  total  operating  expenses,  and  ratios 
per  mile  of  track  and  per  revenue  car-mile.

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Tables  30  and  31  do  not  give  the  full  amount  credited  to  depre- 
ciation reserves.  As  has  been  pointed  out,  some  of  the  Brooklyn 
Kapid  Transit  companies  have  replenished  their  reserves  out  of 
surplus  during  the  year  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,000.  This  addi- 
tion to  the  reserve  is  nearly  as  large  as  those  due  to  charges  to 
operating  expenses. 

The  total  charge  to  operating  expenses  for  repairs  and  de- 
preciation of  way  and  structures  was  $7,401,376  in  1914,  as 
compared  with  $6,432,569  in  the  preceding  year.  The  charge  in 
1914,  although  a  million  dollars  larger  than  in  1913,  is  probably 
too  small,  owing  largely  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  provisions  for 
depreciation  of  way  and  structures. 

The  ratio  of  the  total  charges  for  maintenance  of  way  and  struc- 
tures to  operating  expenses  varies  widely.  For  all  companies  the 
figure  is  14.77.  Of  the  rapid  transit  companies  the  one  having 
the  highest  ratio  is  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan.  The  New  York 
Railways,  the  largest  of  the  surface  companies,  has  a  ratio  of  18.67, 
which  is  considerably  above  the  average.  The  fiigure  for  the 
Third  Avenue  is  low.  The  ratios  of  companies  which  show  a 
total  charge  for  maintenance  of  less  than  $5,000  cannot  be  taken 
as  typical. 

The  ratio  per  mile  of  track  for  all  companies  combined  in  1914 
is  the  largest  noted  during  the  six-year  period  represented  in  the 
table.  The  companies  showing  the  largest  ratios  per  mile  of  track 
are  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan,  New  York  Railways,  and  Inter- 
borough.  The  charges  per  mile  of  track  of  the  New  York  Con- 
solidated, a  rapid  transit  company,  are  low  as  compared  with 
other  rapid  transit  companies,  and  even  lower  than  for  several 
surface  roads.  Moreover,  this  is  not  one  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  roads  which  replenished  its  depreciation  reserve  out  of 
surplus. 

In  1914  charges  to  operating  expenses  for  repairs  and  depre- 
ciation of  equipment  constituted  15.36  per  cent  of  operating 
expenses  and  were  at  the  rate  of  2.4  cents  per  car  mile.  Both 
these  ratios  are  higher  than  in  previous  years. 

It  ought  to  be  possible  to  record  and  compile  such  accounting 
and  statistical  data  as  would  in  a  comparatively  short  time  put 
depreciation  charges  for  rolling  equipment  upon  an  unimpeach- 
able basis.  Table  32  is  derived  from  schedules  drawn  up  with 
this  object  in  view.

The  footnotes  accompanying  Table  32  explain  the  meaning  of 
the  figures  given  for  passenger  cars  installed  or  retired.  The  10 
cars  shown  as  installed  by  the  New  York  City  Interborough  were 
purchased  from  the  Third  Avenue  and  do  not  represent  any  ad- 
dition to  the  rolling  stock  of  the  city's  railways. 

Taxes 

In  their  annual  returns  to  this  Commission  all  companies  are 
required  to  give  the  estimated  value  of  their  personal  and  real 
property,  as  reported  to  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners, 
on  the  basis  of  (1)  cost  to  reproduce  new  and  (2)  cost  to  repro- 
duce new  less  depreciation.  A  statement  of  the  assessed  value  of 
persc«ial  property,  real  property  and  special  franchises  is  also  re- 
quired. These  data,  so  far  as  they  are  complete,  are  shown  in 
Table  33. 

The  Interborough  for  its  Subway  division  pays  no  special  fran- 
chise tax  and  files  no  report  with  the  State  Board.  In  this  case 
track  and  roadway  are  the  property  of  the  city  and  thus  exempt 
from  taxation.  However,  the  company  pays  taxes  on  outside 
real  estate,  such  as  lands,  power-plant  and  sub-stations;  it  also 
pays  a  state  tax  on  gross  earnings  and  on  capital,  and  a  federal  in- 
come tax.  Its  city  real-estate  tax  levy  in  1914  was  $110,036.69. 
The  Richmond  Light  &  Railroad  and  the  Staten  Island  Midland 
state  that  no  report  was  filed  with  the  State  Board,  although  each 
is  assessed  for  the  special  franchise  tax.  The  Southfield  Beach 
and  the  Marine  pay  no  special  franchise  tax  and  filed  no  report 
on  this  matter.  The  Manhattan  &  Queens  pays  a  special  fran- 
chise tax  but  has  not  included  the  data  as  to  valuations  in  its 
report  to  this  Commission.

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Division  A  of  Table  33  gives,  for  each  company  reporting,  the 
cost  to  reproduce  new  of  all  the  real  property.  The  figures  for 
personal  property  have  not  been  tabulated  as  several  companies 
failed  to  report  them  and  the  significance  of  such  fiigures  as  were 
reported  is  doubtful.  The  principal  companies  reporting  a  valua- 
tion for  personal  property  as  well  as  for  real  property  are  the 
Manhattan  Bailway,  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan  and  the  Brooklyn 
Eapid  Transit  companies.  The  value  of  personal  property,  on  the 
basis  of  cost  to  reproduce  new,  of  the  Manhattan  Bailway  is  set 
down  by  that  company  as  $13,920,189 ;  for  the  Hudson  &  Man- 
hattan, the  figure  is  $3,797,731;  and  for  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  companies,  $24,898,447. 

Division  B  gives  the  assessed  value  of  real  property  not  in  the 
streets  and  the  assessed  value  of  special  franchises.  The  latter 
figure  represents  the  valuation  by  the  State  Board  of  the  com- 
pany's incorporeal  rights  (assessed  as  real  estate)  as  well  as  of 
its  tangible  property  in  the  streets  and  public  places.  The  value 
of  the  special  franchise  is  arrived  at  by  the  use  of  various  methods, 
no  one  method  being  applicable  to  all  cases.  Although  assessed 
by  the  state,  the  tax  is  collected  locally  and  used  for  local  purposes. 

Division  C  gives  the  depreciation  on  all  the  real  property  as 
derived  by  taking  the  difference  between  the  reproduction  and 
the  depreciated  values  as  reported  by  the  companies.  These  figures 
show  an  estimated  depreciation  of  $48,765,000  on  the  real  prop- 
erty of  the  companies  reporting.  This  is  about  22  per  cent  of 
the  $219,717,000  declared  to  be  the  value  based  on  the  cost  to 
reproduce  new.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  value  of  equipment  or 
of  any  personal  property,  and  depreciation  on  the  same,  are  not 
included.  The  percentage  of  indicated  depreciation  of  real  prop- 
erty ^ot  in  the  streets  is  18.99.  It  varies  from  2.44  per  cent  for 
the  Hudson  &  Manhattan  to  79.79  for  the  Van  Brunt  Street  & 
Erie  Basiiu  For  the  New  York  Railways  the  percentage  is  24.23, 
and  for  the  Third  Avenue,  48.9.  The  average  percentage  of  in- 
dicated depreciation  of  real  property  in  the  streets  is  25.87  for  all 
companies,  ranging  from  less  than  1  per  cent  for  the  Long  Island 
Electric  to  71.49  per  cent  for  the  Van  Brunt  Street  &  Erie  Basin. 
The  New  York  Railways  shows  32.63  per  cent  and  the  Third 
Avenue,  32.92  per  cent.  The  average  for  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  companies  is  33.55.  The  property  of  the  Second  Avenue 
is  more  than  half  depreciated,  according  to  this  statement. 
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Assets,  Liabilities  and  Capitalization 

For  the  basic  data  of  capitalization  the  reader  should  refer 
back  to  the  Financial  Summary,  page  100.  These  and  other  bal- 
ance-sheet data  are  derived  from  Table  XVII,  though  the  gross 
capitalization  figures  are  also  given  in  Table  XIX,  which  gives 
descriptive  details  for  securities  issued;  and  net  capitalization 
is  derived  by  means  of  data  of  intercompany  holdings  given  in 
Table  XXI. 

An  increase  in  funded  debt  of  $38,271,085  and  a  decrease  in 
capital  stock  of  $107,250  are  to  be  noted.  As  appears  on  com- 
paring Table  XVII  with  the  corresponding  1913  table,  the  largest 
increases  in  funded  debt  are  $32,071,824  for  the  Interborough 
Rapid  Transit,  $4,180,000  for  the  Third  Avenue,  and  $1,500,000 
for  the  Twenty-third  Street  Railway.  The  issue  of  bonds  by  the 
Twenty-third  Street  was  in  order  to  discharge  the  company's  note 
of  $2,204,930,  and  so  was  more  than  offset  by  a  decrease  in  cur- 
rent liabilities.  It  may  be  pointed  out  that  in  reorganization  of  the 
28th  and  29th  Streets  Crosstown  into  the  Mid-Crosstown,  funded 
debt  has  been  reduced  $1,500,000,  and  capital  stock,  $1,350,000. 

New  capitalization  issued  during  the  year  is  shown  in  Table 
34.  This  text  table  should  be  used  in  connection  with  general 
Table  XIX,  Divisions  A  and  B. 

A  large  part  of  the  new  issues  have  been  made  for  the  purpose 
of  refunding  older  issues  or  retiring  short-term  obligations  and 
represent  no  increase  in  the  total  amount  of  capitalization  out- 
standing. At  the  same)  time  various  old  issues  have  been  re- 
deemed or  cancelled  and  companies  have  been  dissolved  or  re- 
organized, reducing  the  capitalization.  Apart  from  refunding, 
most  of  the  bond  issues  have  been  made  on  account  of  new  sub- 
way or  elevated  construction.  New  real-estate  mortgages,  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness,  and  short-term  obligations  have  been  in- 
cluded as  new  capitalization  in  Table  34  whenever  they  are 
treated  as  funded  debt  in  the  general  tables.

It  may  be  noted  that  the  amounts  of  stocks  and  funded  debt 
outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year  as  shown  in  Table  XIX  do  not 
agree  in  detail  with  similar  amounts  in  Table  XVII.  A  state- 
ment will  be  found  at  the  close  of  Table  XIX  reconciling  these 
differences. 

Intercompany  holdings  of  securities  increased  in  1914  over 
1913,  although  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  intercompany  hold- 
ings of  bonds.  The  net  capitalization,  arrived  at  by  deducting 
intercompany  holdings  from  the  gross  amoimt,  increased  $35,- 
280,185.  The  par  value  of  bonds  held  by  the  public  increased, 
while  in  the  case  of  stocks  there  was  a  decrease. 

Fixed  capital  is  reported  in  Table  XVII  as  amounting  to 
$734,323,760.  This  amount  should  be  similar  to  the  sum  of  the 
funded  debt  and  outstanding  capital  stock  of  all  companies, 
operating  and  lessor,  which  is  $804,113,770.  The  difference  of 
about  $70,000,000  is  largely  accounted  for  by  loans  to  associated 
companies  not  included  in  capital  obligations  by  the  latter,  though 
applied  to  fixed-capital  objects.  Moreover,  a  considerable  part 
of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  bonds  by  tiie  Interborough  Bapid 
Transit  and  the  Kew  York  Municipal  is  still  liquid  and  appears 
in  Table  XVII  under  current  assets. 

Fixed  capital  installed  during  the  year  by  operating  and  lessor 
companies,  as  shown  in  Table  XVIII,  amounted  to  $84,647,398. 
Retirements  were  $2,248,697.  The  difference,  $32,398,701, 
represents  the  net  additions  during  the  year.  Attention  is  called 
to  the  inclusion  of  the  City  of  New  York  among  the  lessors  in 
Table  XVIII.  This  accounts  for  the  anomaly  of  an  increase  over' 
1913  in  fixed  capital  installed  prior  to  1909.  Capital  installed 
since  1908  amounts  to  $96,540,933.  The  total  of  the  reserves  for 
accrued  amortization  of  capital  was  $6,954,219  at  the  close  of  the 
year.     This  leaves  the  net  fixed  capital  as  $784,323,760.     The

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Mid-Crosstown  has  nearly  $3,381,000  less  fixed  capital  than  the 
28th  and  29th  Streets  Crosstown,  which  it  succeeded. 

Intercorporate  holdings, —  Division  A  of  Table  XXI  contains 
the  data  of  ownership  by  operating  and  lessor  street-railway  com- 
panies of  stocks  and  obligations  of  controlled  and  associated  com- 
panies. Division  B  shows  investments  other  than  in  associated 
companies  and  contains  summary  figures  for  all  investments.  Text 
Table  36  is  supplementary  to  Table  XXI  and  shows  the  inter- 
corporate relations  between  the  street  railways  and  certain  outside 
holding  companies.  This  supplementary  table  is  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  view  of  the  intercorporate-holdings  situation  for  the 
street  railways  because  the  more  important  holding  companies  are 
business  corporations  which  do  not  report  to  this  Commission. 
In  the  case  of  the  lighting  companies,  where  the  holding  com- 
panies are  also  operating  companies,  the  situation  is  much  simpler 
and  the  facts  more  easily  and  satisfactorily  ascertained. 

The  data  of  Table  35  are  taken  from  various  sources,  which 
are  given  in  footnotes.  The  securities  held  by  the  holding  com- 
panies in  associated  or  controlled  companies  as  reported  in 
financial  manuals  and  journals  are  not  to  be  taken  as  complete  or 
authoritative  in  every  case.  In  some  instances  data  as  of  June 
30,  1913,  or,  in  the  case  of  the  Interborough-Metropolitan,  as  of 
June  30,  1912,  are  used  as  the  latest  and  most  complete.  Some 
companies  have  not  reported  the  book  value  of  holdings  separately, 
and  it  has  been  necessary  to  resort  to  an  estimate  or  to  use  the 
par  value.  It  is  in  most  cases  possible  to  ascertain  that  these 
provisional  figures  are  approximately  true.  The  significance  of 
book  values  of  securities  held  as  indications  of  the  actual  value 
of  assets  is,  of  course,  another  question,  especially  where,  as  is 
commonly  the  case,  book  values  are  determined  by  cost  in  securi- 
ties issued.  The  Interborough-Metropolitan  has  recently  pub- 
lished a  statement  including  a  balance  sheet  (as  of  June  30,  1914) 
showing  its  holdings.  Par  value  figures  are  not  given,  however, 
and  data  as  of  an  earlier  date  are  used  in  the  table.  The  later 
figures  are  added  in  a  footnote.  Holdings  of  the  Brook- 
lyn Eapid  Transit  Company  and  the  Transit  Development  Com- 
pany are  derived  from  figures  reported  in  the  Commercial  and 
Financial  Chronicle.    The  data  there  given  are  for  the  Brooklyn 
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Bapid  Transit  system,  and  holdings  by  operating  companies  are 
deducted  to  obtain  those  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany. For  the  reasons  above  outlined,  the  financial  relations  be- 
tween holding  companies  and  street  railways  are  not  completely 
set  forth  in  Table  35. 

The  final  grand  total  shows  the  holdings  of  First  District  street- 
railway  issues  by  associated  companies  other  than  street  railways. 
Comparisons  with  the  corresponding  total  in  the  1913  report 
should  be  made  only  with  great  caution  as  several  changes  repre- 
sent additional  information  rather  than  an  increase  or  decrease 
in  holdings.  This  warning  applies  especially  to  the  Interborough- 
Metropolitan  holdings.  The  grand  total  of  the  column  '^  Xet  total 
(accounting  net),"  $312,595,872.54,  represents  the  net  holdings 
after  deducting  holdings  by  street  railways  of  the  stocks  and  obli- 
gations of  outside  controlling  or  associated  companies. 
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THE  CITT'S  BAPID-TSAHSIT  SAHBOABS 

The  municipality  has  long  taken  an  active  interest  in  transit 
conditions  and  especially  in  the  promotion  of  rapid  transit  in  the 
city.  The  Rapid  Transit  Commission  constituted  in  1894,  under 
which  construction  work  on  the  existing  subway  was  begun  on 
March  24,  1900,  had  numerous  predecessors,^  The  existing  sub- 
way has  been  in  operation  since  October  27,  1904.  The  extent 
and  character  of  the  financial  interest  of  the  municipality  in  this 
subway  (Contracts  Nos.  1  and  2)  are  easily  stated.  The  contri- 
bution of  the  municipality  is  shown  in  Tables  37-39.  Upon  its 
contribution  the  city  receives  interest  at  whatever  rate  the  bonds 
issued  carry,  and  in  addition,  a  one  per  cent  sinking-fund  pay- 
ment. The  financial  interest  of  the  city  in  the  new  subways  now 
under  construction  is  much  more  complicated,  and  the  return  to 
the  city  depends  upon  results  of  operation. 

The  New  Contracts 

On  March  19,  1913,  contracts  were  consummated  between  the 
city  and  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  between 
the  city  and  the  New  York  Municipal  Railway  Corporation, 
whereby  the  present  rapid-transit  facilities  (subway  and  elevated) 
will  be  more  than  doubled  in  track  mileage.  The  latter  company 
was  formed  in  the  interest  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany, which  controls  practically  all  of  the  street-railway  com- 
panies operating  in  Brooklyn. 

The  new  contracts  with  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit,  known 
as  Contract  No.  3  and  certificates,  provide  for  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  new  lines  in  Manhattan,  The  Bronx,  Brooklyn, 
and  Queens;  the  third  tracking  of  and  extensions  to  the  existing 
Manhattan  elevated  lines  (exclusive  of  the  Sixth  avenue  line) 
and  incidentally  the  reconstruction  of  and  additions  to  the  ex- 
isting power  plant  and  sub-station  equipment.  The  company,  in 
addition  to  equipping  the  subways,  constructing  the  third  tracks 
and  extensions,  and  improving  the  power  plant,  contributes  $58,- 
000,000  (including  the  Steinway  tunnel,  at  a  valuation  of  $3,000,- 
000)  towards  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  new  subways. 

The  contracts  with  the  New  York  Municipal  Railway  Corpora- 
tion, known  as  Contract  No.  4  and  certificates,  provide  for  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  new  lines  in  Manhattan,  Brooklyn

avenue  into  Queens.  The  company,  in  addition  to  equipping  the 
new  lines,  reconstructing  the  elevated  lines,  and  constructing  the 
third  tracks  and  extensions,  contributes  $13,500,000  towards  the 
cost  of  construction  of  the  new  lines,  and  provides  a  physical  con- 
nection between  the  Broadway,  Manhattan,  subway  and  the  Canal 
street  subway  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  these  streets. 

The  terms  of  Contracts  Nos.  3  and  4  are  49  years,  beginning 
with  January  1,  1917.  The  terms  of  the  certificates  are  85 
years,  beginning  with  date  of  operation.  At  the  expiration  of  the 
terms  of  these  contracts,  the  investments  of  the  lessees  in  the  new 
property  revert  to  the  city  without  compensation.  The  city,  if 
it  so  desires,  may  take  over  the  property  any  timo  after  10  years 
from  the  beginning  of  the  leases  upon  making  certain  payments 
based  on  the  unextinguished  costs  borne  by  the  lessees. 

On  June  30,  1914,  the  investment  of  the  city  in  Contracts  Nos. 
3  and  4  was  nearly  $70,000,000;  of  the  Interborough  Rapid 
Transit  in  Contracts  No.  3  and  certificates,  $8,500,000;  of  the 
New  York  Municipal  Railway  in  Contract  No.  4  and  certificates, 
$16,000,000.    Details  are  shown  below. 

Parts  of  the  investments  of  the  city  and  of  the  New  York* 
Municipal  Railway  under  Contract  No.  4  have  been  placed  in 
operation  from  time  to  time,  beginning  with  August  4,  1913. 
The  cost  of  the  lines  in  operation  on  June  30, 1914,  as  determined 
by  the  Commission's  engineer  is  given  in  the  following  table:

3  and  4)  to  render  exact  determinations  of  the 
costs  incurred  each  quarter  by  the  city  and  the  lessees.  Such 
costs  have  been  determined  to  June  30,  1914,  for  Contract  No.  4 
but  not  for  No.  3.  However,  the  figures  submitted  by  the  city 
and  the  lessee  are  available,  though  not  yet  passed  upon  by  the 
chief  engineer.  Hence,  some  of  the  figures  of  the  following  table, 
which  shows  the  investments  of  the  city  and  the  companies  in 
rapid-transit  lines,  are  subject  to  amendment.

It  will  be  noted  that  to  the  city's  disbursements  from  corporate 
stock  for  the  construction  of  the  Manhattan-Bronx  and  Brooklyn- 
Manhattan  railroads,  there  is  added  the  total  expenditures  of  the 
Bapid  Transit  Commission  of  $4,520,753.55,  although  part  of 
this  amount  applies  to  Contracts  Nos.  3  and  4  and  a  part  to  con- 
struction work  other  than  that  connected  with  the  Dual  System. 
As  shown  in  Table  XIX,  the  amount  of  bonds  (corporate  stock) 
issued  by  the  city  to  defray  the  expense  of  construction  under 
Contracts  Nos.  1  and  2  was  $53,804,924.86,  par  value,  although 
the  bonds  were  sold  at  a  premium  of  $1,979,699.32.  A  small 
cash  balance  was  on  hand  June  30,  1914.  The  total  disburse- 
ments to  that  time  were  $55,784,407.91,  as  follows:

Thus  the 
original  contract  price  for  the  Manhattan-Bronx  Eapid  Transit 
Railroad  was  $35,000,000,  of  which  $517,000  remains  unpaid. 
The  cily^s  outlay  on  the  Brooklyn-Manhattan  road  has  been  ap- 
proximately $5,000,000,  but  the  cost  of  construction  to  the  Inter- 
borough  Rapid  Transit  Company  was  considerably  greater.  This 
excess  cost  to  the  company  represents  the  amount  that  it  was  will- 
ing to  pay  for  the  operating  lease,  whereby  it  secured  possession 
of  the  road  for  a  long  term  of  years.  According  to  the  company's 
figures,  this  premium  or  bonus  of  the  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of

636.72.  In  equipping  the  Brooklyn-Manhattan  road  the  company 
has  expended  $1,209,183.83,  and  $34,275,367.20  in  equipping  the 
Manhattan-Bronx  road.  The  total  of  $35,484,551.03  includes 
$487,388.29  for  real  estate.  Details  of  the  outlay  appear  in  the 
addendum  to  the  abstract  of  the  company's  annual  report  on  page 
649  of  this  volume,  where  the  relation  of  these  details  to  the  com- 
pany's balance  sheet  is  also  shown.

Traffic  statistics  and  operating  results  for  "  the  subway  "  as  it 
existed  prior  to  work  under  the  contracts  for  the  network  of  new 
subways  now  under  construction  are  shown  in  the  various  general 
and  text  tables  of  this  report  as  the  figures  of  the  subway  division 
of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit.  The  present  financial  interest 
of  the  city  in  these  results  is,  however,  very  limited.  The  interest 
of  the  public  in  rapid-transit  traffic  conditions  is  more  important. 
Hence  Interborough  traffic  is  discussed  with  reference  to  com-

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parative  data  in  the  rapid-transit  section  of  the  chapter  on  Traffic 
Statistics.*  In  the  present  connection  only  the  financial  results 
of  its  operation  are  dealt  with. 

The  net  earnings  or  gross  profits  of  the  Interborough  subway 
in  1914  were  $11,002,551.74,  after  paying  all  current  expenses 
and  setting  aside  $210,065.39  for  depreciation  (future  renewals 
and  replacements).  Of  the  gross  income,  the  city  received* 
$2,361,064.88  to  pay  the  interest  on  its  bonds  and  the  annual 
sinking-fund  contribution  (1  per  cent)  for  their  redemption. 
The  remainder  was  retained  by  the  Interborough  Eapid  Transit 
Company,  the  lessee.  The  division  of  profits  compared  with  the 
investment  is  shown  below:

Out  of  the  $120,000,000  earned  in  the  entire  period,  the  company 
after  paying  operating  expenses  has  obtained  $50,000,000  and  the 
city,  $20,000,000. 

SesnltB  of  Operatioii  of  the  Centre  Street  Loop  Subway 

On  August  4,  1913,  there  were  placed  in  operation  two  tracks 
of  the  Centre  Street  Loop  subway,  extending  from  Chambers 
street  to  the  Manhattan  terminal  of  the  Williamsburg  bridge.^ 
Beginning  with  this  date,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  LII  of  Contract  No.  4  which  deal  with  temporary  opera- 
tion, the  earnings  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  elevated  lines 
and  of  the  Loop  have  been  pooled  and  deductions  made  as  provided 
in  Articles  XLIX  and  LII  of  the  contract. 

The  results  of  operation  for  the  first  year  (August  4,  1913  to 
July  31,  1914)  are  shown  in  the  following  summary  of  the  re- 
ports filed  by  the  lessee,  the  New  York  Consolidated  Railroad 
Company.

It  appears  that  the  net  earnings  or  operating  income  of  the 
whole  system  were  not  quite  sufficient  to  pay  the  company  its 
preferential  of  $3,500,000  per  annum,  representing  the  assumed 
income  of  the  existing  railways  for  the  two  years  (1915  and  1916)" 
prior  to  initial  operation  of  the  new  subways  set  for  January  1, 
1917.     The  deficiency  was  $134,762.39.

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In  addition  to  this  deficit  the  income  failed  to  meet  the  interest 
and  sinking  fund  charge  on  the  company's  investment  in  equip- 
ping the  Loop  for  operation  and  of  course  yielded  nothing  toward 
the  interest  on  the  cost  of  construction  defrayed  by  the  city.  The 
total  cost  of  construction  to  January  1^  1914,  according  to  the 
determination  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Commission,  was  $14,- 
851,373.55.^  The  lessee  contributed  about  $374,000  to  the  cost, 
leaving  approximately  $14,500,000  to  represent  the  city's  con- 
tribution. The  average  rate  of  interest  on  the  corporate  stock 
issued  by  the  city  to  procure  the  necessary  funds  was  4%  per 
cent,  which  together  with  the  one  per  cent  sinking  fund  install- 
ment to  provide  for  the  ultimate  redemption  of  the  bonds,  make 
the  carrying  charge  for  the  year  on  the  entire  investment  approxi- 
mately $763,000.  But  as  the  subway  is  built  to  accommodate  four 
tracks  and  only  two  of  them  are  now  in  place,  the  chief  engineer 
has  determined  the  cost  of  that  porti<m  of  the  subway  in  actual 
operation  to  be  $7,750,000  (in  round  numbers).  The  total  interest 
and  amc»*tization  chargeable  to  the  operations  of  the  year,  as 
shown  in  the  summary,  was  $363,895.69.  Under  the  provisions 
of  the  contract^  the  deficiency  in  the  return  to  the  company  on  its 
investment  will  accumulate  until  net  earnings  are  sufficient  to 
cover  the  deficit,  while  the  unearned  interest  on  the  city's  invest- 
ment will  be  included  in  the  cost  of  construction. 

It  is  to  be  not«^d  that  during  the  four  months  ending  July  31, 
1914,  the  company  earned  both  its  preferential  and  carrying 
charges  on  the  new  investment,  and  in  May  and  July  its  surplus 
was  large  enough  to  cover  the  city's  interest  But  the  company's 
business  has  always  expanded  in  summer  time  on  account  of  the 
travel  to  Coney  Island  and  other  summer  resorts  and  it  is  not  to 
be  inferred  that  even  the  preferential  will  be  earned  from  August, 
1914,  on. 

There  is  a  special  reason  why  traffic  conditions  as  distinguished 
from  financial  results  are  of  independent  interest  in  connection 
with  the  consideration  of  the  Centre  Street  Loop  operation, 
namely,  that  the  financial  results  to  the  city  are  not  merely  de- 
pendent upon  the  present  and  future  profitableness  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Loop  but  are  conditioned  also  by  the  amount  of  the 
net  earnings  of  the  Brooklyn  elevated  lines  generally.     These

lines  must  obtain  a  certain  amount  of  net  earnings  before  the 
city  begins  to  realize  upon  its  investment  in  the  Loop.  In  other 
words,  if  there  are  profits  from  the  Loop,  they  go  to  the  other 
party  to  the  contract  until  it  obtains  a  certain  preferential,  re- 
gardless of  whether  or  not  it  would  otherwise  have  obtained  that 
amount  without  the  Loop.  If  the  company's  "  preferential "  of 
$3,500,000  represented  the  annual  income  applicable  to  the  in- 
vestment of  the  company  at  the  date  of  the  contract^  March  19, 
1913,  then  the  failure  to  earn  the  preferential  in  the  first  year 
of  operation  of  the  extended  system  might  indicate  that  the  cost 
of  operation  had  increased  in  disproportion  to  the  additional 
revenue.  But  as  already  noted,  the  preferential  represents  rather 
the  estimated  income  for  the  two  years  preceding  initial  opera- 
tion (January  1,  1917).  The  actual  income  in  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1913,  was  $3,380,500  on  the  face  of  the  reports, 
and  $3,186,000  after  charging  depreciation  at  the  rate  required 
by  Contract  No.  4.  The  corresponding  income  for  the  first  year's 
operation  of  the  new  system,  as  shown  in  the  statement  on  page 
148,  was  $3,337,012.  This  is  a  gain  of  $151,000,  which  would 
cover  the  $31,000  of  the  company's  carrying  charges  on  its  invest- 
ment in  the  new  line  and  leave  $120,000  to  apply  on  the  city's 
carrying  charges  of  $363,896. 

For  the  rest,  attention  may  well  be  devoted  primarily  to  an 
examination  of  the  Centre  Street  Loop  traffic  in  relation  to  Brook- 
lyn Rapid  Transit  elevated  operation  generally  in  an  effort  to 
estimate  to  what  extent  the  unsatisfactory  results  to  the  city  of 
the  first  year's  operation  of  a  joint  rapid-transit  enterprise  under 
the  contracts  may  be  due  to  the  operation  of  the  Loop  instead  of 
to  general  and  special  causes  that  must  be  separately  evaluated 
before  a  reasonable  judgment  of  present  and  future  results  can 
be  arrived  at. 

Loop  traffic  analyzed, —  A  segregation  of  the  operations  of  the 
Centre  Street  subway  may  be  effected  by  starting  with  the  traffic 
developed  by  the  line  and  calculating  the  cost  of  handling  it  on 
the  basis  of  average  cost.  Table  46  shows  among  other  things  the 
number  of  cash  fares  collected  month  by  month  at  the  Chambers 
street,  Canal  street  and  Bowery  stations  of  the  Centre  Street 
subway,  and  aggregates  for  two  twelve-month  periods,  the  first, 
however,  lacking  four  days  in  August,  1913. 
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Not  all  of  the  Loop-station  fares  represent  additional  riders, 
some  of  them  having  been  diverted  from  the  old  stations  of  the 
company,  that  is,  from  Delancey  street  (now  Essex  street  station) 
at  the  Manhattan  end  of  the  Williamsburg  Bridge  and  from  Park 
Row,  Brooklyn  Bridge.  The  ticket  sales  at  the  former  declined 
by  6,705,364  and  at  the  latter  by  3,427,488  for  the  twelve  months 
ending  Jnly  31,  1914,  so  that  the  net  gain  at  all  Manhattan  sta- 
tions of  the  company  was  only  4,583,596,  as  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing tabular  statement  comparing  twelve-month  periods  ending 
July  31.

With  few  exceptions,  ticket  sales  at  these  Manhattan  stations 
represent  one-half  of  a  round  trip.  The  buyers  are  either  return- 
ing to  their  homes  in  Brooklyn  or  are  residents  of  Manhattan  who 
will  come  back  on  the  same  line.  In  either  case,  in  the  great 
majority  of  instances,  they  will  pay  in  a  second  nickel  at  some 
Brooklyn  station.  It  is  therefore  safe  to  say  that  the  new  business 
developed  by  the  opening  of  the  Centre  Street  Loop  subway 
amounted  approximately  to  4,583,696  10-cent  fares  or  $458,359 
in  its  first  year. 

This  estimate  assumes  that,  but  for  the  Centre  Street  Loop  ex- 
tension, Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  elevated  trafiic  would  have  been 
stationary  in  1914.  That  such  an  assumption  is  at  least  fair  to 
the  company  is  indicated  by  the  declining  rate  of  increase  of  the 
elevated  division  traffic,  together  with  the  fact  that  its  increase 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  was  1.77  per  cent  as 
compared  with  5.29  for  the  city  as  a  whole,  while  the  rate  for  the 
city  as  a  whole  in  1914  was  2.45,  indicating  general  conditions  so 
unfavorable  to  traffic  as  to  cancel  the  Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit 
elevated  gain  entirely  under  normal  circumstances.  The  surface 
lines  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  gained  only  at  the 
rate  of  0.62  per  cent  in  1914  as  compared  with  5.55  per  cent  for 
1913. 

1  Or  Essex  St.  Station. 
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That  the  increase  in  the  revenues  of  the  New  York  Consoli- 
dated Railroad  Company  for  the  twelve  months  ending  July  31 
(see  Table  50)  were  some  $40,000  less  than  the  $458,000  above 
arrived  at  is  due  in  part  to  specific  circumstances,  among  which 
may  be  mentioned  a  decline  in  the  Coney  Island  traffic  and  the 
fact  that  other  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  surface  companies  issue 
transfers  to  the  elevated  on  which  passengers  go  to  the  Centre 
Street  Loop,  these  companies  instead  of  the  subway  lessee  collect- 
ing the  nickel.  But,  more  important  than  either  of  these  were  gen- 
eral conditions  unfavorable  to  a  traffic  increase  for  1914.  Table 
47  shows  fares  collected  on  the  elevated  division  of  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  system  by  '*  lines."  It  should  be  understood,  how- 
ever, that  these  so-called  lines  are  merely  groups  of  stations  having 
in  some  cases  a  fairly  definable  relation  to  particular  operated 
car  lines,  but  in  other  cases  they  have  no  such  relation  and  in  no 
case  is  there  such  a  relation  as  holds  for  street-surface  lin^  where 
the  fares  are  collected  on  the  cars.  The  composition  of  each  of 
these  groups  of  stations  may  be  ascertained  by  reference  to  divi- 
sion C  of  Table  IX.

The  number  of  tickets  sold  at  Coney  Island  terminals  in  1914 
was  734,400  less  than  in  1913.  At  least  one-qnarter  of  this  loss 
is  due  to  transfer  arrangements  with  the  South  Brooklyn  Railway

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Company,  which  operates  a  connecting  line  to  Norton's  Point 
(Sea  Gate)/  The  New  York  Consolidated  Kailroad  Company 
also  accepts  transfers  from  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  surface  car 
lines  at  Cypress  Hills,  llidgewood,  Church  Avenue,  etc.,  and  there- 
fore does  not  collect  the  nickel  of  such  patrons  as  begin  their 
journey  to  Manhattan  on  one  of  these  connecting  lines.^ 

The  decline  in  Coney  Island  traffic  is  itself  indicative  of  un- 
satisfactory general  conditions  in  the  summer  of  1914,  since  sucK 
amusement-resort  traffic  is  especially  sensitive  to  business  condi- 
tions. But  general  traffic  results  are  a  still  surer  index  and  the 
very  small  per  cent  increase  in  street  railway  traffic  in  the  city 
for  the  fiscal  year  1914  is  sufficient  evidence  of  unusual  condi- 
tions. Street-railway  traffic  in  general  is  not  especially  sensitive, 
thaCt  is  to  say,  it  may  not  show  decreases  but  only  slackened  in- 
creases when  conditions  are  bad.  The  2.45  per  cent  increase  for 
1914  is  the  lowest  rate  of  any  year  for  which  the  data  have  been 
compiled. 

Table  48  shows  in  parallel  columns  the  movement  from  month 
to  month  of  the  traffic  of  the  New  York  Consolidated  and  that  of 
the  city  as  a  whole,  together  with  the  share  of  the  former  in  the 
latter.

The  importance  of  the  summer  season  for  New  York  Consoli- 
dated traffic  is  in  evidence  in  the  third  column  of  the  table.  A 
comparison  of  the  distributive  i)er  cent  of  the  New  York  Con- 
solidated with  the  corresponding  mondis  of  the  previous  year 
shows  a  significant  difference  between  the  year  before  and  the 
year  after  the  opening  of  the  Loop.  The  incidence  of  the  effects 
of  various  causes  upon  traffic  is  different  for  the  part  from  what 
it  is  for  the  whole.  For  twelve  months  from  December,  1913,  the 
comparative  incidence  is  favorable  to  the  New  York  Consolidated, 
but  with  a  reversal  in  December,  1914.  On  comparison  with  the 
Growth  of  Transit  Summary  above  at  p.  18,  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit  elevated  traffic  has  not  in  general 
grown  as  rapidly  as  that  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  indeed  only  once 
in  the  past  ten  years  has  the  rate  of  increase  of  the  former  ex- 
ceeded the  latter,  namely,  in  1907,  a  year  which  is  both  preceded 
and  followed  by  decreases.  The  better  comparative  situation  of 
the  New  York  Consolidated  for  most  of  the  period  of  operation  of 
the  Loop,  as  shown  in  Table  48,  must  be  attributed  to  this  new 
factor  in  the  situation,  even  though  there  may  be  no  resulting 
absolute  gain  to  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system. 

^  For  the  last  six  months,  data  are  provisional  and  sometimes  not  quite  complete. 
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If  the  Loop  is  continuing  to  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  New 
York  Consolidated  traffic  generally,  its  own  rate  of  increase  must 
continue  to  be  large  even  after  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity 
for  a  year  to  adjust  itself  to  the  new  rapid-transit  facility.  Table 
49  serves  to  bring  out  the  fact  that  the  Loop  is  still  a  dynamic 
factor  after  having  been  in  operation  a  full  year.

The  traffic  represented  by  the  fares  collected  at  the  new  stations 
had  by  no  means  got  its  growth  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  after 
their  opening.  The  fact  that  their  increase  over  the  correspond- 
ing period  for  the  previous  year  was  only  14  per  cent  for  De- 
cember as  compared  with  34  per  cent  for  September  is  of  course 
in  large  part  due  to  the  situation  having  reached  a  state  of  com- 
parative equilibrium  during  the  period  in  question,  but  these  and 
the  absolute  increases  to  which  they  pertain  should  both  be  taken 
in  conjunction  with  the  data  showing  more  general  traffic  con- 
ditions. The  November  and  December  gains  at  the  new  stations 
were  made  in  the  face  of  heavy  losses  for  the  Manhattan  stations 
of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  and  losses  even  greater  (in  terms 
of  per  cent  as  well  as  of  absolute  numbers)  for  the  New  York 
Consolidated  generally.  Traffic  for  the  city  as  a  whole  also  lost 
ground  during  these  two  months,  the  per  cent  decrease  being  1.56 
for  November  and  2.64  for  December.  The  rate  of  decrease  was 
somewhat  higher  for  the  city  as  a  whole  than  for  the  New  York 
Consolidated  in  November,  but  it  was  not  nearly  so  great  for  the 
former  as  for  the  latter  in  December. 

All  of  these  comparisons  serve  to  bring  out  or  emphasize  the 
point  that  traffic  conditions  in  the  city  generally  during  the  last 
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months  of  the  calendar  year  1914  were  unfavorable,  the  situation 
being  tte  cahnination  of  a  tendency  operative  for  several  years 
past.  But  the  New  York  Consolidated  has,  on  the  whole,  done 
rather  better  under  these  unfavorable  circumstances  than  has  the 
city  g^ierally. 

It  is  probable  that  some  of  the  slackened  rate  of  increase  in 
.  traffic  is  a  joint  effect  with  a  probable  slackening  of  the  rate  of 
increase  of  population  consequent  upon  the  same  general  cause, 
that  is,  bad  business  conditions.  New  York  City's  growth  further- 
more is  so  largely  dependent  upon  immigration  that  it  may  be 
too  much  to  expect  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  population  since 
1910  has  kept  pace  with  the  rate  of  increase  before  that  year  or 
will  do  so  in  the  next  five  years.  There  is  no  doubt,  moreover,  that 
the  rate  of  growth  of  traffic  is  bound  up  with  the  rate  of  growth  of 
population. 

Cost  wnd  traffic  ratios. —  Operating  expenses  of  the  New  York 
Consolidated  and  certain  other  cost  and  profit  items  are  shown  by 
groups  of  accounts  in  Table  60  for  twelve-month  periods  ending 
July  31,  together  with  certain  traffic  data  and  operating  ratios.

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The  increased  cost  of  operation  of  the  New  York  Consolidated 
for  the  twelve  months  under  consideration  is  apparently  $452,123, 
but  of  this  amount  $258,358  is  for  maintenance  and  includes  more 
adequate  provision  for  depreciation.  Had  equivalent  provision 
(15  per  cent  of  revenue)  been  made  in  the  year  preceding  opera- 
tion of  the  Loop,  the  expenses  for  that  year  would  have  been 
$195,600  larger  than  reported.  Therefore  the  real  increase  in 
operating  expenses  and  taxes  for  the  first  year  of  the  new  system 
was  only  $256,500  as  compared  with  a  gain  of  $418,400>  in 
revenue.  The  surplus  of  $162,000  would  have  been  suflScient  to 
meet  the  carrying  charges  on  the  company's  new  investment  and 
leave  $130,000  to  apply  toward  the  City's  carrying  charges.  This 
is  the  situation  for  initial  operating  conditions  before  traffic  has 
got  its  growth. 

As  shown  in  Table  46  above  and  more  particularly  in  Table  49, 
the  growth  in  traffic  on  the  Centre  Street  subway  has  not  ceased. 
With  general  conditions  unfavorable,  the  Loop  traffic  continues  to 
increase  at  a  high,  though  at  a  rapidly  lessening,  rate.  What 
effect  upon  the  traffic  would  be  produced  by  adequate  additions 
to  the  company's  rolling  stock  is  a  matter  upon  which  it  is  un- 
necessary to  enter ;  as  yet  no  new  cars  have  been  provided  for  the 
additional  route  placed  under  operation. 

The  question  as  to  prospective  profitableness  is  largely  a  ques- 
tion of  present  and  future  conditions  of  operation  as  regards 
density  of  traffic  and  traffic  ratios.  From  this  point  of  view  some- 
what more  analytical  procedure  than  that  above  employed  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  form  a  basis  for  judgment  as  to  whether  the  Loop 
operation  has  as  yet  reached  a  stage  of  normal  traffic  adjustment. 
The  best  available  data  for  this  purpose  are  afforded  by  the  num- 
ber of  car  trips  across  the  bridges  compiled  for  the  Bridge  De- 
partment of  the  City  and  shown  in  the  following  table  in  con- 
junction with  the  numbers  of  passengers  taking  trains  at  stations 
on  the  Manhattan  side  of  the  bridges.

The  loading  of  cars  crossing  the  Williamsburg  bridge  is  not 
proved  to  be  excessive  by  the  average  ratio  of  fares  per  car  trip 
in  the  table,  though  it  looks  that  way  as  compared  with  the  corre- 
sponding ratio  for  the  Brooklyn  bridge.  The  situation  is  not  the 
same  for  the  two,  since  there  is  only  one  station  in  Manhattan 
supplying  passengers  across  the  southerly  bridge  as  compared  with 
four  for  the  northerly,  so  that  a  greater  proportion  of  the  load 
crossing  the  Brooklyn  bridge  is  picked  up  at  stations  in  the  down- 
town district  of  Brooklyn.  In  other  words  the  Williamsburg 
bridge  is  about  the  point  of  heaviest  loading  for  trips  across  it, 
while  the  Brooklyn  bridge  may  not  be  the  point  of  heaviest  loading 
for  cars  crossing  it.  Moreover,  the  Loop  may  be  used  to  some  ex- 
tent for  southbound  traffic  from  Delancey  street.  But  at  any  rate, 
the  traffic  on  the  Loop  is  such  as  evidently  to  utilize  to  the  full  the 
capacity  of  the  rolling  stock  employed  and  indeed  may  be  some- 
what repressed  by  existing  conditions  as  regards  car  service.  It 
should  be  noted  that  riding  across  the  bridges  to  Manhattan  is  not 
represented  in  the  number  of  fares  or  "passengers"  entered  in 
the  table.  Further  growth  would  appear  to  require  additional  car 
service  in  proportion  to  additional  passengers. 

There  remains  a  question  as  to  the  degree  to  which  the  capacity 
of  the  track  and  roadway  of  the  Loop  is  already  utilized.     The 
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fact  that  only  two  of  the  four  tracks  are  now  in  use  has  a  signifi- 
cant bearing  on  this  question,  but  operating  data  throw  further 
light  on  the  situation.  The  comparative  number  of  trips  across 
the  two  bridges  shows  that  at  this  point,  car  service  for  the  Loop 
could  easily  be  more  than  doubled  without  requiring  an  extension 
of  facilities.  The  average  number  of  car  trips  per  day  on  the 
Brooklyn  bridge  for  the  6-months  period  used  was  3,613.  On 
the  4-track  Interborough  subway  between  Brooklyn  bridge  and 
96th  street  6,491  car  trips  per  day  were  operated  in  the  fiscal  year 
1914.  On  the  assumption  that  all  Williamsburg  bridge  trips  are 
run  on  the  Loop  the  number  per  day  on  the  latter  is  1,490.  Ac- 
cording to  this  computation  the  capacity  of  the  Loop  as  a  4-track 
subway  will  be  over  four  times  its  present  use.  Still  there  may 
be  occasion  for  doubt  as  to  whether  the  terminal  and  switching 
facilities  in  the  Loop  as  at  present  used  would  be  adequate  for  an 
increased  train  service.  But  in  this  respect  operating  conditions 
are  likely  to  be  radically  changed  by  the  completion  of  the 
Brooklyn  bridge  connection.  The  Loop  is  in  fact  designed  to  be 
a  terminal  facility  to  be  used  with  all  three  downtown  East  Eiver 
bridges.  Not  until  it  is  operated  in  connection  with  all  three  can 
its  full  poBsibilities  be  judged. 
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ACCIDENTS  AND  CLADiS  (STREET  RAILWAYS) 

The  statistics  of  accidents  on  street  railways,  which  are  pre- 
sented in  general  Table  XI  of  each  annual  report  on  Statistics  of 
Transportation  Companies,  differ  considerably  in  scope  in  the 
present  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1914  from  those  published 
previously.  The  schedules  in  the  report  form  used  for  company 
returns  have  been  changed  in  a  way  to  put  the  emphasis  upon 
details  regarding  claims  and  settlements  rather  than  upon  causes 
of  accidents  and,  for  employees,  upon  class  of  occupation.  Data 
of  the  latter  nature  are  still  reported  to  the  Commission's  Accident 
Bureau,  but  the  companies  are  not  asked  to  compile  the  details  for 
their  annual  returns  to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics.  The  statistics 
here  presented  thus  subserve  primarily  financial  purposes,  in  par- 
ticular the  determination  of  proper  operating-expense  charges  and 
of  the  proper  amount  of  reserves  on  account  of  accidents.  The 
new  material  is,  of  course,  as  yet  not  in  entirely  satisfactory  shape. 

Number  and  Increase  of  Casualties 

As  has  been  explained  in  previous  reports,  owing  to  the  ill- 
defined  character  of  an  "  injury,"  it  is  considered  best  to  take  as 
an  index  of  the  increase  or  decrease  of  casualties  primarily  the 
number  of  persons  killed.  In  the  following  text  table  the  number 
of  serious  injuries,  though  of  less  determinate  significance,  is  also 
used.  During  the  earlier  years  of  the  Commission's  existence, 
the  total  number  of  casualties  appeared  to  increase  enormously, 
doubtless  because  the  system  of  promptly  reporting  accidents  insti- 
tuted by  the  Commission  had  a  progressively  dragnet  effect  upon 
the  total  number  returned.  Later  figures  for  minor  injuries  are 
doubtless  more  constant  in  character  and  of  greater  statistical 
significance. 

The  number  of  persons  killed  during  the  year  1914,  namely, 
217,  is  practically  the  same  as  during  the  two  preceding  years. 
Evidently  the  steady  decrease  which  took  place  from  1908  to 
1912  could  not  continue  because  of  the  exhaustion  of  the  effect  of 
the  universal  adoption  by  the  surface  roads  of  improved  wheel  or 
truck  guards,  nearly  one-half  of  which  were  installed  in  the  fiscal 
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year  1910  and  the  other  half  in  1911.^  But  while  the  number 
killed  each  year  has  ceased  to  diminish  absolutely,  it  has  not  yet 
ceased  to  diminish  relatively  to  the  number  of  passengers  carried, 
as  shown  in  Table  52.  It  has  also  diminished  continuously  since 
1908  relatively  to  car  miles  run  with  the  exception  of  the  year 
1913,  which  showed  a  rate  of  increase  in  car  miles  less  than  one- 
fourth  as  great  as  in  the  three  immediately  preceding  years,  not- 
withstanding a  normal  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers 
carried.

The  number  of  cases  of  serious  injury  relative  to  traffic  does 
not  show  improvement  in  the  safety  of  street-car  operation  equal 
to  that  shown  by  the  number  of  persons  killed.  All  four  1914 
ratios  of  Table  52  that  relate  to  the  seriously  injured  are  larger 
than  the  corresponding  ratios  both  for  1913  and  for  1912.     The

At  the  same  time  it  is 
likely  to  be  diminished  by  cases  of  injury  falling  short,  because 
of  the  new  safeguards,  of  such  d^ree  as  would  cause  them  to  be 
classed  as  serious,  and  these,  because  of  the  greater  number  of 
serious  than  of^atal  injuries,  should  be  greater  in  number  than 
those  similarly  reduced  in  degree  from  the  killed  to  the  seriously 
injured  class.  Hence  the  increase  in  the  reported  number  of 
serious  injuries  indicates  somewhat  worse  conditions,  or  else  a 
changing  classification,  in  successive  years. 

In  respect  to  the  class  of  persons  killed  in  1914,  Table  53  shows 
a  marked  decrease  (from  45  to  38)  in  the  number  of  fatalities 
among  employees.  The  number  among  passengers  and  among 
persons  who  were  neither  passengers  nor  employees  remained 
about  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year.  In  respect  to  the  groups 
of  roads,  the  rapid-transit  lines  show  a  large  increase  in  fatalities, 
and  the  surface  roads  a  corresponding  decrease.  In  1914  con- 
siderably less  than  one-half  as  many  persons  were  killed  in  con- 
nection with  the  operation  of  the  surface  roads  as  in  the  fiscal 
year  1908,  the  first  full  year  of  the  existence  of  this  Commission, 
notwithstanding  an  increase  of  27  per  cent  in  revenue  passengers 
carried  and  of  6  per  cent  in  passenger-car  miles.  The  1914  de- 
crease in  fatalities  is  especially  noteworthy  for  the  New  York 
Railways,  from  65  to  41. 

The  aggregate  numbers  of  casualties  reported,  regardless  of 
degree  of  injury,  are  given  for  each  of  the  years  1910-1914  in 
Table  54.  The  vast  bulk  of  these  casualties  are  insignificant  in 
character,  the  person  injured  being  sometimes  more  frightened 
than  hurt,  or  perhaps  chiefly  affected  with  a  desire  to  establish 
ground  for  an  accident  claim.  The  trifling  character  of  many  of 
these  injuries  and  the  fact  that  the  record  depends  so  largely  on 
the  desire  of  the  person  concerned  and  upon  the  care  taken  to  see 
that  such  desire  is  acceded  to  —  at  least  to  the  extent  of  the  pas- 
senger's name  being  taken  —  naturally  affect  the  comparability  of 
the  data,  since  such  conditions  fluctuate  and  do  not  lend  them- 
selves to  independent  statistical  measurement

The  aggregate  number  of  casualties  shows  a  large  absolute  in- 
crease during  the  4-year  period.  The  rate  per  cent  increase  is 
81  far  all  roads  combined,  60  for  rapid-transit  roads,  and  22  for 
surface  roads.  But  the  base  of  the  rapid-transit  increase  is  much 
smaller  than  that  for  the  surface  roads.  Moreover,  although  the 
amounts  of  traffic  for  the  two  groups  are  approximately  the  same, 
the  increase  in  the  absolute  number  of  casualties  was  greater  for 
the  surface  roads.  Belative  to  the  increase  in  traffic,  however, 
the  number  of  casualties  on  surface  lines  remained  practically 
stationary,  increasing  during  the  4-year  period  only  from  311  to 
814  per  10,000,000  passengers  carried.  The  number  on  rapid- 
transit  lines  on  the  same  basis  shows  a  high  rate  of  increase,  from 
99  to  137  per  10,000,000  passengers  carried.  Safety  appliances 
and  methods  adopted  or  increasingly  used  during  the  period  in 
question  explain  the  stationary  figures  for  surface  roads,  while 
the  increased  congestion  on  the  Interborough  and  Brooklyn  Bapid 
Transit  roads  may  explain  in  large  part  the  great  increase  in  the 
number  of  people  suffering  slight  injuries  on  these  roads. 

The  figures  for  the  New  York  Railways  and  Second  Avenue 
combined  are  practically  those  of  the  former  road.     This  road

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shows  a  phenomenal  decrease  in  casualties,  which  is  in  large  part 
explained  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  its  electric  cars  equipped 
with  air  brakes  increased  from  28  per  cent  of  the  total  in  1910 
to  63  per  cent  in  1914.  The  equally  phenomenal  increase  in  the 
number  of  casualties  relative  to  traffic  shown  for  the  Manhattan 
surface  roads  now  under  Third  Avenue  Railway  control  might  be 
explained  as  due  in  part  to  the  substitution  of  electric  for  horse 
traction.  In  1910,  12  per  cent  of  the  total  active  passenger  car 
miles  of  this  group  of  roads  were  run  by  horse  cars,  while  in  1914 
the  corresponding  ratio  was  only  1/20  of  1  per  cent.  But  for  the 
Third  Avenue  Railway,  which  is  the  only  road  of  the  group  in 
question  which  was  entirely  electrified  in  1910,  the  number  of 
casualties  per  10,000,000  revenue  passengers  carried  increased 
from  257  to  454.  Already  in  1910  practically  all  the  Third 
Avenue  cars  were  equipped  with  air  brakes  (89  per  cent  of  the 
total),  and  the  vast  majority  with  safety  platforms  enclosed  on 
both  sides  (72  per  cent).  The  most  important  inference  to  be 
drawn  from  such  detail  comparisons  seems  to  be  that  the  total 
number  of  casualties,  inclusive  of  minor  injuries,  is  not  a  very 
good  statistical  basis  upon  which  to  build. 

Chims  and  Suits  for  Damages 

As  already  indicated,  the  data  for  the  study  of  damage  claims 
and  suits  is  much  more  abundant  in  1914  than  in  previous  years. 
Further,  in  1914  for  the  first  time,  the  schedule  called  for  data 
for  suits  for  damages  on  account  of  injuries  to  property,  as  well 
as  for  personal  injuries.  The  returns,  however,  indicate  that  the 
suits  brought  on  account  of  damages  to  property  are  almost 
n^ligible  in  number,  and  thus  the  comparability  of  the  figures 
for  1914  with  those  for  previous  years  is  not  appreciably  affected. 
According  to  the  company  returns  not  a  single  suit  based  on  in- 
jure to  property  was  pending  at  the  beginning  of  1914  for  the 
Hudson  &  Manhattan  and  New  York  Railways,  and  there  could 
not  have  been  more  than  3  for  the  group  of  Queens  roads  ex- 
clusive of  the  Brooklvn  Rapid  Transit  lines.  The  figures  for 
suits  for  damages  for  personal  injuries  pending  June  30,  1913,  as 
returned  by  the  companies  for  1913,  and  those  for  suits  for  per- 
sonal and  property  injuries  pending  on  July  1,  1913,  as  returned 
by  the  companies  for  the  fiscal  year  1914,  are  inconsistent  in  the 
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case  of  certain  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  and  Third  Avenue 
system  companies  and  the  Richmond  roads.  The  figures  for  1914 
for  these  companies  appear  to  have  been  compiled  on  a  new  basis, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  arrive  at  the  relative  number  of  suits 
brought  against  these  companies  on  account  of  injuries  to  prop- 
erty. According  to  the  returns  there  were,  for  all  companies 
combined,*  6,183  suits  pending  at  midnight  of  June  30,  1913, 
which  were  brought  on  account  of  personal  injuries,*  and  only 
6,142  suits  pending  at  the  beginning  of  the  business  day  of  the 
following  July  1  which  were  brought  on  account  of  property  or 
personal  injuries.  The  revision  of  figures  in  the  three  groups  of 
companies  just  named  accounts  for  this  discrepancy. 

Table  55  shows  the  movement  of  suits  for  damages  for  the  6- 
year  period  ending  1914,  both  absolutely  and  in  relation  to  traffic.

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It  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  table  does  not  give  figures  for  all  the 
street  railways  of  the  city,  some  14  companies  —  most  of  them 
very  small  as  judged  by  the  scale  of  their  operations  —  being 
omitted  because  of  lack  of  data  for  some  of  the  years  shown  in  the 
table.  The  completeness  of  the  data  in  this  respect  can  be  judged 
from  the  fact  that  the  grand  total  of  suits  brought  in  1914  was 
6,871  — not  including  the  inadequate  returns  of  the  Second  Ave- 
nue and  Mid-'Crosstown  —  of  which  6,642  appear  in  Table  55. 

A  caution  is  also  called  for  as  regards  a  possible  small  duplica- 
tion in  the  figures.  After  judgment  is  rendered,  one  or  the  other 
party  to  the  suit  often  appeals  the  case  to  a  higher  court.  It  is 
not  clear  from  the  returns  whether  a  suit  carried  to  a  higher  court 
is  counted  only  once  by  the  reporting  company,  or  once  for  each 
court  before  which  it  is  brought.  As,  however,  the  number  of 
cases  on  appeal  at  the  close  of  1914  numbered  only  48,  such 
duplication  would  not  materially  affect  the  figures. 

The  number  of  suits  brought  annually  shows  a  remarkable  in- 
crease during  the  5-year  period,  considerably  more  rapid  than  the 
increase  in  traffic.  For  all  companies  combined  the  increase  has 
been  uninterrupted  both  absolutely — as  would  naturally  be  ex- 
pected —  and  relatively  to  traffic.  The  number  of  suits  relative 
to  car  miles  has  increased  at  about  the  same  rate  for  i-apid  transit 
as  for  surface  lines,  the  rate  of  increase  from  1910  to  1914  being 
69  per  cent  for  the  former  group  of  roads  and  72  per  cent  for  the 
latter.  There  was,  however,  an  abnormally  slow  increase  (7  per 
cent  in  the  4-year  period)  in  car  miles  of  surface  roads. 

On  the  basis  of  passengers  carried,  the  relative  number  of  suits 
has  increased  witih.  considerably  greater  rapidity  for  the  rapid- 
transit  lines  than  for  the  surface  lines,  the  respective  rates  of  in- 
crease for  the  4-year  period  being  71  per  cent  and  56  per  cent. 
But,  while  casualties  increased  in  the  4-year  period  at  the  rate  of 
60  per  cent  for  the  rapid-transit  roads,  they  increased  only  22 
per  cent  for  the  surface  roads.  Of  course  the  greatest  room  for 
improvement  in  respect  both  to  casualties  and  resultant  suits  is 
found  among  the  surface  roads.  Proportionately  to  car-move- 
ment, about  seven  times  as  many  suits  are  brought  against  sur- 
face roads  as  against  elevated  or  underground  roads,  and  nearly 
six  times  as  many  on  the  basis  of  revenue  passengers. 

A  comparison  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  suits  brought 
each  year  with  that  in  casualties  shows  that  the  number  of  suits 
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brought  in  1914  represents  an  increase  of  85  per  cent  over  the 
number  brought  in  1910  on  the  basis  of  the  figures  of  Table  55, 
while  the  number  of  serious  or  fatal  injuries  for  all  companies 
reporting  increased  only  15  per  cent,  and  tlie  number  of  minor 
injuries,  only  32  per  cent. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  every  year  a  very  large  majority  of  the 
suits  are  brought  on  the  basis  of  minor  injuries  received.  The 
number  of  suits  brought  during  the  year  1914,  as  shown  in  Table 
55,  was  6,642,  as  compared  with  3,049  suits  disposed  of  by  com- 
promise settlement  or  by  the  final  payment  of  the  judgment,  as 
shown  in  Table  61.  But  it  appears  from  Table  56  that  1,920 
suits  were  "  otherwise  disposed  of  "  during  the  year.  Altogether, 
therefore,  about  4,969  suits  were  disposed  of  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  6,642  brought,  the  difference  being  1,673.  There 
are  some  minor  discrepancies  between  these  figures  or  their  bases 
that  are  not  significant  for  present  purposes.  It  might  be  inferred 
that  the  companies  are  decidedly  in  arrears  with  suits  against  them. 
In  fact,  however,  time-lag  is  an  important  element  in  the  com- 
parison. The  suits  disposed  of  originated  in  accidents  that  oc- 
curred some  time  back  —  often  some  years  back  —  hence  their 
number  must  be  less  than  the  number  that  one  would  expect  to 
result  from  accidents  occurring  during  the  year  1914.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  evident  from  Table  61  that  the  claims  settled 
without  suit  are  chiefly  the  smaller  ones,  and  that  the  occasion  of 
the  claim  in  practically  all  these  cases  arose  in  or  near  1914. 
But  there  will  evidently  be  an  appreciable  retardation  of  the 
effect  of  the  number  of  accidents  —  especially  in  the  case  of 
serious  accidents  —  upon  the  number  of  claims  or  suits,  and  still 
more  upon  the  number  of  resultant  settlements.  On  this  account, 
the  number  of  settlements  of  claims  and  suits  resulting  from 
accidents  occurring  in  1914  will  be  somewhat  larger  than  the 
number  of  settlements  occurring  in  the  same  year,  which  result 
in  part  from  accidents  spread  through  previous  years.  It  should 
be  noted  that  a  '*  claim  "  that  is  ignored  by  the  respondent  com- 
pany is^  for  the  purpose  of  these  statistics,  not  a  claim^  only  such 
claims  as  are  recognized  by  a  settlement  or  such  as  are  pushed  to 
the  extent  of  a  suit  being  so  treated.  To  conclude  —  mere  claims, 
resulting  from  accidents  that  occurred  on  the  average  not  much 
prior  to  the  fiscal  year  1914,  were  19,493,  while  suits  brought 
during  1914  and  resulting  from  accidents  that  probably  occurred 
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on  the  average  considerably  earlier  than  the  daims  settled  without 
suit  were  6,642,  on  the  basis  of  which  data  one  may  guess  the  total 
claims  resulting  from  accidents  occumng  in  1914  will  amoimt, 
not  to  the  sum  of  the  numbers  just  mentioned,  or  26,135,  but  per- 
haps to  30,000.  In  this  last  figure  there  is  room  for  some  claims 
against  companies  for  which  figures  are  shown  in  Division  A  of 
Table  XI,  but  not  in  the  other  divisions,  and  consequently  in 
text  tables  for  accidents  but  not  for  claims  and  suits.  Serious  and 
fatal  injuries  occurring  in  1914  were  2,409,  and  minor  injuries, 
38,437.  Assuming  that  all  the  former  will  result  in  a  claim  or 
suit,  it  appears  that  only  about  11,000  of  the  minor  injuries,  or 
less  than  one-third,  will  not  result  in  a  claim  for  damages.

It  is  evident  from  the  figures  of  Tables  56  and  56  that  the  suits 
brought  during  any  one  year  constitute  only  about  one-half  of 
the  total  suits  active  during  that  year.  The  figure  for  suits 
brought  which  is  entirely  comparable  with  the  12,748  suits  active

Table  56  also  shows  the  con*e- 
sponding  fact  that  of  the  total  suits  active  considerably  less  than 
one-half  are  disposed  of  during  the  year.  The  suits  api)ear  to 
come  on  faster  than  they  are  disposed  of.  In  1914  the  number 
disposed  of  was  1,655,  or  25  per  cent,  less  than  the  number 
brought.  The  suits  brought  against  rapid-transit  roads  progress 
more  rapidly  than  those  brought  against  surface  roads,  and  secure 
a  favorable  judgment  in  a  slightly  larger  percentage  of  cases.  In 
the  case  of  both  classes  of  roads,  about  one-half  of  the  suits  never 
come  to  trial,  being  settled  by  a  payment  to  plaintiff.  The  1,920 
suits  "  otherwise  disposed  of "  include  7  in  which  release  was 
obtained  without  payment  to  plaintiff,  and  3  in  which  claim 
was  outlawed.  For  the  remaining  1,910,  no  definite  information 
is  available  in  the  returns  of  the  companies.  Presumably  they 
consist  for  the  most  part  of  suits  dropped  from  the  court  calendar 
because  the  plaintiff  ceased  to  prosecute  on  account  of  the  hope- 
lessness of  the  outcome,  weariness  in  prosecuting,  death,  or  other 
similar  circumstance. 

Table  57  classifies  the  suits  by  trial  court.  A  suit  for  damages 
may  be  brought  before  a  Municipal  court  only  when  the  amount 
sued  for  does  not  exceed  $500.  For  the  County  court  the  upper 
limit  is  $2,000,  and  for  the  City  court,  $5,000.  No  minimum 
limit  exists  for  these  courts.  For  the  Supreme  court,  there  is  no 
limit  at  all.  For  prosecuting  a  small  claim,  a  lower  court  would 
often  be  chosen  because  a  speedier  hearing  could,  as  a  rule,  be 
obtained  than  in  a  higher  court.

Of  the  suits  active  within  the  year  1914,  nearly  one-half  were 
prosecuted  before  the  Supreme  court.  What  has  been  said  about 
the  speedier  action  of  the  lower  courts  is  reflected  in  the  ratios 
of  suits  disposed  of  to  total  suits  active,  the  lower  the  court  the 
higher  the  percentage  of  suits  disposed  of. 

According  to  the  figures  for  1914,  the  higher  the  court  before 
which  a  suit  is  brought,  the  more  likely  is  the  defendant  company 
to  settle  the  suit  before  trial  by  a  payment  to  plaintiff,  and  the 
less  likely  is  the  suit  to  be  dropped  without  ever  coming  to  a 
decision. 

Table  58  distributes  the  suits  pending  on  June  30,  1914,  ac- 
cording to  year  in  which  accident  occurred.

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The  apparently  good  record  of  the  New  York  Railways  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  this  company  became  an  operating  street  railway 
as  recently  as  December  29,  1911,  or  the  middle  of  the  fiscal  year 
1912  represented  in  the  table.  This  fact  of  new  companies  taking 
over  properties  of  bankrupt  companies  and  starting  with  a  clean 
slate  also  greatly  improves  the  showing  for  the  Third  Avenue 
system.  These  circumstances  render  the  total  for  surface  com- 
panies and  for  all  companies  combined  non-representative  in  char- 
acter. Distributive  ratios  by  years  for  suits  pending  are,  under 
these  circumstances,  not  significant.  Accident  schedules  are  in- 
cluded in  the  annual-report  form  only  for  operating  companies, 
hence  there  are  no  data  available  for  suits  pending  against  com- 
panies that  have  ceased  to  operate  a  street  railway. 

Table  59  gives  a  similar  distribution  of  suits  pending  for  the 
different  trial  courts.  As  would  naturally  be  expected,  a  large 
majority  of  the  suits  pending  before  the  lowest  of  the  courts,  the 
Municipal,  date  back  less  than  one  year,  and  almost  none  date 
back  as  long  as  two  full  years.

Not  only,  as  has  been  seen,  is  the  course  of  a  suit  for  damages 
against  a  street-railway  company  ordinarily  long  drawn  out,  but 
as  shown  in  Table  60,  there  is  great  delay  in  payment  to  the  plain- 
tiff fortunate  enough  to  win  his  suit.  Apparently  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  total  amount  granted  to  plaintiffs  by  the  courts 
within  a  given  year  has  not  yet  been  paid  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
the  vast  bulk  of  the  amount  unpaid  being  held  back  by  appeal  to 
a  higher  court  on  the  part  of  the  company.  Nearly  one-tenth  of 
the  amount  granted  —  on  the  supposition  that  the  different  1914 
figures  are  of  about  tlie  same  relative  magnitude  ns  tlie  figures 
for  adjacent  years  —  is  subsequently  on  appeal  by  the  company 
revoked.

It  will  perhaps  be  surprising  to  some  to  learn  to  how  great  an 
extent  claimants  for  damages  are  appeased  without  resort  to  the 
courts.  As  shown  in  Table  61,  19,493  claims  were  settled  in 
1914  without  bringing  suit,  while  the  number  of  suits  brought 
was  only  6,871.  The  number  of  settlements  made  on  the  basis 
of  a  judgment  formed  only  2  per  cent  of  the  total  settlements. 
although  the  average  amount  of  the  judgments  was  much  larger 
than  other  settlements.  The  great  bulk  (84  per  cent)  of  settle- 
ments of  all  kinds  combined  appear  to  be  made  in  the  same  year 
as  the  accident  occurred,  while  in  the  case  of  judgments,  a.s  is 
evident  from  general  Table  XT,  E,  only  39  per  cent  are  paid  in 
the  same  year  the  accident  occurred.  The  corresponding  ratios 
on  the  basis  of  amounts  paid  are  54  and  10  per  cent,  respectively. 
These  facts  that  so  many  claims  are  settled  out  of  court  and  that 
those  taken  to  court  are  for  comparatively  large  amounts  explain 
in  part  the  slowness  with  which  the  court  cases  are  disposed  of.

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The  average  amount  received  bv  a  successful  claimant,  accord- 
ing to  Table  62,  is  very  small,  $81.55.  It  is  evident  from  the 
figures  that  the  settlements  made  without  a  suit  being  brought 
are  for  injuries  of  a  rather  trifling  character,  the  average  amount 
paid  the  injured  party  being  only  $48.96.  There  is  a  wide  range 
in  the  amounts  the  various  companies  have  been  accustomed  to 
pay  for  such  injuries.

It  is  further  evident  from  the  figures  that  the  larger  claims  are 
not  settled  by  the  company  until  after  the  plaintiff  has  brought 
suit,  the  average  amount  of  settlement  for  suits  compromised  being 
nearly  five  times  that  for  settlements  before  suit.  The  very  large 
figure  for  "  other  surface,"  $453,  is  occasioned  almost  entirely  by 
a  single  company  included  in  the  group,  the  Long  Island  Electric, 
which  was  particularly  unfortunate  in  the  matter  of  accidents 
during  the  year.  The  roadbed  and  tracks  of  the  Far  Rockaway 
division  of  this  road  were  in  such  poor  condition  during  the  year 
that  in  October  this  Commission  directed  that  a  hearing  be  held 
in  the  matter.  The  settlements  for  injuries  made  by  this  com- 
pany in  1914  amounted  to  13  per  cent  of  the  transportation  rev- 
enue, whereas  for  all  companies  combined,  this  ratio  was  only 
2  per  cent. 

The  most  serious  class  of  injuries,  calling  for  the  largest  dam- 
ages, are  usually  not  compensated  for  until  the  court  has  rendered 
a  decision.  The  average  amount  of  judgments  paid  is  nearly 
twelve  times  as  large  as  the  average  amount  of  settlements  before 

,  >  Data  for  the  Tranait  Development  Company  are  divided  between  BrooUsm  Rapid  Transit 
elevated  and  swfaoe  in  the  ratio  of  1:2. 
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suit,  and  more  than  twice  as  large  as  that  for  suits  compromised. 
The  extremely  small  average  size  of  judgments  paid  by  the  New 
York  Railways  ($285.95)  is  noteworthy.  The  Third  Avenue 
roads  paid  judgments  by  far  the  highest  in  average  amount  for 
any  group,  and  about  five  times  the  average  paid  by  the  New  York 
Railways.  The  difference  between  these  two  extremes  is  probably 
due  to  the  practice  of  the  respective  companies  in  the  matter  of 
compromising  claims.  Of  all  settlements  made  by  the  Third 
Avenue  roads,  the  judgments  paid  constitute  only  0.9  per  cent, 
whereas  the  corresponding  ratio  for  the  New  York  Railways  is 
3.7  per  cent.  The  individual  practice  of  companies  in  this  mat- 
ter has  doubtless  a  marked  effect  on  the  differences  in  the  aver- 
ages shown  for  other  companies  also. 


Operating  Expenses  on  Account  of  Casualties 

Table  63  summarizes  all  classes  of  expenses  occasioned  by 
casualties.  A  few  small  companies  are  omitted  because  of  lack  of 
data,  but  as  shown  in  the  table,  the  companies  included  represent 
96  per  cent  of  the  street-railway  industry  of  New  York  City, 
and  the  facts  drawn  from  the  table  may  be  accepted  as  represen- 
tative for  the  city's  street  railways  as  a  whole.  From  data  here 
given,  it  can  be  ascertained  that  in  1914  the  amount  paid  in 
settlements  for  injuries  constituted  only  65  per  cent  of  the  total 
expended  by  the  street  railways  on  account  of  casualties.  Of  the 
total  settlements,  8  per  cent  was  paid  to  employees,  and  92  per 
cent  to  other  claimants.

The  changes  in  the  rates  of  increase  for  the  various  items  of 
expense  from  one  year  to  the  next  are  of  little  significance.  For 
example^  court  costs  and  expenses  fell  off  nearly  one-third  in 
1913,  and  increased  more  than  one-third  in  1914.  Rates  for  a 
series  of  years,  such  as  are  given  below,  are  necessary  to  show  a 
tendency.

The  total  of  Table  63  that  includes  amounts  reserved  for  in- 
juries and  damages  is  not  representative  and  is  not  used  in  the 
above  tabular  statement.  Only  one  company,  the  New  York 
Railways,  has  up  to  1914  kept  such  a  reserve,  and  in  the  past  the 
amount  thus  annually  reserved  has  proved  to  be  excessive.  For 
more  detailed  information  concerning  this  reserve,  the  reader  is 
referred  to  the  chapter  on  Accidents  in  volume  II  of  the  Annual 
Report  of  this  Commission  for  1913.

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The  oompilatioii  of  such  data  relating  to  claims  and  suits  and 
their  results  as  have  just  been  discussed,  taken  in  connection  with 
the  classified  returns  of  accidents,  should  in  time  make  it  possible 
to  estimate  the  appropriate  extent  of  reserves  for  accidents,  and 
the  appropriate  annual  charge  to  operating  expenses,  including 
credits  to  such  reserve,  on  account  of  the  necessary  lapse  of  time 
between  the  accident  that  results  in  a  tort  liability  and  the  pay- 
ment of  such  liability,  which  waits  upon  the  legal  determination 
of  its  amount.  The  distinction  between  the  correctly  accrued 
expense  of  a  given  year  and  the  payments  made  within  the  year 
chargeable  to  the  accounting  class  in  question  is  not  less  important 
in  principle,  though  of  less  magnitude,  as  regards  compensation 
for  injuries  and  damages  than  as  regards  depreciation.  But  at 
present  no  attempt  is  made  to  extend  this  analysis  to  include  this 
possible  use  of  the  additional  data. 
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EMPLOYEES  AND  WAGES  (STBEET  BAILWAYS) 

The  data  for  employees  and  wages  of  general  Table  Xll  are 
in  the  same  form  this  year  as  previously,  but  with  some  additions. 
A  new  division,  XII,  D,  shows  normal  hours  per  day  and  days 
per  week  for  the  occupational  classes  represented  in  Division  B. 
The  classification  itself  is  not  carried  far  enough  to  give  tolerably 
homogeneous  groups,  hence  the  data  suffer  in  quality  and  interest 
on  this  account  as  well  as  because  of  the  incompleteness  of  the 
returns  in  certain  cases.  Similar  data  for  hours  per  day  were 
presented  in  a  text  table  of  the  1913  Report.  In  another  respect 
the  data  of  the  general  table  have  been  extended  this  year  as 
compared  with  last,  that  is,  the  last  division,  distinguished  as 
Division  F  this  year  and  as  E  last  year,  includes  a  majority  of 
the  companies,  instead  of  practically  only  the  Brooklyn  Kapid 
Transit  system.  But  it  is  not  yet  comprehensive,  the  Third 
Avenue  system  companies  being  a  notable  omission.  A  con- 
densed stub  is  used  in  all  the  text  tables  of  this  chapter.  The 
exact  composition  of  its  items  can  be  ascertained  at  will  by  refer- 
ence to  the  general  table. 

Numbers  and  Ag^^gate  Compensation 

Table  64  shows  the  number  of  employees  by  groups  of  roads  at 
the  close  of  each  of  the  fiscal  years  from  1909  to  1914.  The  stub 
classification  is  somewhat  different  for  1914  than  for  the  earlier 
years  chiefly  because  the  return  of  combined  data  for  all  the  com- 
panies of  the  Third  Avenue  systOToi  has  made  it  impossible  to  give 
separate  figures  for  The  Bronx  and  Manhattan.  Certain  mis- 
cellaneous surface  lines  are  also  treated  as  a  single  "other" 
group.  As  a  means  of  bridging  over  the  difference  between  the 
two  bases  of  comparison,  the  1913  figures  are  repeated  and  classi- 
fied in  both  ways. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  figures  of  Table  64  are  for  the  end 
of  the  year,  hence  not  necessarily  perfectly  representative  of  con- 
ditions for  the  years  compared  as  wholes.  The  comparison  of 
amounts  paid  as  compensation  to  employees  from  year  to  year, 
even  though  subject  to  qualification  with  reference  to  possible 
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increases  or  decreases  in  rates  of  pay  during  the  year,  could  be 
used  to  check  the  representative  quality  of  these  close-of-the-year 
figures.  Moreover,  Table  70  contains  data  for  the  average  num- 
ber of  employees  during  the  year,  whidi,  however,  are  to  be  used 
with  caution  and  are  not  inclusive  of  all  companies.

The  two  rapid-transit  companies,  as  well  as  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  system,  increased  the  number  of  their  employees  during 
1914,  while  each  of  the  three  surface  groups  included  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  table  show  a  decrease.  The  Manhattan  and  Third 
Avenue  surface  groups  combined,  which  practically  cover  the  sur- 
face lines  of  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx,  show  an 
average  decrease  of  over  2  per  cent  per  annum  for  the  five  years

Table  65  contains  merely  the  relative  numl)ers  corresponding  to 
the  absolute  data  of  general  Table  XII,  B.  The  most  important 
ratio  of  the  table  shows  the  proportion  of  compensation  classed  as 
fixed-capital  expenditures.  The  very  character  of  the  ratios,  how- 
ever, suggests  that  the  distinction  made  is  not  absolutely  reliable, 
though  the  figures  are  doubtless  representative.  The  amounts  un- 
der "  services  for  other  companies  and  miscellaneous  "  need  to  be 
apportioned  to  the  proper  definite  classes,  and  they  cannot  be 
simply  pro-rated,  since  the  charges  for  other  companies  are  likely 
to  be  for  construction  rather  than  for  operation,  and  this  column 
includes  suspense  items.  Any  large  fluctuations  from  year  to 
year  in  amounts  paid  in  compensation  are  likely  to  reflect  chiefly 
variation  in  construction  work  and  fixed-capital  charges.

A  small  increase  took  place  in  1914  in  the  percentage  of  total 
compensation  paid  to  officers  and  also  to  general-office  employees 
for  all  companies  combined.  The  corresponding  percentages  for 
1912  were  3.07  and  5.71,  respectively;  and  for  1911,  2.87  and 
5.57.  The  percentage  of  compensation  paid  to  office  employees 
in  the  different  groups  shows  a  wide  range,  from  2.28  for  the 
Hudson  &  Manhattan  to  9.26  for  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
system.  There  is  also  much  variation  from  year  to  year  in  the 
larger  companies.  This  is  shown  in  the  following  tabular  state- 
ment.

Some  of  the  large  annual  variations  for  a  single  company  are 
doubtless  due  to  changes  in  classification,  whereby  department 
heads  and  chief  clerks  are  sometimes  classed  as  junior  officers 
without  any  change  in  their  duties.  Hut  such  inconsistencies  of 
classification  are  eliminated  in  the  sum  of  the  two  classes.  The 
percentage  of  compensation  paid  to  the  two  salaried  classes  com- 
bined shows  a  continuous  and  progressive  change  for  some  of  the 
companies,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  Tnterborough  and 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit,  which  have  been  moving  in  opposite 
directions.  In  1911,  after  a  reduction  from  the  previous  year, 
and  also  between  1909  and  1910,  the  proportion  of  this  part  to 
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the  total  payroll  for  the  Interborough  was  still  1.73  points  op  2'> 
per  cent  higher  than  the  corresponding  proportion  for  the  Brook- 
lyn Eapid  Transit.  In  1914  it  was  3.41  points  or  28  per  cent 
lower  than  for  the  latter  system.  This  was,  however,  due  more  to 
the  rapid  increase  for  the  latter  than  to  the  further  decrease  in 
the  Interborough  proportion.  During  the  same  period,  the  Hud- 
son &  Manhattan  reports  a  decrease  in  the  proportion  of  office 
payroll  to  the  total  from  8.41  per  cent  to  5.65  per  cent,  or  about 
one-third,  while  all  the  surface  roads  combined,  excluding  those 
of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  (excepting  the  Coney  Island 
and  Brooklyn  in  1914),  increased  this  proportion  from  8.49  to 
9.27  per  cent,  or  about  one-twentieth. 

Division  B,  in  comparison  with  the  corresponding  table  for 
1913,  shows  decreases  in  the  percentage  of  compensation  charged 
to  operating  expenses  for  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan,  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  system,  and  all  companies  combined;  Comparison 
with  similar  percentages  for  earlier  years  shows  that  there  is  no 
considerable  progressive  change;  indeed,  the  net  change  in  the 
four  years  has  been  much  less  than  was  the  change  in  the  single 
year  1912,  indicating  fluctuation  rather  than  development  as 
characterizing  such  ratios  generally. 

The  tabular  statement  below,  carrying  back  Division  C  per- 
centages to  1910,  shows  some  increase  in  proportionate  expendi- 
ture for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures,  and  a  decrease  in 
electric  power-plant  operation.  The  latter  is  doubtless  due  to  the 
lease  of  the  Third  Avenue's  plant  to  the  New  York  Edison,  from 
which  this  road  now  purchases  its  power.  This  of  course  affects 
the  other  distributive  ratios  somewhat.  The  comparison  is  as 
follows :

Table  XII,  A,  shows  employees  by  departments  and  should 
afford  dassificatory  data  of  interest  in  connection  with  those  just 
discussed,  but  the  division  lines  of  this  departmental  classifica- 
tion are  not  distinct  and  certain,  hence  it  should  be  used  with 
caution. 
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Supply  of  Employment 

Data  as  to  the  amount  of  employment  and  its  variation  are  not 
provided  for  in  the  schedules  of  the  street  railway  annual  report 
form  to  the  same  extent  as  in  the  gas  and  electrical  report  forms. 
Returns  of  part  time  employment,  of  number  of  appointments 
and  reappointments  in  certain  occupations,  and  of  aggregate  time 
worked,  however,  are  available,  and  all  are  of  interest  from  this 
point  of  view.  Data  indicating  seasonal  changes  in  employment, 
except  so  far  as  the  comparison  of  average  numbers  employed 
with  such  numbers  at  the  close  of  the  year  may  in  part  show  such 
an  effect  —  though  not  unmixed  with  the  effect  of  progressive  or 
developmental  change  —  are  not  available,  still  less  data  of  num- 
bers and  compensation  of  wage  earners  from  week  to  week. 

The  amount  of  new  employment  afforded  by  the  street  railways 
for  certain  of  the  more  important  and  characteristic  classes  of 
employees  is  a  factor,  but  not  the  only  one,  in  determining  the 
character  of  the  data  of  Table  66  showing  appointments  and  re- 
appointments during  the  year.  This  table  is  primarily  of  interest 
in  relation  to  the  character  of  the  supply  of  employment.

It  is  remarkable  that  appointments  during  the  year  occasionally 
equal  or  exceed  the  number  of  employees  occupying  positions  as 
conductors,  motormen,  etc.,  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number 
of  reappointments  is  a  necessary  check  upon  the  significance  of 
the  first  column  but  does  not  have  the  effect  of  essentially  modify- 
ing the  impression.  Aside  from  three  very  small  roads  included 
in  the  table,  two  of  which  are  operated  for  a  part  of  the  year 
only,  there  is  no  case  where  reappointments  form  one-half  of  the 
total  appointments.

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The  smallest  proportions  of  new  men,  as  shown  by  number  of 
appointments  less  reappointments,  appear  to  be  among  all  classes 
of  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  employees.  The  largest  propor- 
tion appears  in  the  case  of  the  conductors  of  the  New  York  Rail- 
ways and  of  the  Third  Avenue  svstem.  There  is,  of  course,  an 
unknown  number  of  new  employees  who  retired  from  the  service 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  If  one  did  not  take  this  fact  into 
account  he  might  conceive  the  idea  that,  in  the  case  of  the  con- 
ductors of  the  New  York  Railways  and  a  few  other,  roads,  none 
of  the  employees  in  service  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  served  any 
previous  year.  The  average  term  of  service  for  other  classes  of 
employees  appears  to  be  much  longer  than  it  is  for  conductors. 
The  percentage  of  new  appointments,  less  reappointments,  to  the 
number  employed  at  the  close  of  the  year,  for  each  of  the  occu- 
pation classes  so  far  as  reported,  is,  excluding  the  New  York 
Railways,  as  follows:  Conductors,  61.0,  motormen,  38.1,  guards, 
18.7,  and  ticket  agents,  10.4. 

The  extent  of  part-time  employment  at  the  close  of  the  year  — 
but  not  as  yet  for  all  companies  —  is  indicated  in  Table  XII,  F, 
and  in  the  derivative  text  table  67  below  at  page  187.  The  table 
in  question  is  primarily  of  interest  as  showing  average  wages  by 
occupation,  hence  is  merely  referred  to  in  this  connection. 

The  extent  of  part-time  employment,  due  to  sickness,  termina- 
tion of  employment  during  the  week,  or  any  other  cause,  is  about 
29  per  cent  for  all  occupations  combined  for  the  last  week  of  the 
fiscal  year  1914.  This  is  probably  not  the  best  week  to  use  for 
such  a  purpose,  that  is,  it  is  probably  not  entirely  representative 
of  normal  conditions. 

The  data  of  aggregate  time  employed,  contained  in  Table  XII, 
B,  and  in  condensed  form  in  the  derivative  Table  67,  offer  possi- 
bilities of  comparison  in  terms  of  actual  time  units,  from  com- 
pany to  company  and  from  year  to  year,  but  these  data  also  are 
not  available  for  all  companies,  and  variations  during  the  year 
are  not  shown  nor  their  causes  indicated. 

Average  Compensation  and  Bates  of  Pay 

Average  compensation  per  week  for  full-time  and  part-time 
employees  separately  is  shown  by  occupations  in  Table  67  for 
the  group  of  companies  included  in  Table  XII,  F.     This  table

includes  figures  for  26,384  full-time  employees.  The  correspond- 
ing table  in  the  1913  Report  included  data  for  10,805,  who  were 
employees  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  and  the  Rich- 
mond surface  roads.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  is  due  to 
the  inclusion  of  1914  of  data  for  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit, 
Hudson  &  Manhattan,  New  York  Railways  and  several  surface 
lines  operating  in  Brooklyn  and  Queens.  The  Third  Avenue 
system  is  now  the  only  important  omission.

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The  average  compensation  for  the  26,000  employees  is  a  trifle 
over  $16  a  week.  The  somewhat  higher  compensation  for  the 
office  force,  $18.63,  has  only  enough  weight  in  the  total  to  raise 
the  general  average  from  $16.01  to  $16.13  a  week.  The  aver^ 
ages  by  occupation  are  of  somewhat  qualified  significance  owing 
to  the  condensed  character  of  the  occupational  classification.  The 
occupation  of  engineer,  howevier,  is  sufficiently  distinctive  (though 
few  are  so  reported),  and  shows  the  highest  average,  $26.07  a 
week.  Next  come  inspectors,  etc.,  with  $20.79,  and  third,  pas- 
senger motormen,  with  $19.26.  It  is  noteworthy  that  there  is  a 
difference  of  $2.59  a  week  between  the  earnings  of  conductors  and 
motormen. 

The  percentage  of  part-time  employment  for  the  companies  in- 
cluded in  Division  F  of  Table  XII  in  1914  for  the  first  time  is 
very  much  larger  than  it  is  in  the  companies  already  included  in 
previous  years.  As  a  result  the  grand  total  percentages,  in  number 
and  in  compensation  respectively,  increased  from  20.23  and  10.29 
in  1913,  to  28.74  and  15.03  in  1914.  The  table  this  year  includes 
about  two-thirds  of  all  the  street  railway  employees  of  the  city, 
and  may  for  the  first  time  be  considered  as  fairly  representative. 
The  highest  percentage  is  shown  for  the  horse-car  drivers,  21  part- 
time  as  compared  with  27  full-time.  The  New  York  Hallways 
shows  a  very  large  proportion  of  part-time  conductors,  610  being 
part-time  as  compared  with  1,096  full-time.  The  percentage  shown 
for  this  occupation  for  all  companies  combined  is  over  40  per  cent, 
and  guards  show  a  still  greater  degree  of  part-time  employment. 
The  lowest  percentage  is  shown  for  the  office  staff  and  engineers, 
the  part-time  compensation  being  less  than  2  per  cent  of  the  total 
for  these  occupations. 

Table  68  is  derived  from  Table  XII,  E,  and  shows  average 
rates  per  hour  for  conductors,  guards,  motormen  and  drivers,  for 
practically  all  companies.

The  data  of  Table  68  show  a  general  increase  in  the  average 
wages  of  conductors  or  guards  during  the  year  1914.  The  only 
exceptions  are  in  the  case  of  the  Third  Avenue  system  and  the 
Manhattan  roads  exclusive  of  that  system,  which  show  decreases 
of  0.51  cents  and  0.40  cents  per  hour,  respectively.  Classifying  by 
motor  power,  only  the  horse  roads  show  a  decrease  and  that  is  0.31 
cents  per  hour.  Changes  in  this  average,  it  should  be  noted,  are 
quite  as  likely  to  be  due  to  changes  in  the  average  period  of  service 
as  to  change  in  scheduled  rates  of  pay  per  hour.  The  increases  in 
the  grand  total  averages  were  0.39  cents  for  the  conductors  or 
guards,  and  0.38  cents  for  the  motormen  or  drivers.  The  largest 
increase,  1.76  cents,  is  shown  for  the  Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit 
elevated  motormen. 

The  grand  total  averages  as  of  the  last  week  of  the  fiscal  year  for 
the  five  years  ending  with  1914  show  an  increase  every  year, 
for  both  conductors  or  guards  and  motormen  or  drivers.     Diir-

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ing  the  i-year  period  the  average  for  conductors  increased 
1.75  cents,  or  8  per  cent,  while  that  for  motormen  increased  2.25 
cents,  or  9  per  cent.  The  largest  advances  were  shown  in  1910  and 
1913.  The  comparatively  large  increase  in  the  average  for  the 
motormen  might  be  due  in  part  to  the  relative  increase  in  the 
number  of  underground  and  elevated-train  motormen,  these  being 
paid  about  40  per  cent  more  than  surface<sar  motormen.  But 
since  1910,  though  not  since  1909,  the  surface  roads  have  shown 
a  greater  rate  of  increase  in  tra£Sc  than  the  rapid-transit  lines. 

It  is  possible  to  test  the  influence  of  seniority  upon  changes  in 
these  averages  by  a  careful  use  of  the  data  of  Table  XII,  E,  but 
there  is  a  strong  presumption  that  the  increases  mentioned  are  due 
chiefly  or  entirely  to  actual  changes  in  rates.  Such  data  for  rates 
by  years  of  service  are  also  of  some  independent  interest  as  indi- 
cating permanency  of  employment.  Actual  changes  in  rates  per 
hour  for  the  current  year  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  Table  69.

Rates  of  pay  of  conductors,  motormen  and  guards  for  1913  and 
1914  are  shown  in  Table  69  only  in  case  changes  occurred.  A 
comparison  of  the  two  basic  columns  of  figures  gives  the  changes 
in  rates  which  have  gone  into  effect  during  the  year.  For  the 
companies  included  in  the  table,  the  conductors,  it  appears,  were 
generally  raised  one  cent  an  hour.  The  exceptions  were  the  fourth- 
year  men  on  the  Second  Avenue,  who  were  raised  two  cents,  and 
the  Third  Avenue  system  men,  whose  compensation  was  unchanged 
except  for  a  reduction,  according  to  the  returns  made,  of  two  cents 
in  the  rate  per  hour  for  second-year  men  and  one  cent  for  the

in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  1913  the 
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third  to  fifth-year  mea  on  the  Westchester  Electric  aad  Union 
lines.  There  were  no  decreases  for  motormen,  and  nearly  all  re- 
ceived an  increase  of  one  cent  per  hour.  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
first-year  motormen  received  an  increase  of  4  cents^  and  Second 
Avenue  fourth-year  motormen  an  increase  of  2^  cents.  The 
Brooklyn  Bapid  Transit  guards  also  received  a  general  increase 
of  one  cent.  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  only  six 
companies  reported  any  change  in  rates  for  either  of  these  classes 
of  employees  during  the  year  1914.  This  number  compares  with 
16  in  1913,  and  9  in  1912. 

Still  another  kind  of  average-compensation  figures  is  presented 
in  Table  70,  which  consists  of  the  totals  of  general  Table  XII,  B. 
These  data  are  not  quite  comprehensive  for  all  companies.  It 
should  also  be  noted  that  the  figures  for  the  Third  Avenue  system 
include  the  Yonkers  Eailroad. 

If  the  data  of  the  first  column  of  this  table  could  be  considered 
entirely  satisfactory,  the  average  compensation  for  the  various 
classes  of  employees  per  year  could  be  derived  by  simple  division 
into  the  data  of  the  second  column.  There  is  no  reason  why  such 
an  average  should  not  be  obtained  if  it  is  used  with  due  regard 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  not  statistically  unimpeachable  but  only  a 
rough  indication  of  the  truth.  To  determine  accurately  the  aver- 
age number  of  employees  for  a  considerable  period  of  time,  such 
as  a  year,  would  require  careful  records  and  a  considerable  amount 
of  computation,  such  as  employers  are  seldom  willing  to  under- 
take. It  supposes  a  careful  and  unambiguous  definition  of  what 
constitutes  f uU  time,  and  a  careful  record  of  actual  time  worked  by 
each  employee.  The  aggregate  for  the  latter  data  is  shown  in 
Table  70  with  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy,  but  the  former  element 
in  the  calculation  can  be  satisfactorily  determined  only  by  an 
investigator  very  close  to  the  facts.  Such  an  average  number  is, 
indeed,  usually  determined  by  taking  the  numbers  on  selected  rep- 
resentative payrolls,  perhaps  for  the  middle  weeks  of  twelve 
months,  perhaps  only  for  four  weeks  representing  the  various 
seasons,  and  sometimes  with  little  attention  paid  to  whether  the 
weeks  averaged  are  representative  or  not.  Whether  the  total  num- 
ber of  names  on  each  payroll  used  is  taken,  or  only  those  working 
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more  than  a  specified  time,  say  two  days,  is  a  question  that  on^t 
to  be  carefully  considered.  The  point  is  that  not  much  reliance  can 
be  placed  on  averages  returned  unless  the  method  of  their  com- 
putation is  more  carefuUy  defined  and  supervised  than  it  is  in  the 
case  of  wage  data  returned  to  this  Commission. 

Average  compensation  per  unit,  on  the  other  hand,  does  not 
require  cautionary  qualification  as  regards  the  reliability  of  the 
basic  data  of  the  ratio.  Compensation  is,  of  course,  carefully 
recorded  and  checked.  Time  worked  is  only  less  carefully  ac- 
counted for,  or  rather  as  carefully  accounted  for  but  perhaps  not 
so  weU  handled  in  the  process  of  aggregation,  because  less  r^ularly 
compiled.  The  weakness  of  these  averages  is  in  the  occupational 
classification,  which  falls  far  short  of  the  ideal  of  putting  likes 
and  only  likes  together. 

Seductions  of  time  from  one  unit  to  another  are  often  made  for 
the  text  table,  but  without  crossing  the  line  between  months  and 
days  except  in  a  case  where  the  amount  of  time  so  reduced  was  too 
insignificant  to  be  regarded.  Beduction  of  hours  and  weeks  to  days 
is  effected  by  means  of  the  data  of  Division  D  of  general  Table

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Janitors,  office  watchmen,  messengers,  etc.,  have  the  lowest  rate 
of  daily  wages,  $1.79.  But  women  clerks  and  bookkeepers  on  a 
monthly  wage  averaging  only  $37.09  are  receiving  only  about  40 
per  cent  of  the  monthly  wage  average,  $90.77,  of  the  janitor-mes^ 
senger  class  of  labor,  and  not  one-half  of  the  average  for  men  clerks 
and  bookkeepers.  But  since  the  reports  of  the  New  York  Railways 
and  Brooklyn  Kapid  Transit  are  incomplete  or  discrepant  in  regard 
to  women  employees,  this  comparison  has  no  great  importance. 
However,  as  both  of  these  large  errors  consist  in  including  women 
clerks  with  men  clerks,  and  thereby  reducing  the  average  of  the 
latter,  it  is  evident  that  the  actual  difference  in  average  pay  of 
the  sexes  is  greater  than  here  shown,  provided  the  36  women 
listed  as  "  women  clerks  and  bookkeepers  "  are  fairly  representa- 
tive of  their  occupational  class. 

As  to  the  higher  of  these  averages,  significant  specific  com- 
parisons are  not  easy  to  make  satisfactorily  for  two  good  statis- 
tical reasons,  one  being  the  smallness  of  the  numbers  for  the  higher 
averages,  the  other  being  the  greater  heterogeneity  of  the  class  in 
terms  of  actual  salaries  as  the  distance  from  the  rather  compre- 
hensive and  rather  "  dead  "  level  of  unskilled  or  little  skilled 
laborers  increases.  The  superior  attractiveness  of  the  general 
office  is  in  evidence  in  the  high  salaries  that  some  in  this  group 
receive.  The  fact  that  average  earnings  for  this  group  are  not 
much  above  that  for  the  wage-earner  class,  as  shown  above,  is  not 
at  all  inconsistent  with  this  statement. 

The  class  of  motormen  is  large  enough  and  well-defined  enough 
to  permit  of  comparing  the  average  earnings  of  $2.78  per  day 
with  the  average  rate  of  motormen  per  hour  shown  in  Table  XII, 
E,  which  is  the  average  for  7,396  electric-contact  motormen  at 
27.33  cents  and  203  storage-battery  motormen  at  '25  cents,  or 
27.27  cents  per  hour  for  the  two  classes  combined.  It  may  be 
inferred  that  the  average  length  of  the  actual  working  day  is  10 
hours,  of  course  not  exactly  that,  but  only  inappreciably  more. 
On  the  assumption  that  the  average  number  of  motormen  re- 
turned, that  is,  6,568,  represents  the  number  of  positions  of  this 
class  which  the  street  railways  had  to  fill  during  the  year,  the 
normal  number  of  day's  work  per  man  per  year  is  326.     This 
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seems  rather  too  high,  especially  as  the  day's  work  is  on  the 
average  full  10  hours.  Sunday  work  is  evidently  not  in  general 
counterbalanced  by  other  time  off  during  the  week. 

Classified  Fnll-Time  Eamings 

The  data  presented  in  Table  71  are  compiled  from  Division  F 
of  Table  XII,  which  gives  information  of  this  kind  as  far  as 
reported  by  transportation  companies  to  the  First  District  Com- 
mission. The  number  of  full-time  employees  for  whom  weekly 
earnings  were  so  reported  in  1914  was  26,884,  as  compared  with 
10,805  in  1913.  The  figures  given  here  for  all  reporting  com- 
panies combined  indicate  prevalent  or  modal,  and  high  and  low, 
wages  in  the  specified  occupations.  Table  71  also  gives  for  each 
occupation  the  ratio  of  the  number  in  each  wage  class  to  the  whole 
number  of  employees  in  the  occupation. 

It  appears  that  with  the  exception  of  "  managers,  etc.,"  the 
^*  inspectors,  train  starters,  etc.,"  are  the  only  class  of  employees 
whose  wages  average  over  $20  a  week.  The  modal  wage  is  near 
the  average  wage  of  $16.13.  Of  the  total  number  of  employees 
11,295,  or  42.8  per  cent,  receive  less  than  $15  a  week,  while 
only  7,890  receive  as  much  as  $17.50.  These  wage  figures  are 
considerably  more  favorable  to  the  women  than  were  those  of  the 
1913  table,  which  included  only  about  two-fifths  as  many  em- 
ployees as  the  1914  table.  The  increase  in  1914  in  the  number 
of  companies  reporting  these  data  adds  value  to  the  table,  although 
it  prevents  the  comparisons  with  1913,  to  indicate  changes,  which 
would  otherwise  be  made.

[Under  date  of  May  21,  1904,  the  company  with 
the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Ccmpany,  New  York  City  Railway  Company  and  tne  Coney 
Idand  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company  entered  into  an  aicreement  with  the  City  of  New  York 
to  operate  cars  acroa?  the  WilliamsburR  bridse,  wherein  the  Bridge  Operating  Company  agreed 
to  operate  cars  on  the  surfa^^e  tracks  of  the  said  bridge,  charging  passengers  for  a  single  tnp  across 
the  said  bridge  not  more  than  three  cents,  or  five  cents  for  two  tickets.

The  New  York  Railways  Company  through  title  bo  sec\irities  acquired  December  30,  1911, 
ill  the  reorganisation  of  the  Me1»)politan  Street  Railway  Company,  has  the  rig^t  to  exercise 
the  major  part  of  the  voting  power  in  this  company,  holding  $1,398,900  out  of  $2,100,000  par 
value  of  outstanding  stock. 

Stockholders  and  Members. —  On  June  20.  1914,  the  total  voting  power  was  21,000,  each  holder 
of  $100  par  value  of  stock  having  one  vote;  the  number  of  stockholders  was  222,  of  whom  184 
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resided  in  the  State  of  New  York  and  held  19,920  shares.  At  the  last  general  meeting,  June  8, 
19H,  there  were  cast  15,814  votes;  W.  Leon  Pepperman  and  H.  M.  Fisher  cast  one  vote  each  on 
behalf  of  himself,  and,  under  a  joint  proxy,  cast  14,019  on  behalf  of  corporate  members  and 
1,793  on  behalf  of  individuals.

Leased  February  14.  1893,  for  999  years  to  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  the  lessee

pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets,  etc.,  on  which  the  demised  railroads  existed,  in  accordance 
with  statutory  or  municipal  regulations.  On  the  other  hand,  this  company  agreed,  on  the  expira* 
tion  or  sooner  termination  of  the  lease,  to  pay  to  the  lessee  the  actual  cost  of  all  property, 
extensions,  branches,  additions,  improvements  and  equipments  paid  for  by  the  lessee  for  use  in 
connection  with  the  operation  of  the  railroads  of  the  lessor,  less  the  cost  of  such  part  thereof  as 
was  required  to  preserve  said  railroads,  extensions,  branches,  additions,  etc.,  in  good  serviceable 
condition  and  less  the  cost  of  such  part  thereof  as  was  necessary  to  secure  efficiency  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  railroads.  As  a  guarantee  and  security  for  the  performance  of  its  covenants,  lessee 
agreed  to  deposit  with  a  trustee  $4,000,000.  the  income  on  which  should  belong  to  lessee.    The

—  The  Uniform  Ssrstem  of  Accounts  prescribed  by  the  Commission  lor  street 
railway  companies  provides  that  operating  expenses  shall  include  under  the  head  of  naiirtenanoe 
the  estimated  amoant  of  capital  consumed,  which  is  defined  as  '*  the  amount  eetimwted  to  be  neces- 
sary to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  "  during  the 
fiscal  period.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  baaed  on  a  nde  'iiiieiiiiinni! 
by  the  aocoonting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  From  the  total  estimated  deteri- 
oration during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the 
remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depredation  aeoounta  have  been  provided  in  eperating 
expenses,  **  Depreeiation  of  Way  and  Structures  "  and  "  Depreciation  of  Equipment  **,  and 
amounts  chu^ed  to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  aooount  '*  Accrued  Amortisa- 
tion of  Capital ",  which  is  the  official  titto  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  wiBoh  tpraperty 
retirements  are  chargeable  at  original  cost.

below  contained. 

The  ^  Transit  Company  "  agrees  from  and  after  the  date  of  this  agreement  and  during  the 
continuance  thereof  to  take  over  and  employ  all  the  officers  and  employes  of  tire  parties  df  iSie 
second  part,  or  such  of  the  same  as  may  be  neceasary,  now  engaged  in  the  conduet  of  tSie  premises 
hereinabove  leased,  and  in  the  maintenance,  repair,  renewal  and  coostnietion  of  the  tradks,  road- 
beds, sub  and  supeistruetures,  poles,  wires,  appurtenances,  and  buildingB  of  the  pailass  of  the 
second  part;  to  administer  the  premises  hereinabove  leased;  to  furnish  all  labor  and  materiaOs 
necessary  for  maintaining,  repairing  and  renewing  all  car  and  electrical  equipment  'banging  to 
the  parties  of  the  second  part  and  all  track,  roadway,  sub  and  supentraotuies,  poles,  'mxm, 
appurtenances  and  bufldings;  and  to  furnish  all  neceasary  materials  and  lAm  required  for  l9ie

first  receive  the  authorisation  therefor  from  the  company  for  -whose  baaefit  such  vdditiaiis  and 
improvements  or  such  car  and  electrical  equipment  may  be  furnished,  and  shall  bill  the  cost 
thereof  to  the  company  from  which  such  authorisation  is  received,  and  such  cost  will  be  repaid 
to  the  *'  Transit  Company  "  by  such  company  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
statement  of  cost.

ft  Suburban  Railroad  Company  and  Coney  Island  ft  Gravesend  Railway  Company,  are  hereby 
designated  as  "  Surface  lines." 

As  to  all  labor  performed  (including  engineering  services),  and  all  materials  furnished  in  the 
maintenance,  repair  and  renewal  of  all "  Surface  Lines,"  such  as  track  and  roadway,  sub  and  super- 
structures, poles,  wires,  appurtenances  and  buildings,  other  than  work  of  an  extraordinary 
character  above  provided  for,  the  cost  to  the  '*  Transit  Company  "  of  furnishing  the  same,  includ-

to  the  above  agreement  as  modified  by  the  agreement  dated  November  1,  1908  and  as  further 
modified  by  the  agreement  dated  August  1.

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tng  rentals  for  repair  shops  leased  by  the  *'  Heights  Company  "  shall  be  repaid  by  the  parties  of 
the  second  part,  respectively,  in  the  following  manner: 

On  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  eaoh  month  after  the  first  month  of  this  agreement,  each  of  the 
parties  of  the  second  part  hereto  operating  **  Surface  Lines."  will  file  with  the  **  Transit  Company  " 
a  statement  showing  the  car  mileage  of  all  cars  operated  by  the  company  filing  said  statement 
whether  on  its  own  tracks  or  on  the  tracks  of  other  companies,  during  the  preceding  month.

shall  be  repaid  by  the  parties  of  the  second  part  respectively  in  the  following  manner; 

On  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month  after  the  ilrst  month  of  this  agreement,  eadi  of  the 
parties  of  the  second  part  hereto  operating  *'  Elevated  Lines  "  will  file  with  the  **  Transit  Company  *' 
a  statement  showing  the  car  mileage  of  all  cars  operated  by  the  company  filing  said  statement, 
whether  on  its  tracks  or  on  the  tracks  of  other  companies  during  the  preceding  month. 

The  gross  elevated  car  mileage  thus  reported  by  the  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  be  divided 
by  the  **  Transit  Company  "  into  the  aforesaid  repair,  maintenance  and  renewal  cost  of  "  Elevated 
lines  "  and  the  resulting  quotient  will  be  the  price  per  car  mile  which  shall  be  charged  to  each  of 
the  parties  of  the  second  part  operating  "  Elevated  lines,"  and  the  *'  Transit  Company  "  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month  shall  bill  eadi  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part  for  such

Borough  of  Brooklsm  [now  occupied  by  Transit  Devdopment  Company]  that 
the  "  Transit  Company  "  will  pay  to  the  "  Heights  Company  "  as  rent  for  said  40  State  street, 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  per  annum  and  that  all  of  the  provisions  of  said  agreement 
of  February  28, 1907,  relating  to  the  time  and  manner  of  paying  such  rental  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  said  agreement  governing  the  property  leased,  shall  apply  to  the  premises  hweby 
leased.

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htkvt  the  tnisteee  re-inture  auoh  propcrtiM  m  deemed  deoxvble,  the  undeietandiiig  and  acreement 
being  that  any  profits  detiyed  from  this  re-insurance  should  enure  to  the  benefit  of  each  partieq>ant 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  premiums  paid  —  an  adjustment  to  be  had  at  the  close  of  each 
insurance  year,  but,  before  deiermininc  the  profits  for  a  siTen  year,  interest  should  first  be  com- 
puted on  the  particqMttion  certificates  issued  in  respect  of  the  preceding  yean  so  that  all  beneficiaries 
would  receive  an  equitable  apportionment  of  any  profits  made.

Organised  August  5,  1873,  under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  entitled  "  An  act  to  au- 
thorise the  formation  of  nulroad  corporations,  etc.,'*  passed  April  2,  1850.  Authority  to  construct 
and  operate  the  road  was  given  under  special  act  of  the  Legislature,  chapter  160,  Laws  of  1873.

The  lease  of  the  Metropolitan 
Street  Railway  to  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  carried  with  it  the  lease  of  this  company's 
property.  On  and  aftor  October  1,  1907,  the  Receivers  of  the  New  York  Citjr  Railway  continued 
the  operation  of  this  oompanv's  line  thou^  the  rental  was  not  paid  as  provided  by  the  original 
lease.  The  Receivers  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  received  permksion  from  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  of  the  Southern  District  of  New  York  to  default  m  rental  payments,  but  on  May  1 , 
1908,  this  company  accepted  the  proposal  of  the  Receivers  dated  April  30,  1908,  in  which  they 
ai^eed  to  operate  the  property  of  this  company  for  at  least  one  year  under  the  other  terms  of  the 
origixial  lease,  provided  they  be  exempted  n-om  the  annual  payment  of  the  rental  of  15  per  centum 
<m  this  company's  capital  stock.  On  April  30, 1909,  this  company  accepted  the  modifying  proposal 
of  the  Receivers  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway,  in  which  they  agreed  to  operate  the  property  of 
this  company  according  to  the  other  terms  of  the  oric^nal  lease  provided  that  they  be  relieved  from 
the  annual  payment  of  rental  of  15  per  centum  on  this  company's  capital  stock,  from  the  pajrment 
of  interest  on  the  $2,250,000  three-year  notes  of  this  company,  and  from  the  payment  of  franchise 
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uixee,  said  agreement  to  oontinue  in  force  subieot  to  a  oanoeUation  notioe  of  30  days  by  «ther  party, 
or  until  the  dose  of  the  Reoeiverahip  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway,  if  not  sooner  oanoelled. 

*'  Interest  in  entire  property  of  the  corporation  now  in  posseeaion  of  New  York  Railways  Com- 
pany, which  company  under  an  agreement  dated  January  16,  1914,  agreed  to  continue  to  operate 
the  property  of  this  oompanv  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  January  1,  1914,  and  to  pay  from  that 
date  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and  other  fixed  charges  of  this  company  together  with  its 
obligations  under  a  certain  lease  between  this  company  and  the  Chrietopner  A  10th  Street  Rail- 
road Company,  dated  April  26,  1890,  and  obligations  under  other  contracts,  except  the  rental  on 
the  outstandin|(  capital  stock  of  this  company,  the  interest  on  its  three-year  5  per  cent  notes  and 
the  bonds  securmg  the  same  and  franchise  taxes.  This  arrangement  to  continue  in  force  subject 
to  a  cancellation  notice  of  thirtv  days  by  either  party.

From  the  total  estimated  deteriora- 
tion during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  r^Mtirs,  and  the  remainder 
is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  operating  expenses, 
"  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  "  and  '*  Depreciation  of  Equipment ",  and  amounts  charged 
to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  "  Accrued  Amortisation  of  C4>ital ", 
which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  prcq;>erty  retirements  are  charge- 
able at  original  cost.

of  the  property,  (4)  not  to  charge,  without  the  oonsent  of  the  lessor,  less  than  five  cents  for  a  con- 
tinuous ride  upon  this  company's  line  and  connection  or  branch  thereof  unless  compelled  by  law , 
(5)  to  pay  all  taxes  and  assessments,  (6)  to  pay  an  annual  rental  of  $215,000  and  (7)  at  the  expiration 
or  earlio*  termination  of  the  lease  to  turn  over  all  property,  struetures,  etc.,  to  the  lesscNr  and  pro  perty 
equal  in  value  at  least  to  that  turned  over  to  the  lessee  at  the  time  of  the  lease.

FIFTH  AVBNUB  COACH  COMPANY 

The  Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Company  was  incorporated  on  July  24,  1896,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Stock  CorporatiMi  Law,  to  take  and  possess  the  property  uid  franohiBes  of  the  nfth  Avenue 
Transportation  Company,  Limited.  Tms  latter  company  was  incorporated  October  29,  1885, 
under  chapter  61 1  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  of  the  State  of  New  York.  On  February  7, 1895,  the  Supreme 
Court.  New  York  County,  appointed  Daniel  T.  Hom,  receiver  of  aU  the  property  of  the  Fifth 
Avenue  Transportaticm  Company,  Limited,  and  on  July  17,  1895,  said  court  ordered  its  sale, 
which  sale  was  made  on  October  17, 1895,  for  a  consideration  of  $10,450.  to  Ward  Campbell,  who 
subsequently  became  one  of  the  inoorp<H'ators  and  origina]  directors  of  the  new  company.  On 
November  3,  1897,  said  Ward  Campbrnl  transferred  aU  riahts,  Uceoses,  privileges,  franchises  and 
property  acquired  from  the  receiver  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Traasportation  Company,  Limited,  and 
all  properties  and  rights  aoqtdred  by  subsequent  purchase,  to  the  Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Company, 
for  a  consideration  of  S40.000.  The  property  as  purchased  contained  the  rif^t  to  run  or  drive 
stages  from  89th  street  down  Fifth  avenue,  acroes  Washington  park,  along  West  Broadway  to  the 
Bleecker  street  elevated  station  and  return.  Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  657  of  the  Laws  of 
1900,  and  by  approval  of  the  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners,  this  route  has  been  twioe  estoided 
on  August  2,  1900,  and  on  Fcibruaiy  21,  1901. 

The  certiflcate  of  incorporation  provided  that  the  maTimum  amount  of  the  company's  capital 
stock  should  be  $300,000.  consisting  of  3,000  shares,  and  aU  shares  should  be  common  stock.  By 
a  special  meeting  held  for  that  purpose  on  September  3,  1897,  the  capital  stock  was  reduced  to 
$50,000,  divided  mto  500  shares  of  common  stooc  at  which  amount  it  stiU  stands.

—  The  Uniform  System  of  Accounts  prescribed  by  the  Commission  for  street 
railway  companies  provides  that  operating  expenses  shall  include  under  the  head  of  maintenance 
the  estimated  amount  of  capital  constimed,  which  is  defined  as  "  the  amount  estimated  to  be  neoea^ 
sary  to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  as  have  acorutd  "  during  the 
fiscal  period.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  determined 
by  the  accounting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  From  the  total  estimated 
deterioration  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the 
remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  operat- 
ing expenses,  "  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  "  and  "  Depreciation  of  Equipment,"  and 
amounts  charged  to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  "Accrued  Amortisa- 
tion of  Capital,"  which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciated  reserve,  against  which  property 
retirements  are  chargeable  at  original  cost.  Under  date  of  May  1«  1913,  this  company  filed  with 
the  Commission  rules  of  depreciation,  effective  February  1,  1913,  which  provide  that  $161,881  be 
deposited  each  year  in  monthly  installments  and  invested  at  4  per  cent  compound  interest.

The  Commission  consented  to  this  plan  and  authorised  (1)  a  first  lien  and  refunding  mortgage 
to  secure  the  issue  of  $65,(X)0,000  5  per  cent  bonds,  payable  in  1957,  and  redeemable  at  105  at  any 
interest  date,  and  the  issue  under  this  mortgage  of  $37,035,000  bonds.  It  also  authorised  (2)  an 
adjustment  income  mortgage  to  secure  $33,574,000  bonds  and  authorised  the  issue  of  the  bonds 
under  this  mortgage.  These  bonds  to  be  payable  in  1957,  redeemable  at  par  on  interest  date, 
the  rate  of  interest  to  be  5  per  cent,  if  the  income  is  sufficient,  the  interest  not  to  be  cumulative 
prior  to  January  1,  1920,  but  cumulative  thereafter.  The  Commimion  required  the  creation  of  a 
sinking  fund  to  amortise  within  the  period  of  the  life  of  the  bonds,  (1)  the  amount  of  $2,184,586.23, 
representing  the  unamortised  debt  discount  and  expense  on  the  original  first  mortgage  bonds 
refunded  and  (2)  $1,604,806.60,  representing  (a)  expenses  in  connection  with  the  refunding 
($1,053,045)  and  (b)  the  amount  to  be  amortised  in  connection  with  payment  of  interest  on  original 
first  mortgage  bonds  and  operating  back  taxes  ($451,851.60). 

ADDENDUM   NO.  2 

The  Readjustment  Reserve  was  explained  in  the  copy  of  a  letter  dated  January  8, 1914,  from  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Hudson  A  Manhattan  Railroad  Ck>.  to  the  President,  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mission by  the  company  in  connection  with  the  annual  report.

—  The  Uniform  System  of  Accounts  prescribed  by  the  Commission  for  street 
railway  companies  provides  that  operating  expenses  shall  include  under  the  head  of  maintenance 
the  estimated  amount  of  capital  consumed,  which  is  defined  as  **  the  amount  estimated  to  be 
necessary  to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  "  during 
the  fiscal  period.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  deter- 
mined by  the  accounting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  From  the  total  estimated 
deterioriation  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and 
the  remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in 
operating  expenses,  "  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  "  and  "  Depreciation  of  Equipment." 
and  amounts  charged  to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  "Accrued 
Amortization  of  Capital."  which  is  the  ofl!icial  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which 
property  retirements  are  chargeable  at  original  cost.  Under  date  of  June  28,  1913,  this  company

Incorporated  January  25,  1808  [tmder  chapter  505  of  the  Laws  of  the  StAte  of  New  York  passed 
1890  with  an  authorieed  capital  of  $1,000,000.  The  Third  Avenue  Railway  Company  owns  80 
outstandiuK  shares,  represented  by  certificatt^  in  names  of  directors.  The  exclusive  right  to 
subscribe  the  remaining  9,914  shares  was  given  to  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company.  The 
franchise  was  granted  bv  the  Municipal  Assembly  and  approved  by  the  mayor  in  January,  1900. 
This  franchise  covered  that  part  of  the  Kingsbridee  road  from  163d  street  and  Amsterdam  avenue 
to  Broadway,  and  that  part  of  Broadway  from  Manhattan  street  north  to  230th  street  in  the 
Bronx,  across  the  partem  Ship  Canal  bridge.  The  franchL<)e  ako  covered  a  route  in  the  Bronx 
from  West  230th  street  and  Riverdale  avenue  northerly  to  the  Yonkers  city  line.  The  only  part 
of  the  railroad  that  has  been  built  is  the  section  from  Amsterdam  avenue  at  163d  street,  along 
Kingsbridge  road  to  Broadway  and  169th'  street,  and  up  Broadway  to  and  across  the  bridge  over 
the  Harlem  Ship  Canal  to  225th  street.  The  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company  owns  only  its  fran- 
chiiie  and  its  tracks.  The  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company  built  the  road  in  order  to  reach  its 
large  car  house  and  power  house  at  218th  street  but  used  the  name  of  a  new  corporation  because 
the  new  franchise  was  limited  to  twenty-five  years  and  its  own  franchises  were  not  limited.

period.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  determined  by 
the  accounting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Conmiission.  From  the  total  estimated  deteriora^ 
tion  during  the  period  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the  remainder 
is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  operating  expenses, 
"  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  '*  and  **  Depreciation  of  Equipment,**  and  amoimts  charged 
to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  '*  Accrued  Amortisation  of  Capital,** 
which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  property  retirements  are  charge- 
able at  original  cost.

The  following  is  derived  from  the  final  order  of  the  Commission  in  Case  1660,  dated  February  5, 
1914,  and  the  Opinions  in  said  esse  filed  February  27,  1914: 

The  Manhattan  and  Queens  Titu^on  Corporation  by  petition  dated  March  8,  1913,  applied 
to  the  Commission  for  authority  to  issue  $1,500,000  common  capital  stock,  a  first  mortgage  of 
$10,000,000  to  secure  an  issue  of  5  per  cent  bonds,  and  $1,500,000  of  such  bonds,  the  stock  and 
bonds  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  property  and  to  complete  the  construction  and  equipment 
of  an  electric  street  surface  railroad.  The  street  railroad  referred  to  was  that  which  the  South 
Shore  Traction  Co.  had  proposed  to  build  and  a  part  of  which  it  had  constructed.  The  control 
and  operation  of  the  street  railroad,  however,  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  receivers  of  the  pn^ 
erty  of  the  South  Shore  Traction  Co.  The  receivers  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  MacArthur 
Bros.  Co.,  contractors,  for  the  sale  of  the  franchises  and  property  of  the  South  Shore  Traction  Co., 
and  MacArthur  Bros.  Co.  organised,  or  caused  to  be  organized,  the  Manhattan  and  Queens  Trac- 
tion Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  all  the  property  and  franchises  within  the  City 
of  New  York.  On  March  7,  1913,  an  agreement  was  made  between  the  MacArthur  Bros.  Co. 
and  the  Manhattan  and  Queens  Traction  Corporation  under  which  the  MacArthur  Bros.  Co. 
agreed  to  have  transferred  to  the  Manhattan  &  Queens  Traction  Corporation  the  franchisee  and 
incidental  rights  of  the  South  Shore  Traction  Co.  and  to  construct  and  equip  a  double  track  elec- 
tric railroad,  together  with  a  car  bam,  repair  shop  and  cars,  and  to  cause  to  be  given  to  the  Man- 
hattan ft  Queens  Traction  Corporation  a  guaranty  of  the  payment  of  any  deficit  there  might  be 
in  the  interest  on  $1,500,000  bonds  above  net  earnings  for  three  years,  and  the  traction  company 
agreed  in  ooqsideration  thereof  to  issue  to  the  MaoArthiu*  Bros.  Co.  $1,480,000  stock  and 
$1,500,000  first  mortgage  5  per  cent  bonds. 

Counsel  for  the  Commission  having  advised  that  the  issuance  of  the  stock  to  the  MacArthur 
Bros.  Co.  (not  a  railroad  corporation)  would  be  illegal,  the  Manhattan  ft  Queens  Traction  Co. 
stated  that  they  would  proceed  with  the  application  irrespective  of  the  contract. 

On  February  5,  1914,  the  Commission  authorised  the  issuance  of  $765,000  capital  stock,  but 
on  March  6, 1014,  the  company  filed  a  formal  notice  withdrawing  its  application  of  March  8,  1913, 
and  on  March  10th  the  Commission  issued  an  order  abrogating  its  order  of  February  6,  1914.

ADDENDUM 

Corporate  history  of  Manhattan  Railway  Company  as  outlined  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Com 
mission  in  Case  No.  572  (P.  S.  C.  Reports,  vol.  I,  p.  200): 

The  Manhattan  Railway  Company  was  organised  December  20,  1875,  under  the  Rapid  Transit 
Act,  chapter  600  of  that  year,  with  a  capital  stock  of  $2,000,000.  Its  routes  were  adopted  Septem* 
ber  2,  1875.  by  the  Commission  appointed  imder  that  Act  by  the  Mayor  and  approved  by  the 
'  Common  Council  September  7,  1875,  and  by  the  General  Term  August  15,  1876.  The  routes 
fixed  by  the  commissioners  covered  in  part  the  routes  of  the  New  York  Elevated  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Metropolitan  Elevated  Railway  Company.  These  roads  Wtfe  later  taken  into  the 
Manhattan  Railway  Company  through  leases  and  surrender  of  stock  to  it  under  the  provisions 
of  section  70  of  the  Railroad  Law  and  of  chapter  254  of  the  Laws  of  1867,  which  ante-dated  the 
Railroad  Law.  The  New  York  Elevated  Railroad  Company  vras  so  merged  February  3,  1800. 
The  Metropolitan  Elevated  Railway  Company  was  so  merged  May  7,  1804,  and  the  Suburban 
Rapid  Transit  Company,  whose  routes  were  north  of  the  Harlem  river,  was  merged  with  the 
Manhattan  Railway  Company  by  certificate  filed  June  30,  1801. 

With  reference  to  these  roads,  it  may  be  sufiicient  to  say  for  the  purpose  of  reference  that  the 
New  York  Elevated  Railroad  Company  was  organised  in  October,  1871,  under  the  Railroad  Act 
of  1850.  and  succeeded  in  December,  1871,  by  foreclosure  of  mortgage  to  the  rights  of  the  West 
Side  and  Yonkers  Patent  Railway  Company,  organized  June  25,  1866,  under  Laws  of  1866,  ch^!>ter

was  substantiaUy  the  route  of  the  present  Ninth  Avenue  and  Third  Avenue  Elevated  Railroads; 
that  the  Metr<q;>olitan  Elevated  Railway  Company  began  as  the  Gilbert  Elevated  Railway  Com* 
pany,  organised  under  Laws  of  1872,  ohapter  885,  1873,  ehapter  837,  and  1874,  chapter  275;  that 
its  name  was  changed  to  Metropolitan  Elevated  Railway  Company  by  order  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  Special  Term,  June  6,  1878,  and  that  its  route  was  that  <»overed  substantiaUy  by  the  Sixth 
Avenue  and  Second  Avenue  Elevated  Road;  that  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  Company  was 
incorporated  in  May,  1880.  under  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  of  1875,  chapter  606,  and  took  by  lease 
and  merger  under  the  provisions  of  ohapter  254,  Laws  of  1867,  two  railroads  with  authorised 
routes  north  of  the  Harlem  river,  both  known  as  the  New  York,  Fordham  &  Bronx  Railway  Com- 
pany, one  organised  November  30,  1883,  under  ehapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850,  and  the  other 
organised  under  the  Rapid  Transit  Act  of  1875,  ohaptor  606,  and  that  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit 
Company  was  leased  to  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company  April  1,  1801. 

On  May  20,  1879,  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company  took  leases  of  the  New  York  Elevated 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Metropolitan  Elevated  Railway  Company,  in  pursuance  of  which 
it  assumed  to  the  extent  of  $8,500,000  of  principal  the  bonds  of  each  of  the  said  companies,  and 
agreed  to  pay  the  interest  of  said  bonds  and  10  per  cent  upon  the  stock  issue  of  each  of  buch  com- 
panies to  the  amount  of  $6,500,000.  The  relations  of  the  three  companies  continued  to  be  more 
or  less  oomplioated,  but  finally  under  an  agreement  bearing  date  August  1,  1884,  the  stock  of  the 
two  elevated  railroad  companies  was  exchanged  for  stock  of  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company, 
And  the  stock  of  the  Manhattan  Company  became  $26,000,000,  of  whiob  120  shares  of  Manhattan 
stock  represented  each  100  shares  of  New  York  Elevated  Railroad  stock;  110  shares  of  Manhattan 
stock  represented  every  100  shares  of  Metropolitan  stock,  and  the  remaining  $11,050,000  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Manhattan  company  represented  the  $18,000,000  of  common  stock  of  the 
Manhattan  company.  This  $26,000,000  of  issued  stock  was  known  as  consolidated  stook  under 
the  terms  of  that  agreement. 

At  the  time  when  the  lease  was  made  by  the  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  Company  to  the  Man- 
hattan Railway  Company,  and  the  agreement  for  the  surrender  of  the  stook  of  the  Suburban 
in  exchange  for  stock  of  the  Manhattan  oompany  was  made,  the  stook  of  the  Manhattan  company 
was  increased  to  $30,000,000,  the  $4,000,000  inorease  representing  $4,000,000  of  stock  of  the 
Suburban  company  which  was  to  be  ttiken  over.

The  Twenty-eighth  and  Twenty-ninth 
Streets  Croestown  R.  R.  Co.  was  placed  in  receiver's  hands  on  October  1 ,  1908,  and  sold  January  22, 
1912,  by  Referee  to  Bondholders'  Committee,  who  organised  the  Mid  Croestown  I^.  Co.,  Inc., 
to  take  over  franchises  and  property.^)  The  Third  Avenue  Ry.  Co.,  as  agent  for  the  bondholders, 
carried  on  the  business  of  the  road,  until  April  17,  1914,  when  the  Mid-Crosstown  Ry.  Co.,  Inc., 
took  possession  and  began  operation  of  its  property.  The  Third  Avenue  Ry.  Co.  owns  all  of 
this  company's  stock.

—  The  Uniform  System  of  Accounts  prescribed  by  the  Commission  for  street  rail- 
way comiMuiiee  provides  that  operating  expenses  shall  include  under  the  head  of  maintenance  the 
estimated  amount  of  capital  consumed,  which  is  defined  as  "  the  amount  estimated  to  be  necessary 
to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  "  during  the  fiscal 
period.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  determined  by 
the  accounting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  From  the  total  estimated  deteriora- 
tion during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the  remainder 
is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  operating  expenses,

From  the  total  estimated 
deterioration  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and 
the  remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in 
operating  .expenses,  **  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  **  and  *'  Depreciation  of  Equipment,'* 
and  amounts  charged  to  these  acoounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  **  Accrued  Am<Mr- 
tisation  of  Capital,'*  which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  property 
retirements  are  chargeable  at  original  cost.

HitUfry. —  [This  company  was  incorporated  September  27,  1012,  and  is  the  lessee  company 
(representing  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  interests)  under  subway  contract  No.  4.] 

By  agreement  with  the  New  York  Consolidated  Railroad  Company,  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sion February  4,  1013,  the  Municipal  Corporation  acquired  the  right  to  operate  the  existing 
elevated  lines  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system,  which  are  owned  by  the  New  York  Con- 
solidated Railroad  Company,  but  by  a  subsequent  agreement  approved  by  the  Commission  <mi 
March  25,  1013,  the  Municipal  Corporation  leased  its  property,  franchises,  rights,  etc.,  to  the 
New  York  Consolidated  Railroad  Company,  which  thus  remains  the  operating  company  and 
aamimM  the  obligation  of  the  subway  contract  with  respect  to  oporation  of  the  new  rapid  transit 
lines.  The  New  York  Municipal  Railway  Corporation,  howevo',  is  the  comjAuy  through  which 
the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  is  making  its  investment  in  the  new  lines. 

By  consent  of  the  Commission  tpnax  January  31, 1013,  the  Municipal  Corporation  was  authorized 
to  issue  for  cash  at  par  capital  stock  of  $100,000.  The  Consolidated  Company,  by  consent  of  the 
Commission  given  January  81, 1013,  will  acquire  the  capital  stock  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Municipal  Cor]x>ration. 

The  Brooklsm  Rapid  Transit  Company,  by  contract  dated  October  1,  1012,  agreed  to  issue  on 
behalf  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  $40,000,000,  and  $20,000,000  additional,  as  needed,  of  its 
six-year  5  per  cent  notes,  maturing  July  1,  1018,  with  which  to  purchase  equal  amounts  of  bonds 
of  the  Municipal  Corporation  at  07  per  cent  of  par.  The  discount  and  all  expenses  incident  to 
the  issue  <rf  $40,000,000  of  notes  by  reason  <rf  tliis  agreement  are  made  charges  against  the  Municipal 
Corporation. 

On  March  20, 1013,  the  Commission  gave  its  consent  to  the  execution  by  the  Municipal  Corpora- 
tion of  a  first  mortgage  to  the  Central  Trust  Company  to  secure  $100,000,000  of  5  per  cent  bonds 
of  July  1,  1012,  due  January  1, 1066  (coterminous  with  lease),  and  also  authorised  the  immediate 
iasue  of  $40,0(X),000  at  not  less  than  07  to  xvovide  funds  to  finance  its  subway  obligations,  as 
follows: 

A.  Contribution  to  oost  of  construction  <A  new  subways $11 ,384 ,000 

B.  Cost  of  equipment  of  subways 16,000,000 

C.  Cost  of  reconstruction  of  existing  railroads 6, 154,000 

D.  Third  tracking  of  existing  railroads 4,000.000 

E.  Jamaica  Avenue  and  Liberty  Avenue  Elevated  extensions 2,462,000

Fnrn  the  total  estimated 
deterioration  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  upended  in  repairs,  aiul  the 
remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  operat- 
ing expenses,  '*  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  '*  aikd  "  Depreciation  of  Equipment,"  aiul 
amounts  charged  to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  '* Accrued  Amortisa- 
tion of  Capital."  which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  property 
retirements  are  chargeable  at  original  cost.

—  The  Uniform  System  of  Accounts  prescribed  by  the  Commission  for  street 
railway  companies  provides  that  operating  expenses  shall  include  under  the  head  of  maintenance 
the  estimated  amount  of  capital  consumed,  which  is  defined  as  "  the  amount  estimated  to  be 
necessary  to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  '*  during 
the  fiscal  period.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  deter- 
mined by  the  accounting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  FVom  the  total  estimated 
deterioration  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the 
remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accoimts  have  been  provided  in  operating 
expenses,  "  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures "  and  "  Depreciation  of  Equipment,**  and 
amounts  charged  to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  "Accrued  Amortixa- 
tion^of  Capital,*'  which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  propwty 
retirements  are  chargeable  at  original  cost.

—  The  uniform  system  of  accounts  prescribed  by  the  Commission  for  street  rail- 
way companies  provides  that  operating  expenses  shall  include  under  the  head  of  maintenance 
the  estimated  amount  of  capital  consumed,  which  is  defined  as  "  the  amount  estimated  to  be 
necessary  to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsoleeeence  and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  "  during 
the  fiscal  period.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  deter- 
mined by  the  accounting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  From  the  total  estimated 
deterioration  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the 
remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  oper- 
ating expenses,  **  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  "  and  "  Depreciation  of  Equipment,"  and 
amounts  charged  to  these  accounts  are  conciirrently  credited  to  the  account  "  Accrued  Amortisa- 
tion of  Capital,"  which  is  the  pfBcial  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  property 
retirements  are  chargeable  at  original  cost.  Under  date  of  Novembw*  29,  1909,  this  eompany 
filed  with  the  Commission  rules  of  depreciation  which  provide  $85,100  per  annum  for  maintenanoe 
of  way  and  structxires  and  $31,800  per  annum  for  maintenance  of  equipment.

SESTH  AVEIHTE  RAILROAD  COMPANY 


Incorporated  December  27,  1851  [under  the  Laws  of  1850].  On  February  1,  1892^  the  property 
and  franchisee  of  this  company  were  leased  to  the  Houston,  West  Street  ^  Pavonia  Ferry  lUdj* 
road  Company  for  8(X)  years  from  that  date.  [Under  the  terms  of  this  lease  the  lesnee  agreed 
(1)  to  expend  at  least  81,(XX),000  on  this  company's  railroad  in  substituting  some  other  motive 
power  in  place  of  horsee  and  in  providing  smtable  equipment,  plant  and  machinery  within  tha 
first  two  yean  of  the  lease,  and  u  at  the  end  of  the  two  yean  the  mid  amount  had  not  been  so 
expended  the  lessee  was  to  deposit  the  unexpended  balance  in  money,  stocks  or  securities,  whoee 
market  value  should  be  equal  to  such  unexpended  balance;  (2)  to  operate,  maintain  and  keep 
in  good  working  order  the  property  with  the  motive  i)ower  so  changed;  (3)  to  keep  the  line  suppliea 
with  sufficient  cars  so  that  the  business  done  should  be  increased;  (4)  to  provide  out  of  its  own  rands 
for  propn-  maintenance,  repair  and  replacement;  (5)  to  pay  all  taxes  and  aseewments;  (6)  to  pay 
an  annual  rent  of  6152,500  for  the  first  two  years  of  the  lease,  and  thereafter,  until  ita  expiration, 
the  sum  of  $145,000;  (7)  to  surrender  at  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  the  lease,  all  pro- 
perty of  every  lund  used  by  the  lessee  in  the  operation  of  the  road,  except  that  whidi  had  passed 
from  existence  by  death  or  deatruction  or  had  been  superseded  by  a  change  of  motive  power  or 
other  improvemente  made  upon  the  property,  and  all  mibstitutes  which  mig^t  have  been  made 
or  provided  for  property  impossible  to  oeliver  by  reason  of  death,  destruction  or  superoession, 
should  be  equal  m  value  to  the  property  for  which  they  were  substituted;  and  (8)  in  case  of  de> 
fault  in  rental  payments  for  three  months  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  i)rovisions  of  the 
lease,  to  allow  the  lessor  to  re-enter  and  to  repossess  the  property  with  all  additions  and  better- 
ments and  all  property  connected  with  the  railroad  and  equipment,  such  re-entry  not  to  be  inter- 
preted as  waivmgright  to  recover  damages  from  the  lessee  for  breach  of  contract.] 

The  Houston.  West  Street  ft  Pavonia  Ferry  Railroad  Companv  was  later  consolidated  with 
other  lines  to  form  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  (Company,  wnich  on  January  1,  1912,  was 
reorganised  as  the  New  York  Railways  Company  and  now  operates  the  property.

in  a  suit  wherein  Central  Trust  Co.  of  New  York  was  complainant  and  the  Third  Avenue  R.  R.

Depreciation  —  The  uniform  system  of  accounts  prescribed  by  the  Commission  fcnr  street  rail- 
way companies  provides  that  operating  expenses  shall  include  under  the  head  of  maintenance 
the  estimated  amount  of  capital  consumed,  which  is  defined  as  "  the  amount  estimated  to  be 
necessary  to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  "  diuing 
the  fiscal  period.  Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  detex^ 
mined  by  the  accounting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  CommissiozL  From  the  total  estimated 
deterioration  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the 
remainder  is  charged  to  depredation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  operating 
expenses,  **  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures "  and  "  Depreciation  of  Equipment,"  and 
amoimts  charged  to  these  accounts  are  concurrentiy  credited  to  the  account  "  Accrued  Amortisa- 
tion of  Caxutal,"  which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  property 
retirements  are  chargeable  at  original  cost.  Under  date  of  December  10,  1012,  in  Case  1181,  the 
company  was  ordered  by  the  Commission  to  *'  expend  or  set  aside  for  maintenance,  depreciation 
and  renewals,  during  each  and  every  fiscal  year  *  *  *  a  siun  equal  to  20  per  cent  of  its  gross 
operating  revenue  for  that  particular  year,*'  which  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1014,  amounts 
to  $808,508.75.  After  deducting  maintenance  for  the  year,  aggregating  $308,780.68,  there 
remains  $400,710.07  properly  chargeable  for  depreciation.  The  company  has,  however,  made 
charges  to  an  account  called  "  Depreciation  "  at  the  rate  of  $13,080  per  month  ($156,060  per 
annum),  in  req>ect  of  which  no  rule  has  been  filed  with  the  Commission.

Until  otherwise  ordered,  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  deter- 
mined by  the  accounting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  From  the  total  estimated 
deterioration  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the 
remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  operating 
expenses,  "  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  "  and  "  Depredation  of  Equipment,"  and  amounts 
charged  to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  "Accrued  Amortisation  of 
Capital,**  which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  property  retirements 
are  chargeable  at  original  coet.  Under  date  of  June  29, 1909,  the  Receiver  of  the  Third  Avenue 
Railroad  Co.  filed  a  rule  which  provided  that  a  lump  sum  of  $300,000  per  annum  should  be  charged 
for  depreciation  by  the  four  companies  (Third  Avenue,  Dry  Dock,  Forty-second  Street,  and 
Union)  constituting  the  principal  companies  in  the  Third  Avenue  ssrstem,  without  itemisation. 
Since  January  1. 1912,  this  company  has  been  making  charges  to  an  account  called  "  Depredation,*' 
at  the  rate  of  $8,670  per  month.*  No  rules  have  been  filed  in  reepect  of  this  charge,  and  segregation 
between  depreciation  of  way  and  structures  and  depredation  of  equipment  in  accordance  with 
the  Uniform  SjnBtem  of  Accounts,  has  not  been^made.

—  The  Uniform  System  of  Aocoxints  prescribed  by  the  Commission  for  street  rail- 
way companies  provides  that  operating  expenses  shall  include  under  the  head  of  maintenance 
the  estimated  amount  of  capital  consumed,  which  is  defined  as  **  the  amount  estimated  to  be 
necessary  to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence  and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  "  during 
the  fiscal  period.  Until  otherwise  ordered  such  estimated  deterioration  is  based  on  a  rule  deter- 
mined by  the  accoxmting  corporation  and  filed  with  the  Commission.  From  the  total  estimated 
deterioration  during  the  period,  there  is  deducted  the  actual  amount  expended  in  repairs,  and  the 
remainder  is  charged  to  depreciation.  Two  depreciation  accounts  have  been  provided  in  operating 
expenses,  "  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Struotures  *'  and  "  Depreciation  of  Equipment,"  and  amounts 
charged  to  these  accounts  are  concurrently  credited  to  the  account  "  Accrued  Amortixation  of 
Capital,"  which  is  the  official  title  of  the  depreciation  reserve,  against  which  property  retirements 
are  chargeable  at  original  cost.  Under  date  of  Deoember  24,  1909,  this  company  filed  with  the 
Commission  niles  of  depreciation  which  provide  $825.36  per  annum  for  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures  and  $1,944.48  per  annum  for  maintenance  of  equipment. 

Under  the  above  rule,  $935.49  was  credited  to  **  Depreciation  of  Way  and  Structures  "  and 
concurrently  debited  to  reserve;  $148.50  was  credited  to  *'  Depreciation  of  Equipment,'*  and 
concurrently  debited  to  the  reserve.

THE  WESTCHESTER  ELECTRIC  RAILROAD  COMPANY 

Incorporated  March  27.  1801.  On  June  2.  1893.  the  Mount  Vernon  A  Eastchester  Railway 
Company  and  the  New  Rochellc  Railway  A  Transit  0)mpany  were  absorbed  by  merger.  [The 
stock  of  the  company  was  acquired  by  the  Union  Railway  Company  of  New  York  City,  and. 
according  to  an  agreement,  dated  May  13.  1900,  supplementary  to  the  lease  of  the  Third  Avenue 
Railroad  to  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company,  the  stock  of  this  company  was  acquired 
by  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company,  and  was  pledged  aa  collateral  security  for  the  first  con- 
solidated mortgage  of  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company,  which  latter  company,  under  the  terms 
of  the  agreement  mentioned  above,  transferred  its  equity  in  the  said  stock  to  the  lessee  of  its 
properj^  On  March  1.  1910.  this  stock  passed  by  public  sale  to  the  reorgani  cation  committee 
of  tne  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company,  for  a  company  to  be  known  as  the  Third  Avenue  Railway 
Company. 

On  January  18,  1908,  J.  Addison  Young  took  charge  of  this  company's  property  as  receiver, 
having  been  appointed  as  such  by  the  New  York  Supreme  Court,  Westchester  County,  in  pro- 
ceedings for  dissolution.  On  July  6,  1912,  the  said  receivership  was  terminated,  and  operation 
resumed  by  the  company. 

The  company  has  agreements  with  the  Yonkers  Railroad  Company,  and  the  New  York 
Westchester  and  Connecticut  Traction  Company  providing  for  exchange  of  transfers.    Agreements
